EXPLANATORY NOTES. 

The golden number is that which any given year holds in the 
Lunar Cycle, which is a period of 39 years, at the lapse.of which the 
phases of the Moon take place on the same days of the months res¬ 
pectively as at the commencement of the Cycle. 

The Epact is the number of days of the Lunar Cycle, over and 
above all the complete courses of the Moon for any number of years, 
hence the number indicates the age of the moon at the beginning of 
the year. 

The Solar Cycle is a period of 28 years, which owing to leap year, 
must necessarily elapse before the days of the month can return res¬ 
pectively to the same days of the week as at tho commencement of 
.the Cycle, The first year of tho Olirilian Era was the tenth year of 
this Cycle. 

The Dominical letter is that letter of tho Alphabet which points 
out in tho calendar the Sundays throughout the year, thonco also call¬ 
ed Sunday letter. The seven days of the week, reckoned as begin¬ 
ning on tho first of January, are designated by tho first seven letters of 
tho Alphabet. Thus if the year begins on Sunday A is the Domini¬ 
cal letter and so on generally. If there were 304 days, or exactly 52 
weeks in the year, the Dominical letter will always he same ; but the 
year contains 365^ days ; an excess of 1day over the 52 weeks. Tho 
clay is taken into tho account every year, and tho J makes a day in 
every four years; so that tho Dominical letter falls backward one 
letter for each of the three years, in which, tho date or number of tho 
year cannot bo divided, without remainder, by 4, and two letters 
every fourth year, when tho date can bo so divided, as in tho year 
1880, it is divisible by 4 and therefore, February contained 29 days. 
Tho year began on Thursday, count forward Thursday to Sunday, 
inclusive, is 4 days, anil the fourth letter from A inclusive is 1). 
Therefore, at first D is the Dominical letter; hut tho 20th of February 
which is added, throw's tho first, day of March a day later in tho 
week than it would otherwise have boon; therefore the Sunday letter 
for March and all the remaining months is 0. Hence tho years which 
leave the 29 days in Fobruary and tho two Dominical letters are called 
bissextiles. 

Roman Indiction is a period of 15 years, instituted in A. D. 312 
by which the Popes have dated their acts by the year of tho indictiou 
which was fixed on the first of January. 

The Julian’ period embraces 7980 years and is used, as a fixed 
era for dating astronomical calculations. The first year of the Christian 
era is 4713 of Julian period. 

Time is distinguished into three kinds Apparent or True time 
Mean time and ididerial time; each of which is expressed in days, 
hours, minutes and seconds. An Apparent or True day is the interval 
of time comprehended between two consecutive passages of the Sun 
over the meridian; a Mean day is the time comprehended between 
two consecutive passages of an imaginary Sun called tho moan Sun, 
and is equal to the mean or average of all tho apparent solar days in 
the year; lastly, the time comprehended between two following pas¬ 
sages of the same star over the same meridian is a SWerial day. 

A day is either astronomical or civil; tho astronomical day com¬ 
mences at apparent noon or at moan noon, according as apparent or 
mean time is employed; it is divided into 24 hours, reckoned without 
interruption from 1 to 24, or from noon to noon. The civil day com¬ 
mences at the midnight preceding tho commencement of the astrono¬ 
mical day, and likewise consists of 24 hours ; but these are separated 



into two periods of 12 hours each, those situated between midnight 
and noon being called morning hours (written a.m.) and those be¬ 
tween noon and midnight afternoon hours (written (p.m.) The side- 
rial day commences at the instant of the passage over the meridian of 
the Vernal Equinox, or first point of Aries. It is divided into 24 side^ 
rial hours counted from 0 to 24. 

In this Almanac is used the mean astronomical time for the rising, 
getting &e. of the moon and planets, and the civil time for the reBt. 
To each month of the Almanac there are devoted two pages. In the 
first page of each month, the first column contains the day of the 
week, the second the day of the month and the third the correspond¬ 
ing Malabar date. 

The sun’s rising and setting given in the 4th and 5th columns, 
though affording a less accurate means of regulating clocks and 
watches, than direct observations of the sun’s altitude, may yet be 
useful for common purposes. The times are given to the nearest 
minute, of the sun’s centre being in the horizon, and they include the 
equation of time and the effect of refraction. 

The moon’s age (Thithi) at Mean Noon, given in the 6tli column 
is the mean time elapsed since the moon’s conjunction with the sun, 
or since the sun and moon had the same longitude. The numbers in 
this column represent her age at Trevandrum and are expressed in 
days, and decimal parts of a day. 

The columns 7, 8 and 9 contain the moon’s rising, meridian pas¬ 
sage and setting. 

The mean time of the moon’s rising and setting is given to the 
nearest minute ; this will he found useful to persons travelling and in 
many other ways. 

The moon’s meridian passage indicates the time, at which tlie 
moon’s centre is on the upper meridian of Trevandrum, and is useful 
in finding the time of high water. When a line is drawn across the 
column of “ Meridian Passage,” we are to understand that- the moon 
does not pass the upper meridian on that day at Trevandrum. This is 
the case one day in each Lunation, and arises from the circumstances 
of the Lunar day being greater than the Me an solar day, and includ¬ 
ing it within its limits. For the same reason there are some days on 
which the moon does not rise, and others on which it does not set. 

In the second page of each month, are given first the phases of 
the moon, and seoond the rising, meridian passage, setting and decli¬ 
nation of the 6 principal planets. The phases of the moon—The 
numbers devote the mean time at which the difference of Longitude 
between the sun and the moon is 0°, 90° 180° or 270°, being 
0° at the New Moon 
90° at the First Quarter 
.180° at the Full Moon 
270° at the Last Quarter. 

The moon’s Apogee and Perigee.—The numbers here given indicate, 
to the nearest hour, at which the moon is respectively at her greatest 
and least distance from the earth. , 

The Planets’ rising, setting and meridian passage.—As in the in¬ 
stance of the moon before mentioned, the times noted, indicate the 
positions of these planets given for every 10th day, and for any time 
intermediate, they may be found by interpolation. > 

The declination indicates their relative position with' reference to 
the Equator, north or south.

In tho same way, jack trees wore rated at 4 chuckrums per bear¬ 
ing tree and the areca at | ch. Oil the other hand, in the taluqs south 
of Quilon, not only the coeoanut, jack and areca, but also the palmyra, 
punnai, tamarind, mango and llupai were assessed to tho revenue ; 
and the assessment, instead of being a single rate for each class or kind 
of tree, was based on no uniform principle, and consisted of numerous 
and varying rates for each kind of tree in each taluq. In fact, the 
state of things found existing in this part of the country at the time 
of the settlement appears to have been left untouched. 

The distribution of eocoanut trees into four classes in North Tfa- 
vancore appears to have been made with reference to their .productive 
capacity as indicated hy the number of bunches of nuts and the num¬ 
ber of inadals or fronds seen on each productive tree. Now, this in 
practice must prove a most difficult process and conlcl not be expected 
to yield correct results. It is impossible for any human agency to 
look up at each tree in a garden, form a correct valuation of iti» pro¬ 
ductive power and place it in one or other of any prescribed number of 





classes, wltli any pretensions to accuracy. The scope, foe, for fraud 
and oppression which .such a procedure must necessarily afford to sub¬ 
ordinate officials whose operations it must be impossible for sujterior 
officers, in such circumstances, to cheek and control, must be very great. 

In the settlement prior to 10111, the coconnut tree was assessed at 
one single rate only. This course had the undoubted advantage of 
being simple and of shutting the door on the abuses inseparable from 
all classifications, but then a uniform rate must he very low if it is to 
be paid with ease, and snuh a low rate would be not only unequal in 
its incidence but involve an unnecessary sacrifice of the public revenue. 

Thus neither an elaborate classification such as was enjoined and 
attempted at the settlement of 3012, nor the imposition of , a uniform 
rate of assessment such as was introduced at the settlement which 
immediately preceded that of 1012, being expedient, We have resolved,, 
in the interests of Our agricultural population, to sanction a middle 
course, which, while avoiding the evils incident to either course, should 
combine the advantages of both—i. e. We have decided that the 
gardens throughout the State shall lie divided into blocks with re¬ 
ference to their situation, soil and productiveness, and each garden 
charged with a distinctive rate carefully determined with reference, 
among other circumstances, to the existing average assessment—such 
rate not to exceed four ehuckrums or fall short of one elmekrum for 
each productive tree in the garden, and the 4 chuckrimi rate to lie ap¬ 
plicable only in the case of any exceptionally superior tract. 

4. In adopting the course above indicated, We have had promi¬ 
nently in view the ■ advancement of the pro-

duce during the last thirty years, and the fact 
that the existing garden assessment in the adjoining State of Oocliin 
varies from 21 to T> ehuckrums per tree, and that in those parts of the 
Madras Presidency also in which a tree tax is levied, the tax on the 
eocoaimt tree is higher than in Travaneore, would have quite justified 
Our garden assessment being enhanced at the ensuing settlement in the 
interests of the Public Revenue, the right of the State to such an en¬ 
hancement lieing undoubted. But we have advisedly waived such 
right and adhered to the existing rates fixed 50 years ago, and have 
even reduced them ill some cases, preferring the well-being and the 
contentment of Our land-holders to an increase of the public income 
when such increase is not absolutely called for. 

5. It lias already been stated that the jack and arcca-are taxed at 
a uniform rate in North Travaneore, whilst 
on jack and other trees i n the southern taluks they and other kinds 
to be one uniform rate.

S). It appears to have been thu practice at the previous settlements 
to allow a remission called Eadavukur from 
Aimlitiuiuif .Vadavukur. the"assessment on Pattern and other gardens. 

Hut this practice was far from uniform. It 
was given at various rates and was granted in the case of some gardens 
anil withheld in those of others. The remission was deducted some¬ 
times from the Pattern assessment Used at tile time of the settlement, 
sometimes from the difference between that assessment and the assess¬ 
ment determined at i me or other of the previous settlements. In short, 
there is nothing to slum' what properties arc at this moment entitled 
to this deduction and what not, at what into or rates the deduction 
should be made and on wliat principle—the accounts are so confused 
and unreliable. To continue this remission in these circumstances will 
be to place an engine of oppression in the hands of the Pillamars and 
to continue to encumber and complicate the accounts with no counter¬ 
balancing advantage. 

Nor"is this all: the reasons which at one time rendered this re¬ 
mission necessary and just no longer exist. It was applicable chiefly 
to Sirkar Pattern lands. These lands wore originally the absolute 
property of Government, and the tenants were mere tenants-at-will. 
But by the Royal Proclamation of the 21st Edavom 1040, Government 
generously waived all right to these lands and declared them to he the 
private, heritable, saleable property of the holders. When this was 
done, the right to the Kadavukur remission emphatically ceased. On 
that occasion, it is true that the. Government reserved to themselves 
the right of charging a fee of 2 per cent on every transfer of the class 
of properties thus enfranchised. But even this fee which for twenty 
years had continued to yield between 40 and 50 thousand rupees a 
year to the Government Treasury was relinquished only two years 
ago, entirely in the interests of the agricultural population. Super- 
added to all this is the fact that the rates of garden assessment to be 
adopted at the ensuing settlement will bo the same as those fixed 50 
years ago, and this notwithstanding that the price of produce has in 
the interval more than doubled. 

On these considerations, Wo have resolved to abolish the Nada- 
vukur at. the ensuing settlement us a means both of simplifying the 
accounts and relieving the ryots from the hardships to which the con¬ 
tinuance of a remission governed by no definite or uniform principles 
is likely to subject them.

10. Although the garden assessment is mostly in money, there are 

ill kind under tlie designation i.f Tliengapa't- 
toiri, Kettuthcngu, ,1’e. ami is now levied in tiie shape of eoeoiumts, 
arecamits, cocoanut oil, betel leaves or other produce. Wluttover the 
origin of this assessment in kind, and however much it may have been 
preferred.to money payments in former times, it is certain that it is 
now a source of abuse and exaction, anil an anomaly widen ought to 
he swept away. It has accordingly been resolved to abolish at the 
ensuing settlement till assessments in kind and iu substitute a money 
payment. 

In making this change, the rate of 10 fonmns for 100 eoeoannts 
adopted some years ago in the Velavencode and Eraiiicl taint pi for 
converting the demand in kind into money, and a fair average of the 
prices of late years for other articles will be adopted as the ctumimta- 

The money assessment thus arrived at will necessarily be higher 
than the pattom fixed on ordinary gardens, but the land-holders will 
have the option of having the former reduced to the latter by paying 
down twenty times the difference between the two. 

11. The Rajabhogum now levied on Devaswnm, Brahmaswom and 

other favorably assessed gardens is not uni- 
Bajabhogum oil garden limits- form but varies from • to : fch-s, the different 
rates being i, <.■ A-- jtiis. The more 
prevalent rates, however,- are only two, namely] J- and 1, the others 
being exceptional. As it is desirable that this tax should be levied at 
one single uniform .rate throughout the State, We have commanded 
that the lowest of the existing rates— namely one-eighth, should be 
adopted at the ensuing settlement. 

12. At present, waste lands are assessed with payattupanttom on 
no fixed principle. The practice varies in 


ing settlement to have these lands examined, classified, valued and as¬ 
sessed at appropriate rates with reference to soil and situation. These 
rates will be moderate and will probably vary from 1 to 15 fa. an acre. 
Once this assessment is introduced, there will be no more interference 
with the holder. He Vill be at liberty to plant cocoanut or other trees, 
to grow tapioca or cotton or any other produce or apply the land to 
any other use he thinks fit, without the assessment being altered dur¬ 
ing the time the settlement lasts. 

13. In the case of wet lands the standard of measure at present in 

use is the parali, but this varies in different 
Measure of wet lands. localities. It could not well be otherwise 

- when it is considered that at the settlement 

of 978, there was no actual measurement of the lauds, but only a rough 
estimate was formed of the-areas in terms of the estimated quantity of 
seed required to sow each field. As it is necesstiry iu now assessing the 
lands to reduce the parali to some uniform standard and determine its 
equivalent in terms of the acre, it has been resolved, hfter due enquiry, 
to take the parah as equivalent to 14 cents.

the State, We have sanctioned an Edungali of 80 cubic inches being 
adopted as the standard measure for the future, in supersession of tlie 
numerous varying -measures now in use throughout the State. 

10. The riee lands of the country will be carefully examined and 

* . . , classified with reference to soil, situation, pro- 

tatssmcii n ott am.. ductiveness, proximity to market and other 
considerations, and assessed at so much per acre or parah of each class. 
In doing this, the Settlement officers will avail themselves as tar as 
possible of the local experience and knowledge of the land-holders 
concerned. Tlie estimated gross produce per acre for the different 
classes of land being determined on the best possible data, a de¬ 
duction of one parali per seed and an equal quantity for cultivation 
expenses will be made therefrom. From the remainder. J- will be 
subtracted for the cultivator’s share and tlie remaining |ds will be di¬ 
vided in the proportion of six-tenths to Government and four-tenths 
to the land-holder. 

The assessment of two crop lands will be one and half times the 
assessment determined as above laid down for one crop, and shall bo 
divided equally botwoou the Kanni and Kutnbhom crops. 

17. In fixing the assessment on the principles above laid dowi, it 

Commutation urice would be but fair to the State as representing 

the public to adopt a higher commutation 
rate than that now existing; for, tlie prices of agricultural produce 
have more than doubled and the value of property has risen in propor¬ 
tion in the last 30 years. But here again from a regard for the well¬ 
being of Our agricultural population and the interests of the country 
at large, We have decided on not enhancing the commutation rate and 
■pro tmtfv raising the'assessment. The existing rate of 0 chs per parali 
will still be the rate of conversion adopted at the ensuing Settlement 
throughout the State. Opportunity will be taken to correct some 
slight deviations from this which will be found to exist in Eraniel, 
Kalculam, Velavencode, Neyattinkaray and probably in other places. 

18. As the Kadama now levied on rice lands held as Devaswom, 

Brahniaswom X-c. is, unlike the Rajabhogum 
BajaWmuimi or Kadarea on on similar tenures in garden land, levied at 
ri« lands. so much per parali without reference to the 

quality or productiveness of tlie land, it has 
been thought desirable to assess the Kadama at one eighth of tlie pat- 
tom or full assessment of the land as in the case of gardens.

15 " some system as shown in the following state¬ 
ment. The present varying rates will give

■ : ' ment the interest due on the loan, add to the 

difference, Rajabhogum or \-itharai or Mupparai according as the land 
was garden or wet, and to take the resulting amount as the demand 
against the properties. It. was further a condition of these tenures in 
many parts of the country that on the transfer of any property by sale, 
it should be subjected to a process called Ottivilakkum, by which the 
mortgage amount is reduced by one-fourtli and the. Government de¬ 
mand is enhanced by the amount of the interest on the sum reduced. 
This process being repeated at every succeeding transfer, the result is 
the ultimate extinction of the debt and the raising of the Government : 
demand to the full l’attoin. 

Bat as always happens in such cases, the re -adjustment of the 
public demand entailed by the process described is almost invariably 
evaded in practice by transfers never being reported i. e. by the ryots 
concerned not coming forward to seek the registration of the transfer 
as it involves an extinction of a portion of the debt on which they are 
entitled to interest and a corresponding addition to then- payments to 
the Sirkar. In the few eases which occasionally do Come before Go¬ 
vernment, the calculations involved are tedious and the preparation of 
the annual accounts embracing the changes is often delayed; and, 
after all, the Sirkar gains little by the existing arrangements. It is 
Onr will and pleasure therefore to relieve the jyots from the hardships 
imposed by this Ottivilakkum, to remove the obstacles which it inter¬ 
poses to the free and unrestricted transfer of property,_ and at the 
same time to simplify the accounts by entirely abolishing the Otti 
tenure. We have accordingly commanded that, in the ease of all lands 
falling under the designation of Otti and cognate tenures by whatever 
name known, 

1. No debt shall be recognized as due to the holder. 

2. No interest shall be deducted from the Pattom cn such 
debt. 

3. No reduction of debt or a corresponding enhancement of 
tire Sirkar demand shall be made when such properties are transferred 
by sale i. e. in other words that the Ottivilakkum rules shall no longer 
be recognized and enforced. 

The properties held on the tenures in question shall be recognized 
as so many favorably assessed lands or Inams and confirmed to tliei 
holders as such on the following simple terms— 

I. All lands on which the present Government demand is 
found to be less than half the Pattom assessment according to the new 
Settlement, to have the demand fixed at one-half of that assessment. 

II. All lands on which the Government demand at the time 
of settlement is found to be more than half of the new Pattom assessment 
to have such demand confirmed and continued as the future demand. 
Where such demand.is in any case found to be equal to or exceed the 
Pattern, the land will cease to be a favorable tenure and classed as 
Pattern. 

III. To the Government demand as above fixed on these 
lands, no Rajabhogum shall be added. 

23. Wo have not yet finally resolved on the mode in which Erayali 

tenures should be dealt with, and command 
Erayali lands. for the present -..that the Pattern assessment 

on them be fixed on the same principles and 
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in the same manner as in thu case of Sirkar Pattern and indeed 
all other lands. 

24 All favorably assessed lands (excepting Devaswom. Bralima- 
smm, Madambimar ami Erayali properties) 
Settlement of Inams. such ns Adima, Anublioguiii, Tiruvalam, Ti- 

nivadayalam Ac. partake of the same charac¬ 
ter and may, for purposes of simplification, be classed under the head 
of Inams. These are of two classes viz Inanis granted for the support 
of individuals or families, or Personal Inams, and Inanis granted for 
the performance of specified services, 01 .Service Inanis. The present 
recognized practice as regards these tenures is to abstain from all 
; interference with .Service grants so long as the service for which they 
j were grantod continues to be maintained. As *0 Personal grants, the 
* right of the original grantee and his descendants to enjoy the Inam is 
i folly admitted,'but when it is alienated by sale or otherwise, theHir- 
kar steps in and subjects the property t,> the process of Ottivilakkam 
I which is repeated at every subsequent alienation. All Inams are 
| charged only with Rajabhogum which, generally speaking, is the only 
payment made to Government oil these tenures: — 

As we have commanded that all Ottrrilakkiim should I10 abolished 
in the case of Otti tenures on account of its objectionable features, it 
is desirable that this should lie done in the case of Inams also, and 
that this important class of properties, which is extensive, should be 
placed on a satisfactory footing advantageous alike to the holders and 
Government. And this will be best attained by freeing them alto¬ 
gether from Sirkar interference of any kind, and leaving the holders 
ait perfect liberty to deal with them as they like. We have according¬ 
ly commanded the following rules to be laid down f< ir the settlement 
of Inams, and they will be given eiieet to by Our officers at the ensu¬ 
ing settlement. 

1. All Inams granted for service of any description shall he left 
to be enjoyed without interference so long as the service continues to 
be fulfilled, subject to the payment of J of the Pattom as Rajabhogum 
and any Mieliavarom which may be payable. When from any cause 
the service has ceased or shall cease to bo performed, the Inam shall 
be resumed and assessed with Pattom. 

2. All personal Inams found at the time of the settlement to be 
In the enjoyment of the family of the original grantee, shall be exempt 
from all interference and continue to be so held on payment of jjth ot 
the pattom as Rajabhogum plus any Miehavarum with which they are 
already charged. 

3. All Personal Inams found at the settlement to be in the en¬ 

joyment of individuals or families other than the original grantee or 
his descendants shall be charged with the payment of one-half of the 
Pattom assessment to Government—any Miehavarum with which it is 
already charged in favor of any private individuals or institutions be¬ 
ing payable as usual. . 

4. No Inam to he subject to Ottivilakkum hereafter. 

6. A title deed to be granted to each holder as the time of settle¬ 
ment, specifying the character of the Inam, whether Service or Perso¬ 
nal, its extent and description, whether wet or garden, and particulars 
of the quit-rent with which it is chargeable under the above rules. 

6. After the settlement of the Inams under the foregoing rules 
the holders shall be at liberty to mortgage, sell or transfer them in 
any matter at their will and discretion subject only to the payment of I 
the quit-rent fixed. I 





7. There shall he no further interference on the part of Govern¬ 
ment with these free-holds, except such as might be necessary for the 
punctual realization of the quit-runt, payable.' _ 

25. If what are called KiHli-inippu or Kudi-jenmom properties or 
grants made to Brahmins and others entirely 
Kmii-iruppu anil.

2G. Of these extra cesses, many were abolished in former years, but 
many more still remain encumbering the ac- 
Peravagai karam or extra counts and serving as a source of annoyance 
ces * es ‘ to the payers and probably of gain to the 

lower revenue officials. Most of the cesses 
are petty, small in amount and falling only on a few individuals. 
On the other hand, there are some which it would bo a needless sacri¬ 
fice of revenue to relinquish when it is considered hmv little some sec¬ 
tions of the community contribute towards the expenses of the State. 
We refer to ltekshabhognm, Ubhayam Palisa, Clnunattupanam, Kada- 
pattom Src. As it is considered desirable to clear the accounts of. all 
petty taxes as much as possible, We have commanded that, 

1st All cesses which are of a personal character should be abo¬ 
lished, 

2ndly Also all cesses which fall upon any particular professions. 

3nlly Likewise all cesses falling on ryots .already paying the full 
Pattern assessment—the cesses falling, on the other hand, on lands 
paying less than the full Pattern being retained and incorporated with, 
the Government demand. 

4thly The item of Ubhayam Palisa will be dealt with under the 
terms of the Proclamation of 23rd Mithunam 1056. 

5thly. Kada-pattom will be retained in all oases. 

Acting on the foregoing principles, Our Settlement Officers will 
make a full investigation into tire various cesses and lay the result be¬ 
fore Our Dewan who will finally decide what should be retained and 
what abolished. 

Kuttagatmttom tads. 27. The lands under this head comprise 

I What is called the Palliport Farm. 

II. A tract called Pnlienthuruthu in the Alengad Taluq. 

HI. A small tract of rice land and some gardens in the Sherta- 
lay Taluq. 

IV. And various small pieces of land scattered throughout the 
State belonging to the Sirkar and forming building sites and compounds 
of Palaces, Katcherries and other public buildings which are leased out 
from time to time. 

The proprietary right to the properties in the case of tracts I and 
II vests in Government, and accordingly the resident tenants are held 
to be mere tenmits-at-wrBwithout even the right of occupation. The 
rates of assessment paid are also higher than in the case of Pand&ra- 
pattom lands. Although in these circumstances the Sirkar would be 
justified in .selling these properties and recouping themselves for the 
money invested in their purchase, We, deeming it more important to 
encourage private industry and enterprise and impart to the industri- 
; ons tenants already on the estate a sense of security, have resolved to 
I confirm to them the garden lands now in their possession and confer 
upon them full property rights in regard to them, subject only to the. 
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payment of the present assessment (all extra payments being abolish¬ 
ed). This assessment is higher than that of Pandarapattom lands, but 
this is unavoidable being an incident of the original tenure of the pro¬ 
perties. It will be open, however, to the holders to purchase exempt¬ 
ion from the high assessment and have the gardens placed on the 
same footing as other Pattern lands ,by paying down once for all 20 
times the difference between the normal and the exceptional assessment. 
This will be allowed either at the time ofthe Settlement or subsequent¬ 
ly according to the convenience of the holders. All the gardens in ques¬ 
tion will of course be demarcated, surveyed and assessed in the 
first instance. 

The rice lands comprised in the above properties and the whole of 
No. Ill are entirely at the disposal of Government and have no resi- 
' dent tenants with any rights. They will, therefore, after being also 
demarcated, surveyed and assessed, be sold by auction to the highest 
bidder to be hold like other Pattom lands subject to the payment of 
the Pattom or assessment fixed at the ensuing settlement. 

The building sites now leased on Knttagapattom will continue to 
be so without change. 

The Kadukaval lands need not any longer be retained under the 
head of Knttagapattom. 


28. These lands, as is well known, are what may be called the 

Home Farms or the private property of the 
KundukrisM lands. Sovereign and are cultivated by tenants who 

are entitled only to the cultivator’s share and 
haye no rights of any kind in them. Formerly, the Proprietor used 
to supply to the cultivating tenant the seed and cattle required for the 
cultivation, and in return received payment, in addition to the Melva- 
rom or Government share, of what is called Koluhibltom or the pro¬ 
prietor’s share. But as this custom has now ceased and the laborer 
is left to find his own seed, cattle and implements, We have command¬ 
ed that this llolulabhom should be no longer levied, but that the lands 
after being demarcated, and surveyed and assessed on the same prin¬ 
ciples as other lands, be allowed to be enjoyed on the existing terms, 
subject only to the payment of the Pattom in kind as at present. All 
extra payments outside this Pattom will be abolished. 

29. On the settlement being effected with each land-holder, he will 

be furnished with a Pnttah under the seal 
Grant of Futtaim and Ke- and signature of Our Da wan, showing the 
ceipt. Books. particulars of the land held by him, the Pat- 

tom assessment, any deductions incident to 
the tenure, the net demand, the kists or instalments by which it is 
payable and any other essential particulars. He will also be supplied at 
his cost With a Beceipt-book in which the payments made by him ac¬ 
cording to; the Mst-bundi shall be entered and signed by the Pagudi 
Accountant and Proverticar as a protection from exaction.

Such revision means the employment of a large body 
of Pillamars throughout the country to count the trees, to make out 
accounts of those entitled to remission for trees lost, and of those who 
have become liable to it for trees newly planted. And the employ¬ 
ment of a large staff of snch low paid agency means petty exaction and 
oppression on one side, and fraud and chicanery on the other. Such 
a process repeated once in twelve years must have the effect of destroy¬ 
ing the confidence of Our ryots in the permanency of the assessment, 
impairing industry and checking the free employment of labor and 
capital. To obviate these evils, and to secure to Our land-holders the 
utmost freedom of action in improving their properties and turning 
them to the best advantage according to their means and inclination, 
We have resolved to declare the new Settlement permanent for a term 
of 30 years. During this time, the assessment fixed will not in any 
way be enhanced on the ground that the owner has added to the trees 
already assessed to the revenue, or has planted new trees onunplamt- 
ed portions of his garden which under the Settlement will be charged 
only with the dry assessment, or that he has substituted for trees as¬ 
sessed at low rates, trees liable to higher assessment, or that land as¬ 
sessed as one crop has been converted into two crop land, or that a 
third crop has been grown on land assessed as two crop only. In 
short, no interference of any kind will be permitted with the new Set¬ 
tlement, when it is completed, for the next thirty years.

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PROCLAMATION 

His Highness Sri Pathtumablut Dana VancU Bala Ranui Vanna 
KtdaseMara Eiritapati Mammy Sultan Maharaja Raja Uamaraja 
Bahadur Skamther Jang, Maharaja of Traeancore, famed under date 
the VHh May 1886 corresponding with the 4th Edavam 1001. 

Whereas the Nayar Yiruthi system, owing to failure to adapt it 
from time to time to altered economic conditions, is known to have 
become far less efficient for its' purpose than when it was originally 
established, and to entail hardship in its practical working on those 
subject to its operation; and whereas it is necessary to check the 
abuses which in process of time have unavoidably grown around the 
system, and to improve the condition of the Viruthicars by the appli¬ 
cation of remedial measures which past experience lias shown to he 
called for, it has been resolved by us to take the opportunity afforded 
by the Revenue Settlement now in progress to cause a searching in¬ 
quiry to he made into the condition of the holders of the Yiruthi 
tenures and to afford them such relief as may be found necessary. 

1. The services at present rendered by the Yirutliicars, whether 
in the shape of finding supplies of vegetables Ac. or of providing labor 

' and building materials on stated occasions, will be carefully scrutinized 
and revised. 

2. The future requisitions fcr such provisions and labor and the 
occasions on which and the quantities in which they shall he made 
will be reduced and restricted as far as practicable in the course of 
such revision. 

3. A new schedule will then he framed of such requisitions shew¬ 
ing for each Tillage, definitely and clearly, the supplies of provisions 
and labor and materials of every description which will he demanded 
hereafter; the institutions or purposes for which and the Occasions on 
which thejl? will be required, and the number and names of the Yiru- 
thicars who will have to render the services. 

* 4. A thorough revision will also be made of the prices now paid 
for the provisions and materials supplied, as those prices are consider¬ 
ably below the current ruling prices. This revision will be based on 
the returns of the prices of late years, so that the payments made by 
" Government in future may represent as near as may be, what the 
Yirutliicars would realize if they carried their goods into the open 
market. 

6. The table of rates prepared as above indicated will be afterwards 
i revised when necessary with reference to any material rise or fall ip 
the prices ruling in the open market. 

6. "While the Viruthicars are thus paid for their provisions and 
materials at the prevailing market rates, they will need to he remu¬ 
nerated for the expenditure of time and labor involved in their ful¬ 
filling this obligation and for performing such personal services as 
they may undertake to do; and for this purpose a grant of land at so 
much per head, to he determined by the Settlement Peishear in com¬ 
munication with Our Dewau, will be made out of the present Yiruthi 
holdings. And such land shall he subject to the payment of Raja- 
bhogum only and be exempt from all other demand. 

7. » No addition will be made to the services fixed under para 3 of 
this Proclamation at the time of Settlement as those to be rendered 
by the Viruthicars thereafter. 
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8. No Yiruthicar shall be at liberty to alienate by sale, gift, mort¬ 
gage Or otherwise the Inam given to him for the Yiruthi service. 
All such alienation shall be null ancl void, and the Government shall 
have the power of resuming any such alienated Yiruthi Inam and 
restoring it to the holder or otherwise disposing of it as to them may 
seem fit. No action shall lie respecting any such land in any court of 
Law. 

9. All transfer of Yiruthi Inams will from the date of this Procla¬ 
mation be exempt from tlio payment of any arialum, adiara or other 

10. All surplus land, if any, out of the present Yiruthi holdings 
which may remain after allotting fresh Inams under para 6 of this 
Proclamation, shall remain at the disposal of the Sirkar. They will 
either be assessed with full pattom and confirmed to the present 
holders if they so wish it, or otherwise disposed of according to cir- 

11. Amy Yiruthicar who may be unwilling to continue the Viruthi 
service even under the terms of this Proclamation shall he at liberty 
to relinquish the same. This shall be done in writing. 

12. If sncli Yiruthicar has no land assigned to him for the service, 
but has only Mudalelpu, whether in paddy or money, to make good, 
he will be relieved of the Viruthi on his paying down the Mudalelpu ; 
or failing that, on his agreeing to pay, till the debt is discharged, in¬ 
terest on such Mudalelpu at 3 per centum per annum. 

13. But if the Yiruthicar who seeks to withdraw from the service 
is possessed both of Yiruthi lands and Mudalelpu, he will be relieved of 
the Yiruthi on his surrendering to the Sirkar such lands, whether rice 
land or Puraidom or both, and on liis also paying down the Mudalelpu, 
or, failing this last, on lids undertaking to pay interest thereon at the 
rate of 3 per centum per annum till the debt, is discharged. The 
Yiruthi lands surrendered will be allowed to be held by the outgoing 
Yiruthicar on sanjayapattom to be ultimately disposed of as the Go¬ 
vernment might Ithink fit. The pattom fixed will be that determined 
under the new Settlement. 

14., Any Yiruthi falling in under the last preceding clause may he 
assigned to any other Yiruthicar or other person who may offer to 
undertake ft, at the discretion of Government. 

15. After the re-arrangement of the Yiruthi service on the lines 
above hud down, it_ shall be the duty_ of Government to check all 
abuses, as far as possible, by proper administrative measures, to pro¬ 
tect the Viruthicars from exaction, and ensure the due and punctual 
payment to them of the prices at the stipulated rates. 

16, Orders have been-issmed.,, to the Settlement Peishcar to give 
effect to the foregoing Resolution .after duo inquiry and in communi¬ 
cation with Our Dewan, and all Yiruthi holders are called upon to 
assist the settlement officer in the proseoution of the inquiry entrusted 
to him so as to enable Our Government to effect a satisfactory re¬ 
settlement of the Viruthi question.

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REGULATION I OF 1000. 

A Regulation for investing certain Commissioners with power to 
summon witnesses, to administer oaths ami call fur flic production 
of documents, passed l»j His Highness the Malm Itcijah of Tratem- 
core under date 'the 29th Jamicmj 1885 corresponding with the 18 th 
Maharom 1000. 

"Whereas we deem it expedient to appoint a commission to investi¬ 
gate and record the custom of the country in regard to the rent and 
other dues payable to the jemmies by tenants holding lands from them 
under such tenures as Kanapauttom, Otti, Marayapauttom, Oolavoo- 
pauttom and Kodalikani, and in regard to any presents or remissions 
of rent made by jenmies to tenants on occasions of domestic ceremonies 
and such other cognate matters as may be referred to the Commission 
for inquiry and report, and whereas it is necessary to invest the Com¬ 
mission so appointed with power to summon and examine witnesses 
and to call for the production of documents in evidence, we are hereby 
pleased to enact as follows 

I. The Commissioners when duly appointed by notice in Our Go¬ 
vernment Gazette, or any one of them acting on behalf of the Commis¬ 
sion, or any Secretary, Registrar or Sheristadar attached to the Commis¬ 
sion and acting under the orders of the Commissioners, may issue a 
summons to any person to attend in person at any place and time to be 
specified in the summons in order to give evidence on any matter which 
is the subject of inquiry by the Commissioners, or to produce any docu¬ 
ment or documents which the Commissioners may desire to inspect and 
which should he described In the summons with convenient certainty. 

II. Every person so summoned to attend or to produce a document 
shall accordingly he bound to attend or produce the document required 
before the Commissioners. 

III. Any person summoned to produce a document without "being 
summoned to give evidence, shall be deemed to have complied with 
the summons if he cause such document to be produced instead of at¬ 
tending personally to produce the same. . 

IV. The Oommisssioners may administer an oath or solemn affir¬ 
mation to every person examined before them touching the matters to 
be enquired into nnder this Regulation, but it shall not he necessary 
for 1 them to take evidence upon oath or solemn affirmation unless they 
think fit to do so. 

V. If the person upon whom a summons has to be served reside 
within a distance of five miles from the place at which the Commis¬ 
sioners for the'time being hold their sitting, the summons shall be 
served through any peon serving under the Commissioners, but if such 
person reside at a greater distance, the summons shall be served 
through the nearest Munaiffs Court. 

YL When a Bummons is sent for service through a MunsriPs Court, 
the Munsiff shall, in returning the summons, send a memorandum of 
the batta due to the peon of the Court who was entrusted with the 
service and recover the amount from the Commissioners. 

VII. The law in force for thn time being regarding summonses, and 
compelling the attendance of witnesses and the production of docu¬ 
ments in suits before the Civil Courts, shall, except as otherwise herein 
provided, be applicable to any summons or other process issued under 
this Regulation. 

"VIII. Any person wilfully making false statements or wilfully fur- 
nishii% false information to the Commissioners, whether upon oath, 
solemn affirmation or otherwise, shall be deemed gnilty of the offences 
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punishable under sections 181 and 193 of the Penal Code, (Regulation

REGULATION I OF 1061. 

A Regulation amending Regulation I of 1036 for levying Port 
Dues at the Port of Alleppey, passed by His Highness the Maharajah 
of Travancore on the 28th November 1885 corresponding with 14th 
Eartigay 1061. 

Whereas it is expedient to reduce, in the interests of trade, the 
Port Dues levied at the Port of Alleppey under Regulation I of 1036, 
We are pleased to enact as follows: — 

I. Section I of Regulation I of 1036 is hereby repealed and the 
following section is substituted in lieu thereof. 

“ Section I. Port Dues at a rate not exceeding one anna per ton 
shall be chargeable in respect of every seagoing vessel of the burthen 
of 20 tons and upwards (other than Dhonies and country vessels em¬ 
ployed in the coasting trade) which shall enter the port of Alleppey, 
such rate to be fixed from time to time and notified with Our sanction 
in the Official Gazette.” 

. II. This Regulation shall oome into force on the 28th day of 
November 1885 and shall be read with and taken as part of Regulation 
I of 1636.

REGULATION H OF 1061. 

A Regulation to amend Regulation, n of 1057, section 11—passed 
by His Highness the Maharajah of Travancore on the 16th March 
1886 corresponding with the 4th Meenum 1061. 

Whereas it is expedient to amend the Travancore High Court’s 
Regulation, section 11, We are pleased to enact as follows :— 

The following shall come araer the proviso in the aforesaid section 
and shall be read as part thereof. 

“Provided ateo that during the annual recess of the High Court, 
a single Judge of that Court acting as vacation Judge shall have power 
to dispose of applications for staying execution of decrees of Civil 
Courts and to suspend sentences of criminal courts both in appeal and 
in the exercise of the Hi gh Court’s powers of revision. ”

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REGULATION III OF 1061. 

A Regulation to provide for the due control of the export, import, 
manufacture and sale of arms, ammunition and Military stores, passed 
by His Highness the Maha Rajah of Travancore on the 3rd April 1886 
corresponding vith the 22nd Meenom 1061. 

■Whereas it is necessary that the export and import of military 
stores, arms and ammunition and such articles as dynamite and other 
explosive substances, and their manufacture and sale should be under 
due control^ it is hereby enacted as follows :— 

I, This Regulation shall come into force on the 1st Auvany 1062 . 

15th August 1886 ’ 

and unless there is anything repugnant in the subject or context, tli9 
following terms shall have the meanings hereby assigned to them :— 

“ Arms” includes fire-arms and bayonets, also cannon, and parts 
of arms, and machinery for manufacturing arms. 

“ Ammunition ” includes all articles specially designed for torpedo 
service and submarine mining, rockets, gun-cotton, dynamite, litho- 
fracteur and other explosive or fulminating material, gun-flints, 
percussion caps, fuses, and friction tubes, all parts of ammunition and 
ah machinery for manufacturing ammunition. 

“ Military stores" includes sulphur, saltpetre and other material 
to which Our Government may from time to time extend the operation 
of this Regulation by notification in the Sirkar Gazette. 

II. From and after the said date, the importation by sea, into Our 
territories of arms, ammunition, or military stores except from Bombay 
under license granted by the Commissioner of Police, Bombay, is 
hereby prohibited. 

Provided that this prohibition shall not apply to fire-arms belong¬ 
ing to private individuals and intended for sporting purposes only. 

HI. No person will be allowed to export, or import, or'to manu¬ 
facture, or deal in, arms, ammunition or military stores, without the 
knowledge and permission of Our Government. 

IV. Application for permission to import or export or manufac¬ 
ture any of the above articles shall he made to Our Dewan, in writing, 
and shall contain the following information 

(i) The name, address and place of residence of the person desir¬ 
ing to import, export, or manufacture the same. 

(ii) Place whence, and the name, address, and place of residence 
of the person from whom the article is intended to he procured; or in 
case of export, the place to which, and the person to whom, it is to be 
consigned,- or in the case of manufacture, the place at which it is pro¬ 
posed to be manufactured. 

(iii) Whether the articles are desired to he exported or imported 
by land or sea. 

(iv) Number or quantity and description of the article. 

(v) For what purpose it is required: for sale or for private use; 

If for sale 

(vij The place of sale 
(vii) The quantity last procured 
viii) The quantity disposed of; and 
(ix) Stock in hand. 

Any further information required by Our Government shaUalso 
be furnished. 

V. If .Our Government see no objection, the necessary permission, 
will be granted in writing. 




VI. In every ease of import and export by sea, the permission 
granted by Our Government and the license obtained from the British 
authorities, shall be produced to the Superintendent of customs at 
Alleppey, before the article is allowed to be removed from the custom 
house. 

VII. From and after the date hereinbefore mentioned, no person 
will be allowed to manufacture or expose for sale in Our territories, 
any of the articles hereinbefore enumerated without a license previous¬ 
ly obtained from Our Government. 

VIII. Applications for licenses to deal in all or any of the articles 
referred to shallbe made to Our Dewan in writing and shall specify 

(a) the name, address and place of residence of the applicant, 

(b) tbe place at. which the articles are proposed to be manufactur¬ 
ed or exposed for sale ; and, 

(e) the articles desired to be manufactured or sold. 

IX. Every application shall be accompanied by a fee of two rupees, 
which will be returned to the applicant in case the license is refused. 

X. A license shall hold good for the period specified therein, which 
shall not exceed one year. It may be renewed at the end of the period, 
on a fresh application accompanied by a fee of two rupees. 

XI. The person obtaining the license, shall be bound to keep a 
correct account of all imports, local purchases, if any, and all sales, 
the name and address of the purchasers, the quantity sold to each and 
the date of sale ; the price for which sold being correctly entered in 
the hooks. Such books as well as the stock in hand shall be liable to 
inspection by any Magistrate, at any time between sunrise and sunset. 

XII. Our Government shall have the power to withdraw any li¬ 
cense at any time, and no action in any court of law shall lie against 
the Government or officer acting on its beha lf in consequence of such 
withdrawal, nor will the fee paid for the license, or any part of it, be 
ref unde A 

XIII. Alleppey will be the only port at which the import and export 
by sea of fire-arms, ammunition, and military stores will be permitted, 
subject to the above rules and the payment of the regulated duty. 

XIV. Whoever, contrary to the provisions contained in this Regu¬ 
lation shall import or attempt to import, or export or attempt to ex¬ 
port, or shall sell or manufacture arms or ammunition or military 
stores as hereinbefore specified, shall on conviction, be liable to. im¬ 
prisonment of either description which may extend to three years or 
fine or both. 

XV. All arms, ammunition or military stores in regard to which 
an offence under this Regulation has been committed, shall be liable 
to confiscation and disposal under the orders of Our Government. 

XVX' All offences under this Regulation shall be cognizable by 
any Magistrate exercising powers not less than those of the second 

XVEL Our Government shall have the power to award to any per¬ 
son through whose aid or instrumentality any conviction may have 
been obtained or any seizure of any arm, ammunition, or military 
stores made under this Regulation, such reward from the fines levied 
or the proceeds of the confiscations, aa may be deemed fit. 

XVin. Every Police officer who may obtain information of any 
infringement of, or attempt to infringe, this Regulation, shall he 
boundato give information thereof, without delay, to the officer in 
charge of the nearest Police station or to th e Magistrate within whose 
jurisdiction such infringement may occur or he likely to occur, and if 



any Police officer -wilfully omits to give such information, he shall, 
for every such offence, be liable to a fane not exceeding 200 Rupees. 

XIX. Nothing in this Regulation shall be held to apply to sales 
made by private individuals ‘inter se and bona fide for no unlawful pur¬ 
pose or for purposes of trade. 
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REGULATION IV OF 1001. 

A Regulation to authorise the execution in Travancofb of the 
decrees passed by the Civil Courts in British India and the Cochin 
State passed by His Highness the Maha Rajah of Travancore on the 
15th June 1880 corresponding with the 3rd Mithoonam 1061. 

Whereas it is expedient that the decrees passed by the Civil 
Courts in British India or by the Civil Courts of the Cochin State 
should be executed in Travancore in the same manner as the decrees 
of Our Civil Courts, 'Ve are hereby pleased to enact as follows :— 

Our Government may from time to time, by Notification in the 
Travancore Gazette (a) declare that the decrees of all or any of the 
Civil Courts situate in British India or in the Cochin State may he 
executed in Travancore as if they had been made hy the Courts of 
Travancore and (b) cancel any such declaration. 

2. Our High Court with Our previous sanction, shall he competent 
to make such rules as may he necessary for the guidance of the 
subordinate Courts in executing the decrees of the Courts of British 
India or of the Cochin State.'

REGULATION I OF1C62. 

Passed by Sis Highness the Maha Email of Travancore on the 21 si 
Ohingom 1062 corresponding 'with the 4 til September 1880. 

Whereas it is expedient to modify and re-enact the law relating to 
the |ees payable on suits, appeals and other Civil Proceedings and to 
levy Court fees on a certain class of criminal petitions; it is enacted 
as follows :— 

1. This Regulation may be called “The Court Fees Regulation.” 

It extends to the whole of Travancore. And it shaH come into 

force on the first day of Makarom 1062. 

2. Regulation II of 1053 is hereby repealed. 

ChjLptxe I. Court Fees. 

3. No document of any of the kinds specified in the first or second 
Schedule to this Regulation annexed, shall he filed, exhibited or re¬ 
corded in any Court of Justice,' unless in respect of such document 
there be paid a fee of an amount not less than that indicated by either 
of the said Schedules, as the proper fee for such document. 

4. The amount of fee payable under this Regulation in suits (ori¬ 
ginal or appeal) shall be computed as follows :— 

I. In suits for money (including suits for rent, Pattern, ,Micha- 
varom, Olapanam, or other dues of like nature, damages or compen¬ 
sation, or arrears of maintenance, of annuities, or of other sums paya¬ 
ble periodically), acoordiug-to the amount claimed. 



Provided that if in a suit for arrears of maintenance, a bum fidu 
question of right to receive maintenance is raised, the Court shall re¬ 
quire the Plaintiff to pay an additional fee according to the provisions 
of clause 2 of this section. 

II. In suits to establish the right to maintenance, annuity or other 
sum payable periodically, according to the value of the subject matter, 
and such value shall be deemed to be ten times the amount claimed 
to be payable for one year. 

III. In suits for moveable property other than money where the 
subject matter has a market value, according to such value at the 
date of presenting the plaint. 

IV. In suits 

, (a) for moveahte property where the subject matter lias no 
market value, as for instance, in the case of documents relating to 
title, 

(bj to obtain an injunction, 

(c) for settlement of accounts, and 

("dj for a right to some benefit (not herein otherwise provided 
for) to arise out of land, according to the amount at.which the relief 
sought is valued. 

In all such suits, the Plaintiff shall state the amount at which he 
values the relief sought. 

V. In suits 

(a) for the recovery of land or garden wliich are not based on a 
contract, 

(b) to eject tenants or kanom holders, 

(c) to enforce a right of pre-emption in respect of land or garden 

(d) to obtain a declaratory decree in respect of land or garden, 
whether or not consequential relief is prayed for, 

according to the market value of the subject matter, and such 
value, in cases of dispute, shall be taken to be ten times the annual 
gross profits of such land or garden, where it is capable of yielding 
annual profits, minus the assessment paid, if any, to the Sirkar. 

VI. In suits for recovery of trees apart from thp soil on which they 
stand, or of houses not based on a contract, or to enforce a right of 
pre-emption in respect of such property, according to the market 

VIX In suite to set aside an attachment (Civil, Criminal or Re¬ 
venue) according to the amount for which the attachment was made : 

provided that where such amount exceeds the real value of the 
property, the amount of fee shall be computed as if the suit was for 
rite reoovery of such property under the two preceding clauses. 

VH3. In suite for specific performance of contract, or for recovery 
of immovable proparty including trees, when such suite are based on a 
oontract, 

(a) in the case of mortgage, according to the principal money ex¬ 
pressed to be secured by rite instrument of mortgage, 

(b) in the ease of a contract of sale, according to the amount of 
consideration, 

(c) in the case of leases granted to those who have no right of 

permanent occupancy, ' 

(1) for a term not fixed, according to one year’s rent, together 

with premium or fine, if any, ' 

(2) for a fixed term not exceeding 25 years, according to one- 
fifth of the aggregate amount of rent payable thereunder, together 
with the premium or fine, if any, and 
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(3) for a term exceeding 25 years, or where the lease is a per¬ 
petual lease, according to Rule V. 

IX. In the following suits between land-lord and tenant :— 

(a) to enhance the rent, according to ten times the additional 
rent claimed, 

(b) (1) for renewal of kanom deeds or leases or their counter¬ 
parts and (2) for abatement of rent where it is not coupled with any 
other relief, according to the highest amount of the rent of the land 
payable for fhe year next before the date of presenting the plaint. 

5. Where a suit or appeal embraces two or more distinct subjects, 
the plaint or memorandum of appeal shall be chargeable with the ag¬ 
gregate amount of the fees to which the plaints or memoranda of ap¬ 
peal, in suits embracing separately each of Buch subjects, would be lia¬ 
ble under this Regulation. 

6. Where several reliefs are sought for in the alternative in respect 

of one and the same subject matter, the plaint or memo of appeal shall 
he chargeable with the highest amount of fee payable in respect of any 
one of the reliefs. - 

1 T. If the Court sees reason to think that the market value of any 
real property including trees, as is mentioned in the plaint or memo¬ 
randum of appeal, has been wrongly estimated, the Court may, for the 
purpose of computing the fee payable, issue a commission to any pro¬ 
per person directing him to make such local or other investigation as 
may be necessary and to report thereon to the Court. If, as the result 
of any such investigation, the Court finds that the market value has 
been wrongly estimated, the Court, if the estimation has been exces¬ 
sive, may in its discretion refund the excess paid as such fee : but if 
the estimation has been insufficient, the Court shall require the plain¬ 
tiff to j>ay, within such time as it may fix, so much additional fee as 
would have been payable had the said market value been rightly esti¬ 
mated. If the additional fee is not paid within such time, the suit shall 
be dismissed. 

8. In suits for mesne profits, or for immovable property and mesne 
profits, or for settlement of accounts, if the profits or amount decreed 
are or is in excess of the profits claimed or the amount at which the 
plaintiff valued the relief sought, the decree shall not be executed until 
the difference between the fee actually paid and the fee which would 
have been payable, had the suit comprised the whole of the profits or 
amount so decreed, shall have been paid. 

Where the amount of mesne profits is left to be ascertained in 
the course of the execution of the decree, if the profits so ascertained 
exceed, the.profits claimed, the further execution of the decree shall be 
stayed until the difference between the fee actually paid and that 
which would have been payable, had the suit comprised the whole of 
the profits so ascertained, is paid. 

Explanation. Nothing in this section shall he construed to 
authorize the levy of Court fee on the amount of mesue profits or in¬ 
terest accruing due in respect of the subject matter, between the 
date of the institution of the suit and the final execution of the decree. 

9. Every question relating to valuation for the purpose of deter¬ 
mining the fee leviable under this Regulation shall be decided by the 
Court before which it is raised. -The order of the Court, except when 
it dismisses the suit or appeal on the ground' of erroneous valuation, 
shall-be final between the parties to the proceedings in whfch the 
question is raised. 
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Provided that whenever any such proceeding comes before a 
Court of appeal, revision or reference, and if such Court considers 
that the said question had been wrongly decided to the detriment of 
the revenue, it shall require the party by whom the fee is payable, to 
pay the additional fee within a time to be fixed by such Court, and 
in default of payment, shall dismiss the suit, appeal or application, as 
the case may be, in respect of which the additional fee is due. 

10. In the following cases and to the extent specified, the Courts 
may order the refund of Court fees:— 

(a) when a suit or appeal is compromised or when a suit is de¬ 
cided solely on the admission of the parties without any investigation, 
one-half of the Court fee paid on the plaint or memorandum of appeal 
as the case may be; 

(b) when a suit is remanded to the Lower Court for investigation 
mid decision de novo, 

(1) the whole of the Court fee paid on the memorandum of ap¬ 
peal, if the remand order covers the whole suit, 

(2) so much only of the fee as would have been payable on the 
part or parts of the subject matter in respect whereof the suit has 
been remanded, if the order of remand covers only part or parts of 
the subject matter; 

(e) when the Court (original or appeal) reverses or modifies, 
on review, its former judgment on a ground of mistake of law or fact, 
but not on account of the laches of the parties, 

(1/ in the case of reversals, the whole fee paid on the applica¬ 
tion for review minus the fee payable on petitions to the Court, and 

(2) in the case of modifications, so much only of the fee as would 
have been payable if the application for review was confined to the 
part of the judgment modified. 

But nothing in this section shall entitle the applicant to any re¬ 
fund under clause (c) when the reversal or modification is due wholly 
or in part to fresh evidence which might have been produced at the 
original hearing. 

11. No Respondent shall be allowed to object to the portion of 
the decree not appealed against, unless he pays, 10 days before the 
date fixed for hearing or within such further time as the court may 
on special application deem fit to grant, the additional court fee which 
would have been payable on the appeal if it had comprised the part of 
the decree so objected to. 

12. Nothing contained in this Regulation shall render the follow¬ 
ing documents chargeable with any fee :— 

(a) written statements called for by the courts. 

(b) first application for summons, to a witness or witnesses either 
to give evidence or to produce documents or in respect of the filing 
of an exhibit. 

(c) petition or appeal presented or Vakalut executed by a pri¬ 
soner in duress or under restraint of any criminal court or its officers, 
and petitions presented by civil debtors while under duress. 

(d> petitions presented by a judgment creditor during the exe¬ 
cution of a decree requesting the court to take certain steps in aid of 
execution, provided the prescribed fee for execution application is 
paid (th the first application, and that the execution oase is pending 
on the file. 



(e) requisitions made by Government for copies of judgment 
and decree or order or records in suits or proceedings to which it is 
no party. 

(f) objections to attachment of property in execution of decrees 
when they are made by or on behalf of Government. 

(g) applications (other than applications for execution of decrees) 
presented to Munsiffs in non-appealable cases. 

Chapter. II Process Fees. 

13. The High Court shall make rules as to the following matters :~ 

I. the fee chargeable for serving and executing processes issued 
by such Court and the Zillali and Munsiffs’ Courts ; 

II. the number of process servers to be attached to each Court 
and their remuneration, and 

III. the refund of process fees. 

The High Court may, from time to time, alter and add to the 

All such rules, alterations and additions, after being confirmed 
and sanctioned by Our Government, shall he published in the Travan- 
core Gazette and shall thereupon have the force of law. : 

The rules in force at the date at the passing of this Regulation 
shall continue in force until new rules are sanctioned. 

14. A table in the English and Malayalam languages showing the 
fees chargeable for such service and execution shall be exposed to view 
in a conspicuous part of each Court. 

Chapter HI. Miscellaneous. 

15. All fees, chargeable under this Regulation shall he collected in 

cash. But Our Government may, from time to time, by notification 
in the Travancore Gazette, direct that the fees leviable under this 
Regulation shall be collected by stamps or partly by stamps and partly 
in cash, or in such other manner as it may deem proper. 4 

16. If Our Government, under the provisions of the preceding sec¬ 
tion, directs that the court fees or process fees shall be collected whol¬ 
ly or in part by stamps, Our Government may, in such case, make from 
time to time rules for regulating 

(a) the supply of stamps to be used under this Regulation, 

(b) the number and description (whether impressed or adhesive) 
of stamps to be used for denoting any fee chargeable under this Re¬ 
gulation, 

(c) the renewal of damaged or spoiled stamps, 

(d) the keeping of accounts of all stamps used under this Re¬ 
gulation, 

(e) the mode in which the refunds of court or process fees shall 

he made, and ' 

(f) the cancellation of stamps where the fees are paid in stamps. 

All such rules shall he published in the Travancore Gazette and 

shall thereupon have the force of law. 

If. Ho document chargeable with court or process foes shall be of 
any validity, unless and until such fee or fees are paid in cash or in 
such other manner as may be prescribed by the notifications of Our 
Government. But if any such document is through mistake or inad¬ 
vertence received, filed or used in any court without the payment of 
the prescribed fee, the presiding or senior Judge in the civil and cri¬ 
minal courts, or in the case of the High court, any Judge of such 
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court, may order the collection of the fee due, in such manner as he 
may direct; and on such fee being paid or collected, every proceeding 
relative to the document shall be as valid as if the proper fee had been 
paid in the first instance in the manner prescribed. 

Any fee due under this Regulation, together with the expenses of 
collection, may he recovered from the party whose duty it is to pay it 
in the first instance, in the manner provided for the execution of de- 


18. Where any document is amended in order merely to correct a 
mistake and to make it conform to the original intention of the parties, 
it shall not he necessary to levy a fresh fee. 

19. No document requiring a stamp under the notifications of Our 
Government published in the Travancore Gazette under Sections 15 
and 16 of this Regulation, shall he filed or aoted upon in any proceed¬ 
ing in any Court or office, until the stamp has been cancelledTn the 
manner prescribed. 

The head ministerial officer of every Court shall, on receiving 
such document, forthwith effect such cancellation. 

20. Our Government may, from time to time, by notification, in 
the Travancore Gazette, reduce or remit, in the whole or in any part 
of the Travancore State, all or any of the fees mentioned in the 
schedules to this Regulation annexed, and may, in like manner, cancel 
or vary such order. 

21. Whenever an application or petition containing a complaint or 
charge of the offence of criminal trespass or of defamation is presented 
to a Criminal Court, the Court, if it convicts the accused person, 
shall, in addition to the penalty imposed upon him, order Mm to re- 
0 iy to the complainant the fee paid on such application or petition.

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DEMARCATION RULES. 

Before proceeding to start work in a Taluq the Supervisor charged 
with the duty, should visit the Taluq and see 
i Preliminary arrangement, to complete arrangements being made for the 
requisite supply of stones for boundary and 
field demarcation. He should meet the Tasildar and the local Pro- 
verthiears and also the leading ryots and make them understand the 
nature of the work to be undertaken and the kind of co-operation ex¬ 
pected from them. 

2. A general Notification under the signature of the Settlement 
Dewan Peishcar will he issued with an abstract of the Boundary Re¬ 
gulation which the Supervisor should see duly published in the several 
Proverthies. 

3. One or two Deputy Supervisors, with a staff of Demarcators, 
will then be deputed, whose duty it will be to go over each Proverthy 
and prepare an eve-sketch shewing the boundaries of the Proverthy, 
the position of the component Moories and their limits, the divisions 
into which the Proverthy should be divided, and also the main roads, 
rivers, channels &c. which skirt or cross the boundary lines. 

4. The Tasildar or one of his Sumprethies, and the lohal Prover- 
thicar and accountant and also those of the adjacent Proverthies 
should accompany the inspecting officer with the Olugu and other 
accounts and furnish the necessary information for identifying the 
boundary lines. 

5. If the Proverthy boundary is found to require adjustment in 
any place, owing to very irregular shape or for the sake of compactness 
or convenience, a special report should he made of the parts to be 
added or excluded. 

6. Special reports will also be made of cases where the boundary 
runs over very mountainous or other impracticable ground. 

7. These reports must be invariably accompanied by illustrative 
sketches and must be promptly submitted, so that sanction for transfer 
of land or deviation from true boundaries may be obtained before de¬ 
marcation commences. 

8. On receipt of Government sanction, a revised sketch will be 
prepared shewing the amended boundaries. 

9. If the Proverthy be within 4 square miles in extent, it will 
form a village in itself. If more than 4 square miles, it should be 
divided into two or more villages according to the size. 

10. The villages should be so formed that each may have a fair 
proportion of the population and the cultivated area of the Proverthy, 
as far as possible, and include entire Moories. 

11. The Tasildar and local Proverthicar should, as a rule, be con¬ 
sulted in the forming of villages, and a sketch should He drawn shew¬ 
ing the boundary lines of the villages and the position of the Moories, 
and at the foot of the sketch, the area of each village, and the popu¬ 
lation and land revenue should be entered as approximately as 
possible. 

12. The sketch should be forwarded to the Supervisor, who, after 
verification, will submit it with a report to the Central Office for 
orders. 

Boukdary Dbmabcatios, 

13. On the sketch being approved, a notice will be published under-'' 
the signature of the Settlement Dewan Peishcar, or his Deputy in 
charge of the party, informing the laud-holders of the villages formed, 
and of the date when the demarcation of their properties will commence, 

■ ■ ■■■-:— : -:—^ 
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14. The demarcation of the Tillage boundaries will then he pro¬ 
ceeded with. j 

15. "Where a free-hold tract belonging to a Jenmy or Chief such as j 
what is termed Desom Olivu, (siaoao a-/icy) or Adhigarom Olivn, 
^isroaSl <s>oax> atflaj) lies contiguous to a village, the Jenmy or Chief 
should be communicated with before demarcating that boundary, so 
that the Jenmy or Chief may be able to depute hie agent to represent 
his interests. - 

16. Any differences arising regarding the boundary between the 

village and the free-hold Desom or Adhigarom should be reported for 
orders, and adjusted under Government sanction, unless the Jenmy j 
or Chief concerned agrees to the boundary in accordance with Govern- j 
ment accounts. ’ i 

17. AH tracts recognised as Desa Olivu, or Adhigara Olivu, will be 
treated as separate villages or circuits, and demarcated in other res¬ 
pects as other properties. 

18. "Where a village boundary runs over very mountainous or 
difficult country, and its demarcation would, therefore, entail great 
labor and cost, the Supervisor, under orders of the Settlement Dewan 
Peishear may grant permission to mark a conventional line round 
such tract of country, hut in the case of adjoining free-hold Desoms 
&c., the true boundary will be invariably demarcated. 

19. Granite stones will, in all cases, be used for marking boundaries 
according to the size and description given in the Appendix. 

20. "When a flat rock is found conveniently situated, it should he 
utilized as a boundary station or offset the Shank and the following 
symbols being used—0 Station © Offset. 

21. The cost of station and offset stones planted in connection with 
private lands, willbe charged to the villageis rateably on their land 
assessment. , 

22. All station stones must have a plummet hole drilled in the 
centre of the upper surface, about <?ne inch deep and three-quarters 
of an inch in diameter. 

23. The Shank on the side and the distinguishing mark on the 
npper surface should he cut not less than a quarter of an inch deep. 

24. All stones must be roughly squared for one-third of their 
length from the top, but it does not matter how rough they are for 
the remaining portion of their length, as that will he imbedded in the 
ground. 

25. As demarcafors are responsible that no stone is found on in¬ 
spection to be loose, they must take special care that all are properly 
imbedded, the hole should he mado very little larger than the stone, 
and a small quantity of earth being put in, it must be well tamped 
from the bottom. 

26. No stone should he accepted that is more than one inch smaller 
than the size ordered. 

27. When selecting sites for stations, the Demarcator must see 
that each station-is as far as possible from the one-on each side of it, 
provided both are clearly visible from it, and that no bend on the 
boundary is more than three chains from the line between any two 
stations. 

28. Every station stone must be on the exact boundary, and, 
whenever possible at the junction of three field-boundaries. 

297 There must be sufficient level space round each station to re¬ 
ceive the Theodolite and to enable the Surveyor to use it. 
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j 30. men in allowing this space the station stone lias to be planted 
away from the boundary line, on a public road or pathway, the stone 
should be sunk one inch below the surface and an offset stone set up 
opposite; the position of the stone Being indicated in the sketch. 

31. Wherever convenient, an offset stone should take the place of 
a field stone at the junction of three fields. 

32. When the village boundary runs through waste, very few 
offsets will be required, but when there is cultivation on theboundary, 
every bend must be marked. 

33. When bends on the boundary are very numerous, endeavours 
should be made to induce the ryots to straighten them, they will thus 
save themselves the cost of many stones; hut unless alteration is 
actually made, all bends must be marked as laid down in section 32. 

34. When demarcating along the banks of rivers, and channels, or 
the sides of roads, &c., care must be taken that the marks are erected 
at sufficient distance from the edge to prevent all possibility of their 
being destroyed. This caution applies specially to stations, which 
must invariably be in a safe position, and on firm ground. 

35. Station sites should, in the first instance, be marked by flags, 
and offsets by pegs or holes. Orders will then be given for the stones 
to be brought, and as soon as they have been erected, the Demarcator 
will go over the lines again and see that the stones are properly im¬ 
bedded in the right places. 

36. No alteration is ever to be made in a line already demarcated 
in an adjoining village, without the express permission of the Super¬ 
visor, who will see, in case he grants the permission, that the complet¬ 
ed sketch is also altered. 

ST. When the boundary has been demarcated, the village will be 
divided into divisions by check traverse lines 

PcAiing Divisions. through the length of the village, from 20 to 

40 chains apart. 

38. The said lines must always follow the field boundaries com¬ 
mencing and closing on village boundary stations; they should be 
marked in the manner most convenient for Survey by Theodolite, and 
the divisions should be as regular as possible. The rules for the 
selection of sites for stations &c., on village boundaries apply also to 
divisions. 

39. Large tanks, hills, blocks of jungle and rivers passing through 
a village will be marked as divisions of the village. 

40. Arable waste lands situated in villages and in the midst of 
cultivated lands, and as such likely to be sought after for cultivation, 
should be demarcated in fields of two acres if wet, and of four acres if 

Other outlying tracts not likely to be readily brought under the 
plough may be demarcated in blocks of 100 acres or so. 

41. When permission has been granted under para 8 to deviate 
from the exact boundary, the approximate limits will be shewn on 
sketches by dotted lines and the portion of the excluded tract, be¬ 
longing to each village will be numbered as one of its divisions, 

42. The demarcated divisions will be numbered consecutively, 
commencing at the north-east or north-west corner. 

43. A rough sketch of thp village and its divisions and minor cir¬ 
cuits will be prepared in pencil when the sites for the marks are 
selected and inked in as soon as the stones are fixed. The area of 
each division will be entered under its number. 

44. The sketch should be drawn on a scale just large enough to 
allow of each bend and stone being clearly shewn; it should also show 
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the approximate position of the village sites and hamlets, chief roads, 
tanks, rivers and all old boundary marks if any. The sketch must be 
on good paper of regular shape, and must be kept rolled and notfolded. 

45. On the upper part of the sketch will be entered the name of 
the Taluq and Proverthy, number and name of the village and area 
as per village accounts, also the North point. 

46. The number of the stones erected will be given on the sketch 
in the following tabular form.

47. The numbers and names of exterior adjacent villages will be 
entered, and in the lower right hand comer the Demarcator’s and 
Deputy Supervisor’s signature, with dates of commencement, comple¬ 
tion and inspection. 

48. A duplicate copy of the sketch must he prepared and sent to 
the Deputy Supervisor as soon as the last stone has been erected. 

49. The Boundary Demarcators and the Deputy Supervisors must 
use their best endeavours to induce villagers to have all the necessary 
field-stones ready before field demarcation commences; the number 
in readiness will be regularly noted in the weekly reports 'of work. 

50. They will also explain to the land-holders all that will be 
required of them, and give them any information they may ask for 
regarding demarcation. 

Field Dihaucatios. 

51. "When a village is laid out in divisions and the boundary marks 
are set up the village will be assigned for field-Demarcation to one or 
more Demarcators. If pi ore than one be employed, they will be set 
to work in different divisions in the order in which they are numbered 
in the sketch. 

52. The Demarcators will carry on their work under the direction 
of Deputy Supervisors and Supervisors in the proportion of 4 of the 
former and 2 of the latter to every 32 Demarcators. 

53. Each Demarcator will be furnished with a copy of the sketch 
showing village and division boundaries—and printed form of the Field 
Register. For using the Sketch and the Register the Demarcator will 
be guided by the detailed instructions laid down under appropriate 
headings. 

54. As soon as the Demarcator arrives at the village, his first duty 
will he to send to the Supervisor a special report regarding the supply 
of stones ready, the presence of Proverthy officials and land-holders Or 
any other circumstances likely to affect progress of work. Unless 
this riSJportis sent, excuses for delay made afterwards will not be 
accepted. 
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ES. The Demarcate must always be accompanied by a Proverthy 
accountant with Olugu and other accounts and by the owner of the 
properties he is demarcating. "Wherever possible two or three 
intelligent and respectable ryots well acquainted with the locality 
should also be in attendance. 

56. If, owing to several Demarcates being at work in the same 
village or in the different villages of the Proverthy, the number of 
accountants of the Proverthy be insufficient to nieet the requirements, 
arrangements should he previously made with the Tahsildars to sup¬ 
plement them by others drawn from the neighbouring Proverthies, 

57. "Where a division is mixed up of paddy lands and gardens; the 

Demarcator will, as a rule, deal with the properties of one description 
first—(wet or dry cultivation) and then with those of the other. | 

58. The Demarcator must be careful that timely notice is invari¬ 
ably given to all persons whose attendance he may require; he should 
daily ascertain the names of the proprietors or occupants of the lands 
he has to demarcate next day, and issue written notices to be served 

59. He should, as a rule, plant stones as he proceeds, but if he 
cannot easily do so, he will, in the first instance, mark out the field 
boundaries with pegs, making his sketch and filling up his Register ; 
the pegs should be replaced by stones w ithont delay. 

60. If possible all the stones in one division should be erected be¬ 
fore the demarcation of the next one commences; in no case should 
mote than two divisions assigned to one and the same Demarcator be 
allowed to remain incomplete at the same time. 

61. Every piece of land that cannot be measured by chain in tri¬ 
angles, must, as a rule, be demarcated as a minor circuit; it less than 
about 50 acres, such circuit may he included in the same division with 
measurable fields; if more, it should be treated as a separate division, 
in either case a separate field number will be assigned to it. 

Village sites, freehold Desoms, large tracts of waste land, tanks 
&c.. will be treated under this para. 

62. "When there is only one such piece of land of less than 10 acres 
wiihin a division, or several small pieces aggregating less than 10 
acres and the boundaries of such pieces are not very irregular, they 
need not he marked as minor circuits, but can be left to be dealt with 
by the Surveyor. 

63. All fields which have to he treated as circuits having been de¬ 
marcated as such the remaining fields in the village will be marked 
w ith ordinary field stones for chain measurement only. 

64. In marking out fields existing boundaries must be adhered to 
and all bends marked except such as are within 10 links from a line 
between the marks on each side where the land is valuable or 20 
links in dry land of little value, 

65. "When these small bends between two corners are not marked, 
care should be taken that the corner stones are so placed that an equal 

1 quantity of land is given and taken on both sides of the line. 

! 66. "When field boundaries are found to be very crooked, every 

endeavour should be made to induce land-holders to consent to their 
being rectified; it must be explained that the saving in stones will be 
yery great, and that they can lose nothing, because, just as much will 
he added to each field as is taken away from it. 

• 67. If ryots agree to straighten their boundaries, they must demo¬ 
lish the old and set up the new banks at once; unless they £o this, 
the field boundaries will have to he marked as they exist; in no case 
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is any bend beyond the limits prescribed in section 64- to be ignored 
on the plea that the ryots will form the new banks after the marks 
have been put in, 

68. A sketch showing every rectified boundary will be entered in 
the village Agreement book. 

69. The signatures of the land-holders interested will in each case 
he entered and the Supervisor when testing work will himself see all 
the straightened boundaries, and note whether the bends have been 
properly equalized and substantial bunds raised in accordance, with 
the sketch. 

70. When there are hanks or hedges between adjacent fields, the 
centre of these will, as a rule, be considered the boundary; in some 
cases the whole of the hedge &c., may belong to the holder of one of 
the, fields, it must then be included in "that field. 

71. When village roads, cart tracks or channels divide fields, they 
will, if more than about 15 feet wide, be demarcated as separate num¬ 
bers ; when less, they will he included in either of the adjoining fields. 
The same rule applies when the road or channel runs through a field. 

Note. A -width of 10 Feet is allowed as the minimum for cusbah alone. 

72. Care should be taken to leave sufficient width for village roads, 
also that public land set apart for burial grounds, marketplaces, topes, 
village sites Ac. is not encroached on. Where no proper title can he 
shown, the land in question must be marked out with the Puramboke. 

73. Unprofitable land such as masses of rock, streams Sac., which 

are included in a land-holder’s property must, if he wishes, be included 
in his field by the demarcator, but any such piece of land, of greater 
extent than half an acre for in the case of large fields more than one- 
fifth of the area of the field) may, at the ryot’s request, be marked out 
and registered as a separate field; when this is not done the owner of 
the field will sign an entry in the Agreement book to the effect that i 
the unprofitable land was included at his request. j 

7i. When the patches of unculturable land in a Pntta field are 
very small, and much scattered, they need not be noted by the De¬ 
marcator, such cases will be considered by the Settlement Officer 
when classifying the fields. 

75. In demarcating the Boundaries of Government roads, channels, 
tanks or other public works in the charge of the D. P. W., the Demar-. 
cator will be guided by the boundary marks erected by the D. P. W. 
Where such marks do not exist, the walls or fences of adjacent private 
properties, or the limits of present cultivation will be taken as the 
boundary line. 

76. In doubtful cases notice must be sent through the Supervisor 
to the Overseer or other subordinate of D. P. W., in charge to attend 
and point out the boundaries. If there is anyconsiderable difference 
between the line pointed out by the Public Works Officer and by the 
ryots, the matter must be reported for orders. 

77. In cases of other channels, tanks &c, of public utility, the 
stones should be placed not nearer than 6 feet from the foot of the 
slope of the sides where they form detached bunds or embankments. 
Where a ryot objects to the allowing of this margin on the ground of 
long possession of the land, his adjacent land will be measured out 
with reference to the accounts, and the boundary line demarcated 
accordingly. 

78. Where public lanes or pathways are encroached upon and in- 

cludtyd in adjacent properties, tbeir limits will be ascertained with 
reference to the accounts and demarcated as separate numbers or not 
as laid down in section 71. ■ 




79. In cases where the lanes have been planted and long enjoyed, 
or where the ryots concerned object to giving them up, they should be 
demarcated along with the properties in. which they are included and 
should be indicated in the Sketch and Register by distinguishing 
letters. 

80. Where small detached pieces of cultivation are found to exist 

within the village site, or in tank-beds or forest blocks, orders must 
be applied for, the exact position, extent, &c., being given. _ _ 

81. The supervising officer will, in such cases, use his discretion in 
directing that the fields be marked under the ordinary rules as minor 
circuits, or that they be omitted by the Demarcator, or that they he 
marked as fields only, for measurement by chain ; his decision will 
depend upon the extent and value of the land, the comparative diffi¬ 
culty and cost of survey, the permanency of the cultivation, and the 
probability of the surrounding lands being afterwards taken up, 

82. In important cases where there is a great deal of this scattered 
cultivation, the orders of the Settlement Dcwan Peishcar must be 
applied for. 

83. All permanently established cultivation m tank or river beds 
should be marked out; fields that are regularly submerged should be 
included in the tank or river division ; if the holders of land within the 
bed of a tank wish to give it up and sign a statement to that effect in 1 
the Agreement book, the land need not he marked out. Unregistered 
land in the water-spread of a tank is in no case to he demarcated 

in fields. 

84. A revenue field is a piece of land which bears a separate num- 

Revenue fields how to lie ber or name in tile present accounts whether 

dealt with. assessed to or exempted from public revenue. . 

85. As a rule each Revenue field will form a Survey field. This 
rule should be strictly observed exoept as below 

Exception I. Two or more contiguous fields owned by the same 
ryot may he clubbed into one Survey field, subject to the following 
conditions: — 

1st. The Revenue fields so clubbed must all he'of the same des¬ 
cription, wet or dry, (‘Dry’ includes gardens). 

2nd. They must all he of the same tenure. 

3rd. The Revenue fields so clubbed must not exceed in the 
aggregate 2 acres if wet land, and 4 acres if garden or dry. 

4th. They must not differ perceptibly in (juality of soil. 

5th. They must not be situated in strikingly higher and lower 
levels. . For instance, there may be paddy lands on the slope of & hill 
and others in the flat of the valley some feet below; such lands ought 
never to be mjxed up in one Survey number. 

6th. If wet lands, the included Revenue fields should all he 
either single crop or double crop lands. 

7th. 'fhere must not be any difference in regard to the source 
of irrigation. 

For example—a land under a rain fed tank must not be clubbed 
with one under river-irrigation or a field under one tank or channel 
with that under another. 

8th. They must all be in a compact block not severed by public 

roads; rivers, or channels. 

9th. If the lands to be dealt with be garden lands, planted and '*■ 
non-planted properties, differently assessable, the former with tree- 
rates, and the latter with ground tax, must not be included in the 
same Survey number. < , 



| Exception II. Government gardens, sites of Palace buildings, 
i Public offices, Government Schools, Satrams, Travellers’ Bungalows, 
Military Stations &e., will in each case be demarcated together, 
though the lands comprised may be of different numbers and even of 
different tenures. 

So also the Revenue fields included in village sites, free-bold 
Besoms &e. which under para Cl will form minor circuits. 

Exception III. Fields occupying the banks of rivers, channels, 
tanks, &a., mentioned in paras 75 and 77 must he marked out with the 
Puramboke, being included with the said rivers, channels &c. . 

In every such case a remark will be entered in the Register noting 
the Revenue numbers, the name of the owner, and the existence of 
taxable ’trees if any. The position of the property will be indicated 
in the sketch. 

Exception IV. Where a Revenue number occupies a small area 
below 5 cents as a bund, cultivator’s lodge Src. in the midst of paddy 
lands, it will be clubbed with the adjacent property of the owner if he 
has any, or with that of another, whatever may be the tenure. In the 
former ease, if the area, is planted, it will have a distinguishing letter, 
with the particulars entered in the Register. In the latter case, the 
same rule/will be followed, whether the land forms a plantation or not. 

Exception V. Where an area of paddy cultivation containing 
more than 5 cents is situated in the midst of a garden, it will be in¬ 
cluded in the same Survey number with that garden and be distin¬ 
guished by a letter as in the preceding para. 

Exception VI. There may he cases in which the site of a house 
or other building includes portions of two or more properties of dif¬ 
ferent, tenures. In such cases the included properties may be demar¬ 
cated together, the area not built upon belonging to each tenure being 
ascertained and specified by a letter and particulars entered in the 
Register. 

86. - Except as above specified no fields of different tenures should 
he clubbed together in the same Survey number. 

87. Sometimes it so happens that such fields in the, occupation of 
a ryot lie mixed up together withont any land-marks to identify them. 
It will be the duty of the Bem&rcator to separate and mark cut each 
tenure with reference to the accounts. The rule to be followed is to 
ascertain, by actual measurement, the area in Parahs of the whole 
block and then to divide it proportionately according to the number 
of Parahs entered in the accounts for the several tenures. 

Thus—suppose No. 7 Pandara Otti, and No. 8 Erayali, entered 
in the accounts as 1 and 3 Parahs respectively, are found mixed up 
together. By actual measurement the whole area contains, say, 6 
Parahs. Then | and | of this entire area will be marked out for Nos. 
7 and 8 respectively. 

88. No Revenue field, however large, will he sub-divided except 
in the following cases :— 

Exception L Where a Revenue field is partitioned among the dif¬ 
ferent individuals, each holding his share as a distinct property by right 
of inheritance, sale or otherwise, every such portion must be demar¬ 
cated as a separate number. 

Where the divisions lie undefined on the ground, the limits of each 
will be marked as tbe owners may point out by common consent. 

Any portion of a fiHjl, held on mortgage or other revocable title, 
mustmot be separately demarcated, but will be included in the same 
Survey number with the portion retained by the owner, the fact of 
j separate possession alone being entered in the Register. 
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Where the owners do not desire to have their shares separated and 
consent to hold them jointly, they will be demarcated together, the 
names of the several joint owners being entered in tbe Register, with 
particulars as to the proportion of the shares if this be known. 

Exception II. Where paddy land forming an entire Revenue field 
is partly converted into a plantation, the part so converted will be se¬ 
parately demarcated if it is of measurable size and has taxable trees. 

Otherwise both parts will be demarcated together and distinguish¬ 
ed by letters. 

The same rule will apply to garden land partly converted into 
paddy cultivation. 

89. Occupied lands not yet brought to account and assessed to Go- 

Puthuvais. vemment revenue will be considered as Pnthhvals. 

90. Such Puthuval lands shall be demarcated according to existing 
occupancy subject to the_ rules laid down in para 85. 

91. Puthuval plantations oocupying the banks of rivers, channels 
<fec. will he dealt with according to tbe rules contained in para 85 
Exception III. 

Note.— The trees only will he registered and not the ground .on -which they stand. 
Whether the trees are hearing ox below hearing age will be mentioned In the remari column 

92. g If any portions of such banks &a. being public property, be 
taken up or occupied in view to cultivation, and the holders want such 
portions to be demarcated, demarcation will, as a rule, be refused and 
tile lands restored to the banks. 

93. Any cases of dohbt or dispute will be specially reported for 

94 Special care is necessary in demarcating registered properties 
bordering on waste lands, public roads, banks 

Encroachments on Govern- 0 f rivers, &o. belonging to Government. The 
ment land. Demarcator should see, by actual measure¬ 

ment, and with reference to accounts, whether any encroachments 
have been made. 

95. Where evident encroachment exists, and where the encroached 
part is within a width of 15 feet, and has an area above 1 and below 
25 cents, it will be demarcated with the property to which it is added 
and will be marked by a letter. 

96. Where the encroached land is above this width and size, it will 
be separately demarcated. 

97. Any area measuring bne cent or below need not be noticed at all. 

98. If, in any case, it is found necessary or proper, in the interests 
of Government, or of the public, that the encroached land should be 
restored, and if the ryot concerned consents to give it up, the restor¬ 
ation should he effected before demarcation. Otherwise the matter 
should he specially reported for orders. 

99. Care is likewise necessary in demarcating lands which were 
once private properties, but now unoccupied and lying waste, having 
reverted to^ovemment by relinquishment or other causes. 

100. If it is found, with reference to the accounts, and by actual 
measurement, that any such land has been encroached upon by an 
adjacent land-owner, restoration should be effected before demarcation. 

_ 101. If the adjacent land-owner concerned, objects: to the restora¬ 
tion, the demarcation may be made according to present possession. 
Butin the Register, the Revenue number of the property to which 
the encroached part is added must be coupled with the numbeuof the 
property encroached upon, and particulars entered in the Remark 
column for identification of the part. 




102. Corresponding remarks -will be entered opposite the encroached 
property to account for the loss occasioned by the encroachment. 

Boundary Disputes. 

103. The disputes likely to arise in the course of demarcation may 
be generally in respect of two neighbouring Revenue fields having no 
distinc* boundaries between them, or of a single field sub-divided 
where the sub-divisionB are not defined on the ground. 

104. In the former case the Village accounts will guide the deter¬ 
mining of the boundary line. In the latter case the express terms on 
which the sub-division is made will help the adjustment of the dispute. 

105. The demarcator should use every endeavour to bring about 
an amicable settlement, and with tact on his part, this can generally 
be done. 

106. Oases so adjusted will be entered in the Agreement book then 
and there and the signature of the parties taken. 

107. When contending parties fail to come to any agreement, the 
Supervisor must be informed and he or his Deputy will, after due 
enquiry on the spot, submit a report in the prescribed form to the 
Officer empowered to decide snob oases. 

108. It may sometimes happen that a party may dispute the cor¬ 
rectness of an existing boundary, and require it to be re-adjusted, but 
it shall.be the duty of the Demarcator to respect present possession 
and to decline to enter into any investigation of rights. 

109. Possession, where it is clear, should be maintained, and one 
party should not be allowed to disturb the undisputed possession of 
another. Advantage,.in fact, should not be allowed to be taken of 
the demarcation to get up new disputes, and all attempts of this 
nature must be discountenanced. 

110. When the field demarcator receives a copy of the sketch of 
village and division boundaries alluded to in para 53, he will copy 
each division on a larger scale on a separate paper and enter in ft the 
*bonudanes of the fields he demarcates. 

111. Fields must be consecutively numbered throughout a village 
the divisions being taken up in the order in which they have been 

. numbered by the Boundary Demarcator. It will be found convenient 
to assign to each field a divisional number (in pencil) in the first in¬ 
stance, and to fill in the general village number when all the fields 
have been demarcated. 

! 112. Sketches must be neatly drawn on a scale sufficiently large to 
admit of every bend being clearly shewn ; where fields are of moder¬ 
ate size, (3 or 4 acres each) a square inch should represent about an 
acre ; the lines will be inked as soon as the stones have been erected 
and not before ; every demarcation mark will be represented in the 
manner ordered 

.113. At the head of the sketch, the name of the Talnq, number and 
name of the village, number and area of the division and number of 
field stones will be entered, the numbers and. names of adjoining vil¬ 
lages or the numbers of adjacent divisions and fields must also be given. 

114. The Demarcator must sign each sketch in the lower corner and 
enter date of commencement, and completion of the division ; nothing 
else should be entered on the sketch. 

11*. When roads or channels, or other public property, have not 
• been separately marked,' their position will be shewn on the sketch. 




Field Register. 

116. Registers must be filled in along with the sketches. 

117. Column 1 of the Register will be left blank and filled after the 

column l. whole village lias been demarcated. 

118. In Column 2 the division numbers corresponding to those in 

Column 2. the sketches will be entered as each field is de¬ 

marcated. They will be written first in pencil. 

119. In Column 3 the name of the field should also he entered un- 

Coiumn 3 . der each Revenue number, there being no 

separate column for names. 

Where a field has no Ayacut number, the Puthuval number if it 
is registered property, will be entered ; otherwise, no number will be 
entered in the column. 

The Registry for Puthuval properties may not be available to the 
Demarcate on the spot. But he can easily ascertain from the village 
accountant and the owner whether the property is registered and tax- 
paying or not and according to the information he may obtain, be will 
note in the Remark Column ‘registered ’ or ‘not registered.’ 

In cases of doubt he will enter the words ‘to he ascertained.’ 

As the demarcation of each division is completed, if not before, 
the numbers as per Puthuval Registry should all be filled in with the 
assistance of village accountants. 

All the old Ayacut (Paimash) numbers must be accounted for in 
the Register and entered opposite the Survey numbers in which they, 
are included; and where portions of an old number are included in 
several Survey fields the approximate area of each such portion should 
be entered opposite its proper Survey number. 

120. Under tire head ‘ tenure ’ hi column!; only the tenures as 

per Government Olugu accounts should be 
Column 4. entered; as ‘ Pandara Pattom ’ ‘Otti,’ ‘Adi- 

ma,’ Anubhogam,’ Kudijenmum,’ Rilampalam,’ and similar tenures of 
Jenmom properties under Devaswom, Brahmaswom <Se. 

Suppose, certain land is entered in the account as‘Athyarama- 
dham Otti ’ this means a tenure, and should be entered in Column 4. 

‘ Athyaramadham’ should not be takon as the actual owner and en¬ 
tered in Column 7 as Register holder. 

Sometimes a certain tenure as given in the accounts may have 
been subsequently converted into some other tenure. If this conver¬ 
sion be known the altered tenure should be entered and not the one 
in the Ayacut. The fact of conversion and the Ayaout tenure will be" 
noted in the Remarks.

Provertliy accountant ought to be able to say who the Thundaper 
holder is in respect of each propexty, Perhaps the present oeeupant, 

| if he be not the Thundaper-holder himself may be able to furnish the 
information and the Thxmdaper accounts which should always be with 
the Proverthy Pillay, may be refei'red to for verification. 

Attention should always he directed to transfers of registry finally 
decided under the Pokuvaravoo Rides, and the entry should be made 
in accordance with such transfers. A statement of these transfers 
should be previously prepared and be with the accountant ready for 
guidance and reference. 

It is only as the last resort that the Ayacut name should be used, 
that is—failing all information as to the present proprietor. 

For Puthuvals not yet brought to account no name will of course 
be entered in Column 7. 

124. The occupant of a property may be the Thundaper-holder 

Column 8. himself or one who has succeeded to his full 

right by inheritance, purchase, gift Arc. or he 
may be a mortgagee or Otti-liolder, 

But a mere Patliivaxaka'ren or Pautakaren can never be entered 

When the occupant is other than the individual whose name is 
entered in Column 7, particulars will be given in the Remark column 
as to the nature of the cccupancy. 

125. Column 9 will be filled by entering the number of Parahs for 

paddy lands and dimensions for gardens as 
Column 9. per accounte, and the corresponding figureB 

• in acreage. 

In converting Parahs into acreage the calculation should be made 
with reference to the number of square rods (a rod being 10 English 
feet) fixed as the prevailing equivalent for a Parah in each locality. ^ 

-* When the Parah. unit is found to vary, 10 cents will be taken to 
be equal to a Parah. 

3^xe demarcator will note at the foot of the Register the equivalent 
he has taken for the Parah in making his calculation. 
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In regard to registered Puthuvals, the Olugu accounts of which 
are not forthcoming, non-registered Puthuvals, and waste lands of 
ordinary ;size, the acreage will be ascertained by actual measurement 
with the rod. 

In the case of large areas of waste land a rough estimate of the 
extent should be made by measuring any two of the adjacent sides. 

126. In preparing these Registers'the greatest care is necessary; 
the required information will he obtained from the Provertliy accoun¬ 
tant and the entries made in the held ; in any doubtful cases, pains 
should be taken to verify the accountant’s statements. 

127. At the foot of each division the number of fields in it and 
their area will be given and at t-he end of the Register a statistical 
table in the form ordered will he filled in. 

128. "When part of a river, range of hills, or forest has been ex¬ 
cluded from the demarcated boundary, the fact should be noted 
opposite the division number assigned to such tract, and the approxi¬ 
mate area of,the excluded portion added to the Village area. 

129. The Demarcator will initial every page of the field Register 
and the last page will bear his signature and. that of his Deputy Super¬ 
visor, Supervisor and proverthy officials. 

130. In preparing Sketches and field Registers, special attention 
should be paid to the general rule regarding -erasures ; as entries are 
all first made in pencil, there should be very few corrections, and when 
absolutely necessary they should be so made that tire original entries 
remain distinctly visible. In every case the initials of the persons 
signing the Sketch or Register must be attached. * 

SUPPIY OP STOHTES. 

131. Depfitswill he opened at one or two centres conveniently 
situated in respect of all the villages of the Proverthy from which 
stones will be supplied both for Government purposes and to such ryots 
as may he desirous of purchasing them at the contract rates for the 
demarcation of their own properties. 

132. A Proverthy Subordinate will be in charge of the Depdts 
whose duty it will be to examine the stones as they are delivered by 
contractors and pass such as are of the size and description according 
to samples. 

133. The stones wanted for Government purposes shall be supplied 
on indents given by the Demarcator according to prescribed Porm and 
the charges of conveying them to the places indicated in the indents 
will be defrayed by the Proverthicar from public funds deposited with 
him under Government orders. 

, 134. The stones for Government purposes will include village and 
division boundary station stones and offsets which have to be planted 
where no private properties exist and field stones for marking Govern¬ 
ment gardens and otoer properties of tire class mentioned in Para 86 
Exception IT. 

135. When stones have to be supplied from Government stores the 
oast of which is chargeable to private individuals under, section V of 
Regirlaticm III of 1058 separate indents will be necessary. 

; 136. Indents for stones must be sent ill duplicate. 

! . _ 1ST*. The person in charge of the Depot will enter the number 
supplied in both copies of the indent and return one to the Ddlnaroa- 
tor who will then sign the receipt form at the foot and forward the 
indent to the : Central Office with his Weekly Report. 
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138. Where any charges for cooly labor have to be incurred for 
planting the stones, the Demarcator shall send a requisition to the 
Proverthicar who will meet the same or otherwise arrange for the 
planting of the stones. 

1-tO. In case any charges are incurred for cooly labor, the Prover¬ 
thicar shall send a Bill under his signature to the Demarcator who will 
counter-sign and forward it to the office through the Supervisor. 

140. A duplicate copy of the Bill shall be kept on the Proverthy 
records. 

141. At the end of each month, the Proverthicar shall send all the 
indents received by the Depot official and Bills for cooly charges 
incurred during the month through the Taluq Cutchen-y to the Set¬ 
tlement Office with a statement of the number of stones in hand. 


Rules framed under section IX of Regulation T of 1060 and passed 
hj His Highness the MaJia Ilajah on the 24 th Cotmibhuei 1060. 

L Kunbi Ramen Hair, Puisne Justice of the High Court shall act 
as President ot the Commission. 

2. It will he the duty of the President (a) to fix the time and place 
for the meeting of the Commission (b) to regulate the conduct of busi¬ 
ness at such meetings (c) to superintend the working of the ministerial 
establishment attached to the Commission (d) to pay the reasonable 
expenses of any witness summoned to give evidence or produce docu¬ 
ments whenever such payment may be considered necessary and (e) to 
act generally as adviser of the Commission on all matters of form and 
detail. 

3. Any two members of the Commission, one of whom shall be an 
official member, shall ordinarily constitute a qnoram. 

Provided that the final resolution and report of the Commission 
shall be discussed and passed at meetings at which all the Commis¬ 
sioners are present, and provided further that in any special case the 
President or other official member may, with the concurrence of the 
other members of the Commission, proceed to any particular place or 
places and there examine and record evidence touching any matter 
falling within the province of the Commission. 

4. The duties of the President shall in his absence devolve upon 
the remaining official member of the Commission,

Rules to regulate leave and leave allowances for officers in the 
Judicial Department, sanctioned ly His Highness the Media, Rajah 
on the 20 th March 1886. 

1. Casual leave for a few days at a time hut not exceeding in the 
aggregate 15 days in a year, may he availed of by all JudgesandMun- 
siffs, who may also allow such leave to their subordinates. 

Provided, that in the case of Zillah Judges and Munsiffs, the leave 
taken without previous reference to the High Court under this para, 
shaUjjiot exceed 5 days at a time, and intimation of the fact shall he 
given to the High Court, immediately on the officers’ return to duty 
from casual leave. 





2. Judges or their subordinates who, with the previous sanction of 
superior authority, remain on duty at their stations during the annual 
recess of the Courts, shall he entitled to privilege leave (leave with full 
pay) for such period of the vacation as they have been on duty at the 
station. This may he allowed to accumulate hut not to more than 
three months. The whole or any part of such leave may he granted, 
subject, to the exigencies of tho public service, when the officer seeking 
it has not for six months previously been absent on privilege leave. 

The High Court will report to Government from time to time the 
names of the Judges remaining on duty at their stations during the 
vacation. No more than one Judge shall so remain on duty at a time. 

3. Public servants who have continuously served the Government 
for a period of 6 years, shall be entitled to leave on private affairs for 
a period not exceeding 0 months at a time on one-half of their substan¬ 
tive pay. This leave can he taken in instalments, but the total period 
of such leave, during the whole service of an officer, shjdl not exceed 

4. Oil production of a medical certificate from a surgeon, assistant 
surgeon or apothecary, or when the leave granted does not exceed one 
month, on such proof of sickness as the head of the office may require, 
an officer shall he entitled to sick leave for a period not exceeding 
three years at a time.

7. Nothing in these rules shall interfere with the power of heads 
of Departments to grant leave without allowances to their subordinates 
for *a period not exceeding one year during the whole period of their 
service. 

8. An offieer transferred from one station to another, either on pro¬ 
motion or otherwise, shall be allowed, without loss of pay, joining 
time as follows - 

7 days for preparation from the day following that on which he 
receives the order of transfer at his old station, and the time occupied 
in. the journey calculated at 20 miles per day. 

Fractions of 20 miles shall, for the purposes of this rule, he taken 
as 20 miles.

Rules under Section II of Regulation IV of 10B1 sanctioned by Eis 
lligl-ness the Malta Eajuh tinder date the 15f7t June 1886. 

1. Decrees intended for execution in British India must be sent to the 
District Courts in British India within whose Jurisdiction the judg¬ 
ment debtor resides or holds property; but not to the Courts of subor¬ 
dinate J udges or Munsiffs, although the debtor may reside or hold pro¬ 
perty within the local Jurisdiction of such subordinate Judge or Munsiff. 

2. The following papers must be sent to British Courts when de¬ 
crees are transferred to them for execution. -? 

(a) Copy of the decree. 

(b) an English translation of the decree, if in Malayalnm, certified 
as ‘ ‘ true translation ” under the signature and seal of the 
Judge of the Zilla Court by or through whom such decree is 
sent to British Courts. 

(c) A certificate, with an English translation, duly certified as 

aforesaid setting forth that satisfaction of the decree has not 
been obtained by execution within Travancoie, or where the 
decree has been executed in part, the extent to which satis¬ 
faction lias been obtained, and what part of the decree re¬ 
mains unexecuted. 

(d) A copy of any order, with an English translation thereof, for 
the execution of the decree, and, if no such order had been 
passed, a certificate to that affect, with an English translation 

(3) Zillali Judges axe alone competent to send decrees to. British 
Courts for execution, whether passed by themselves, or by any other 
- Could either co-ordinate with, or subordinate, to them. 

4. Whenever a Munsiff or 2nd or additional Judge of a Zillah lias 
to send a decree for execution in British India, he shall send the 
papers mentioned in Rule 2 to the Zillah. Judge who shall, subject to 
the provisions of Rule 6, forward them to the District Court in British 
India in whose Jurisdiction the Judgment debtor resides or holds 
*. property. 




D. In the ease of decrees passed by Munsiffs and proposed to be 
sent to British India for execution, it shall be the duty of the Zillah 
Judge to countersign such decrees after satisfying himself that they 
have been properly drawn up. Should the Judge have any reason for 
suspecting that the decree has been obtained by any fraud or undue 
influence, he will, at once, report the matter for the orders of the 
High Court. No decree of a BlunsifFs Court shall be sent to British 
India for execution, without being countersigned by the Judge of the 
Zillah to whom the Munsiff, who passed the decree, is subordinate. 

6. In the certificate sent to British Courts under clause (e) of Buie 
2, a full statement of the judgment debt due, inclusive of interest, ac¬ 
cording to the law in force in Travancore, shall he stated so that the 
British courts may have nothing to do but issue execution for the 
amount stated in the certificate. 

7. 'When a decree sent for execution to Biitish India is silent as to 
the rate and maximum amount of further interest recoverable under ; 
it, the Zillah Judge shall append to it, under Ilia signature, the follow¬ 
ing note in English. 

“According to the laws of Travancore (a) every judgment debt 
carries interest at 6 per cent per annum and (b) the maximum amount 
of further interest awardable on the judgment debt does not exceed 
one-hall of the principal amount in cases of contract, and one-half of 
the judgment debt in other cases. ” 

8. If the amount of the decree is expressed in Travancore currency, 
its equivalent in British currency should be stated in a foot note au¬ 
thenticated by the Zillah Judge. 

9. In these rules, the words “Zillah Judge " mean 1st Judge of a 
Zillah where there are more than one Judge in a Zillah Court; 
and “District Court’’ include the High Courts of Bombay, Madras 
and Calcutta in respect of decrees to be executed within the ordinary 
original jurisdiction of those High Courts. 


NOTIFICATION. 

Under Section I of Eegulation IV of 1061 it is hereby notified 
under sanction of His Highness the Maha Bajah, that from and after 
this date the decrees passed by the Civil Courts in British India and 
in the Native State of Cochin may ha executed in Travancore as if 
they had been made by the Courts of Travancore.

Note —Telegraphic money orders will be received for despatch at any hour during the 
4»y finnluding Sundays and Post Office hoildHys). at which work is going on in the Post 
Office, even outside the ordinary hours at which the offlce is open to the public. 


Special Hours Locally notified. —Special hours of business, 
the hours'for closing mails and for the delivery of mails, are notified 
at the Post Office in a conspicuous place. 

Post Oppice Holidays.— On Sundays and on the following Post 
Office holidays, New year’s Day, Good Friday, the Queen’s Birthday 
and Christmas Day, the Post Office will not be open (except for the 
issue and payment of Telegraphic money orders) for disposal of 
references and applications, for the purposes of registration or insur¬ 
ance, for the receipt of parcels or value-payable articles, for grant- 
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ing certificates of posting, for the issue or payment of money orders, 
or for the transaction of Savings Bank business. On these days 
postage stamps, envelopes and post-cards will not he available to the 
public unless the last day for closing the mail for Europe should fall 
oh a Sunday or on any of the Post Office holidays. 

Resfonsisility of the Indian Post Office. —The Indian Post Office 
is exempted by law from all lesponsibility in the case «of any loss or 
inconvenience”which may arise from the misdelivery, missending or 
non-delivery of any letter, post-card, newspaper,_ packet or parcel. 
It is also exempted from responsibility for any injury which the con-, 
tents of any letter, packet or parcel may sustain during its transmis¬ 
sion through the post. In the case of insured articles however, the 
Indian Post Office is responsible for their safe transmission under 
certain conditions which will he found stated in the Postal Guide, 

Post Office Receipts.—A receipt will he given by the Post Office 
for every parcel or registered, or value payable article presented at 
the office window during the prescribed hours. This receipt will be 
given, when desired, in a sender's book, provided that the book is 
presented at the same time as the article with the address on the 
article written into it. In this case, however, a separate printed form 
of receipt will not be given. If several articles of the same class are 
presented at the same time on the part of the same sender, and bear¬ 
ing the same address, a single receipt, including all the articles, will 
be given, unless the sender demands a separate receipt for each article. 

Special Postal Acknowledgments. —The object of the Post office 
in undertaking to obtain special acknowledgments is to afford the 
public an assurance on the part of the Post Office that the articles, 
for which these acknowledgments can; he obtained, have reached the 
addressees. 

Articles for which Special Acknowledgments can be obtained-— 
The articles for which acknowledgments can be obtained are register¬ 
ed letters and packets, and ordinary parcels. In the case of insured 
articles the Post Office always obtains am acknowledgment from the 
addressee for the sender. 

Postal Acknowledgment Feb —The fee for a special acknowledg¬ 
ment is one anna. It must be prepaid by postage stamps in the case 
of registered letters and pact ets, and in cash in the case of parcels. 

POSTCARDS. 

Special Rules as to Address, Sec., op Post Cards _Nothing except 

the address may be written, printed or otherwise impressed on the 
face ot stamped side of a post-card. No paper or other article mav 
be attached to the card, and it may not be folded, cut or otherwise 
altered, though there is no objection to the stamp being perforated 
with initials for the prevention of theft. As an exception to this rule 
receipt or other adhesive stamps may be affixed to the back, or blank 
side, of inland postcards . 

Penalty for Breach of Rules.—I f any of the above rales should 
be infringed with regard to a post-card, it will be taxed on delivery 
with half an anna. 

* BOOK-PACKETS. 

What a Book Packet may contain. —A book packet may contain:— 

(a) Any quantity of blank paper, parchment or card-hoard. 

(b) Books; whether blank or printed; newspapers and publica¬ 

tions'of all kinds; engravings, photographs, drawings, 
plans, maps, printed music and proof sheets, with ofwith- 
' out the manuscript relating thereto. 
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(c) And generally anything printed, engraved, lithographed or j 

papyrographed on paper, parchment or card-board. 

"With the above articles may be sent any legitimate binding, 
mounting or covering, loose or attached, and anything that ordinarily 
appertains to such articles, as pens and pencils in the case of a pocket- 
book, photographs in the case of a photograph book, card plates in 
the case of visiting cards, &c. But no written communication of the 
nature of a letter, or having the character of a personal communica¬ 
tion, may he enclosed with these articles or written upon them: this 
however does not exclude inscriptions or entries stating who the 
sender is or to whom the articles are to he given. 

(d) Business papers written or drawn wholly or partly by hand 

not being of the nature of a letter or having the character 
of a personal communication, such as deeds, bills of lading, 
invoices, accounts &c. 

(e) Manuscript of all kinds, including manuscript music, not be¬ 

ing of the nature of a letter or having the character of a 
personal communication. Manuscript sent to a newspaper 
for publication may also be sent as a book-packet even 
when it has the form and character of personal correspon- 

With any of the above-mentioned articles may he sent anything 
. that is necessary for their safe transmission through the post, such as 
rollers, &c. 

Conditions as to Size.—A hook-packet may not exceed two feet 
in length by one foot in width and one foot in depth; there is no ex¬ 
press limit as to weight. 

Conditions as to Packing —A book-packet must be posted either 
without a cover, or with a cover open at both ends, so as to admit of 
a ready examination of its contents. 

PATTERN PACKETS. 

Contents or Pattern Packets.—P attern packets may only con¬ 
tain Iona fide trade patterns or samples of merchandise which must 
not possess any saleable value. 

Conditions as to Size and 'Weight. —The size of a pattern packet 
must not exceed two feet in length by one foot in width and one foot 
in depth; and in weight it must not exceed forty tolas. 

Conditions as to Packing.—A pattern packet must be posted 
either without a cover, or with a cover open at both ends so as to 
admit of a ready examination of its contents. An exception to this 
rule is made in favor of samples of seeds, drugs, and other articles 
which cannot be sent in open covers; such samples may be sent 
enclosed in boxes or hags, so long as they are in fastened in such away 
that they can be easily opened. They may also be sent in air-tight 
cases when necessary, provided that the nature of the contents is 
certified on the cover under the full signature and address of the 
sender. 

. PARCELS. 

Conditions as to Weight and size or Parcels.— A parcel must not 
exceed 25 seers (2,000 tolas) in weight, and it must not be of a kind 
which owing to size, shape, manner of packing or any other cause, 
cannot be carried without serious inconvenience or risk. 

Contents of Parcels.—A nything may be sent in a parcel except¬ 
ing articles the transmission of which is prohibited; and any parcel 
mayvcontain one written communication of the nature of a letter, or 
having the character of a personal communication bnt no more than 
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Receipt given to sender by the Post Office —Every parcel, 
for which a receipt is required, mast be presented at the window with 
the receipt Teady prepared in the prescribed form. Forms can be ob¬ 
tained gratis at the post office, and firms and others who post many 
parcels can obtain them stitched in hooks on application to the Post¬ 
master. 

REGISTRATION. 

Postal articles which can be registered.— Any letter, post¬ 
card, book packet or pattern packet, can be registered, for transmission 
by the Inland post. Parcels cannot he registered, as they are for¬ 
warded, in any case, under the same precaution as registered articles. 

Post Offices at which such articles can be registered.— 
The postal articles enumerated above can be registered at any Post 
Office for transmission to any other Post Office. 

Manner op registering.— Postal articles which the sender wishes 
to have registered must he presented at the Post office window for 
registration. 

Prepayment op registration pee and postage compulsory.— 
The postage and registration fee must be prepaid in stamps affixed'to 
the postal article intended for registration. The registration fee is two 
annas for each postal article registered. 

Sender’s name and address on cover.— The sender of a regis¬ 
tered article is recommended to write his name and address on the 
cover in the lower left-hand comer, so that the article, in case of non¬ 
delivery, may be returned to him unopened and •without delay. 

Cases in which registration is compulsory. - Articles contain¬ 
ing cnrrency notes or a part of a currency note must he registered, and 
if any such article "be found unregistered at any stage of its passage 
through the post, it will be registered, and a douhh registration fee 
charged on delivery, in addition to any other postage which may be 
due. The same procedure will be followed in the case of any article 
which manifestly contains a postage stamp or other stamp or label, or 
a cheque, hundi, bank note, hank post bill, bill of exchange or the like. 

INSURANCE. 

Post Offices at which articles’can be insured.— Registered 
letters, value payable registered letters, parcels and value-payable 
parcels may be insured at all Post Offices named in the list at the end 
of the Postal Guide, with the exception of those marked 1H[; but in¬ 
surance can only he partial in the case of Post Offices distinguished in 
that list by the sign 1. 

Insurance, Fees.—T he charge for insurance is as follows 

When the value insured does not exceed.Rs. 50 As. 2 

When it exceeds Rs. 50, but does not exceed „ 100‘ „ 4 
and 4 annas for every additional rupees 100 or fraction thereof. 

Partially insured articles will be charged only half the above rates. 

Conditions as to packing. —The cover of an insured letter must 
he of strong paper, or other substantial material, securely closed and 
sealed (with distinct impressions of some device other than that of a 
current coin) at intervals not exceeding two'inches along eaeh fold 
or scam. As an additional precaution (if the contents admit of it), a 
thread should be passed through the cover and its contents and tied, 
the knot being placed under the central seal. An insured parcel must 
be securely packed.in cloth or tin, and if it is packed in cloth, it_mudt 
bear seals at intervals not exceeding three inches along each lipe of 
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Prepayment os Insurance Fee and Postage. —The prepayment 
of all charges on insured articles (i. e., postage, registration fee, and 
insurance fee on letters, and postage and insurance fee on parcels) is 
.compulsory. Prepayment roust be made by means of stamps in the 
case of letters, and by cash in the case of parcels. 

Failure to comply with Conditions. —Articles not properly pack¬ 
ed or not fully prepaid, or not accompanied by a declaration, will not 
be insured. 

Manner op Insuring and Declaration.— Articles intended for 
insurauce. must be presented at the window of the Post Office accom¬ 
panied by a declaration of the value and contents. Forms of declara¬ 
tion, similar to specimen given below, can be obtained, gratis, from 
the Post Office.

Oases in which Insurance is Compulsory.— Coin, bullion, preci- 
ous stones, and jewels can be sent by post only in insured registered 
letters or insured parcels. 


VALUE-PAYABLE ARTICLES. 

Value-payarle Articles.—What They Are.—' Value-payable arti¬ 
cles are articles with regard to which the Post Office undertakes to 
recover from the addressee on delivery a specified sum of money fixed 
by the sender, and to remit this snm, minus a commission, to the 
sender. Registered letters, parcels and registered book packets may 
be sent as valae-pavable articles, provided that the amount to be re¬ 
covered, on any such article is not less than 4 annas nor more than 
Ra. 600, end that it does not contain a fraction of an anna. 

Post Oppices prom and to which they may be sent.— Value- 
payable articles can be posted at any Post Office that is a Money Order 
Office (except Aden and Zanzibar) for transmission to any other 
Post Office that is a Money Order Office (except Aden and Zanzibar). 
Alii post offices that aie Money Order Offices are distinguished in the 
list of-Post Offices at the end of the Postal Guide by the letters “M.O.” 
opposite their names. 

Manner of Posting. —Value-payable articles must, be presented,at 
the qjjfice of posting with a statement, in the prescribedprinted form 
shewing.the amount to be recovered from the addressee on delivery. 
Copies of this form can be obtained gratis, at the Post Office. 
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Manner of Delivery. —Intimation of the arrival of a value-payable 
article will be sent by the office of destination to the addressee with a 
form of receipt to be signed by him. Value-payable articles will be 
delivered at the Post Office to the addressees on payment of the 
amount entered in the intimation, including any postage that may be 
due, and on presentation of the signed receipt. 

Manner op Payment to Sender. —The amount when recovered 
6om the addiessee will be paid to the sender, by means of a money 
order, minus a commission calculated at the following rate:—

Postage on Parcels.— The postage on parcels is eight annas for 
every pound or fraction of a pound. The postage must be paid in cash 
and prepayment is compulsory. 

Unpaid And Insufficiently Paid Parcels. —Unpaid and insuffi¬ 
ciently paid parcels will not he forwarded from India 
Contents of Parcels.— Any thing may be sent in a foreign parcel 
except opium, liquids, or substances of a dangerous, damaging ot offen¬ 
sive nature, such as gunpowder, glass, &c., the transmission of which 
is forbidden. Parcels addressed to the Straits may not contain specie 
Conditions as to Size and weight of Parcels. —A parcel may 
not exceed two feet in length by one foot in width and one foot in 
depth, nor may it measure less than threo inches in length by two 
inches in width and two inches in depth; and it may not exceed fifty 
pounds in weight (39 tolas are reckoned as equal to 1 pound.) 

Conditions as to Value op Parcels. —Parcels addressed to the 
United Kingdom or Ceylon may not exceed £50 in value : in the case 
ofparcels addressed to other countries served by the Foreign Parcel , 
Post no special rule as to value is laid down. r 

Conditions as to Packing. —Parcels should be securely packed; 
the public are specially warned against the use of flimsy covers, or 
covers likely to he detached in transit. Heavy articles are sometimes 
forwarded with only a paper covering insecurely fastened with twine : 
friction during transit destroys this, covering and damage or loss en¬ 
sues. A stout covering of cloth sewn at the edges, or boxes of wood 
or tin, are recommended for parcels likely to suffer from pressure. 
Parcels containing valuables should be sealed, s . ' 




Declaration os Contents and Value.— Every parcel meat be 
accompanied by a customs declaration, in the prescribed form, which 
Is obtainable gratis at every Post Office, bearing the address of the 
parcel to which it relates, and a declaration of its contents and value, 
as well as the signature and address of the sender. The contents 
should be stated in full detail, a separate description of each article, 
and its value, being given. The value must in all cases be stated in 
British sterling money. When the contents of a parcel are liable to 
duty in the country of destination,*in incorrect declaration of value 
renders the parcel liable to confiscation. Declarations on plain paper 
cannot he accepted. 


Post offices authorized to deal with money ordebs. —All Post 
Offices that are authorized to issue or pay money orders are distin¬ 
guished in the list of Post offices at the end of the Postal Guide, by 
the letters “ M. O.” against their names.

Applications for money orders.— Applications for moniy orders 
must he written on one of the printed forms supplied gratis by the 
post office. A separate application must he made out for each money 
order required. 

Entries in application. —The name of only one person may he 
entered in the application as remitter, and the name of only one 
person as payee, except in the case of firms, &c , whose usual desig¬ 
nation must be given. All entries in the application must be written 
legibly and as completely as possible. 

Transmission of money orders. —A remitter has nothing to do 
with transmission of theunoney order applied for by him, the post 
office undertaking the entire work of transmitting the money order. 
All that a remitter has to do after receiving a receipt for his applica¬ 
tion! is to await the receipt of an acknowledgment of delivery of the 
money order, or to represent to the post office any undue'delay in the 
receipt of his acknowledgment. 

Ceylon, China, Japan, Straits, and Mauritius Money Orders.— 
The fpregoing rules apply generally to monay orders drawn upon 
' Ceylon, China, Japan, the Straits, and Mauritius, but no post-card 
may he attached to applications for such orders,

Limits of vaiue and Number of Money Orders. —The amount of 
a foreign money order must be expressed in British (sterling) money 
and may not exceed £10 if payable in the United Kingdom, Canada, 
the United States of America or Tasmania, or £20 if payable in any 
other country mentioned above. No money order may contain a frac¬ 
tion of a penny, and no remitter will be allowed to obtain in one day 
more than four money orders payable to the same person. 

Remitter to Inform Payee of his Name.- -It will be necessary for 
the remitter of a foreign money order to write to the payee informing 
of his (the remitter's) name as entered m the application. The payee 
will receive the money order direct from the head money order office 
of,the country of payment. 

Soheduies showing THE Raxes of Exchange. —For'the purpose of 
calculating the Indian equivalent of the amount of a foreign money 
order and the commission chargeable thereon, all head Post Offices 
will be supplied with schedules drawn out at different rates of ex¬ 
change, and will receive orders from time to time as to the particular 
Schedule to be used in such calculations. Copies of the Schedules can 
be seen at any Head Post Office.

INLAND TELEGRAPHIC MONEL ORDERS. 


_ ... “Telegraphic Money Order.”—A telegraphic 

money order is an order granted by the Post Office for payment of a 
sum of money through the agency of the Post Office, the remittance 
being advised from one Post Office to another by telegraph, and pay¬ 
ment being made at the payee’s residence. 

All Money Order Officers authorised to deal 'with Tele¬ 
graphic Money Orders.— Every Post Office which is a Money Order 
Office may issue and pay telegraphic money or- 
Mm. ders, with the exception of the offices named on 

Bahrain. the margin. If there "be no Government Tele- 

Bunder Abhas. graph Office at the station of issue, the order will 

be sent by post to the nearest Post Office at 
Guachir! which there is a Government Telegraph Office. 

JfH®- If there he no Government Telegraph Office at 

Unseat. the station of payment, the telegraphic money 

Zanzibar. order will be sent by post from the nearest Post 

Office at which there is a Government Telegraph 
Office. Post Offices situated at stations where there are Government 
Telegraph Offices are distinguished by the letter T. placed after their 
names in the list of Post Offices at the end of this book. 

Note.— Railway (Guaranteed or State) Telegraph Offices are not, for 
the purposes of these rules, considered as Government Telegraph Offices. 

Holes during which Telegraphic Money Orders will be 
Received for Despatch. —Telegraphic money orders may be presented 
by the remitters at the Post Office window at any hour during_ the day 
(including Sundays and Post Office holidays) at which work is going 
on in the Post Office, even outside the ordinary hours at which the 
office is open to the public. 

Limit deVaLue and Number of Telegraphic Money Obdkes.— 
The value of a single telegraphic money order may not exceed Rs. 150, 
and may not include a fraction of an anna. The same remitter will 
not be allowed to obtain in one day telegraphic money orders for a 
sum exceeding Rs, 600 in the aggregate payable to the same person. 

Rates of Commission. —The following rates of Commission will 
he charged for the issue' of telegraphic money orders. These rates are 
exclusive of the cost of the telegram advising the remittance:—

Oost . of Telegram Advising Remittance.— A uniform charge of 
Rs. 2 is made for the tel^ram advising the remittance, irrespective of 
the amount of the remittance, provided the amount does not exceed 
Rs. 600 payable to the same person. If the remittance exceeds Rs. 150, 
a separate money order must be prepared for every additional Rs. 150, 
or fraction, thereof, up to the limit of Rs 600, hut only one telegram 
advising the remittance will he sent, and the cost of lie telegram will 
be Rs. 2. 

. ' PjKtVATB hfesSAGE' INCLUDED IS TELEGRAM ADVISING REMIT¬ 

TANCE.—The remitter of a telegraphic money order is allowed.tp add 
to tile telegram advising the remittance any private message he may 
desire to communicate to the payee. Such private message must he 
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written by the remitter on the coupon attached to the money order 
form, and will he charged for at the rate of two annas a word. 

Prepayment op Reply.— The remitter of a telegraphic money 
order may prepay a reply under the rules governing the prepayment of 
replies to ordinary inland messages (see Telegraph Guide, part 1). 
The amount prepaid must not exceed Rs. 2, and will be paid to the 
payee by the Post Office of payment at the same time as the amount 
of the remittance. The remitter should write the words “ Keply pre¬ 
paid ” and the amount on the coupon attached to the money order form. 

Official Acknowledgments op Telegraphic Money Orders. 
If the remitter of a telegraphic money order desires to obtain an 
acknowledgment by telegraph of the payment of the order, he should 
write the words “Acknowledgment paid for, Ke. 1,” on the coupon at¬ 
tached to the money order form. The acknowledgment fee (He. 1) 
must he prepaid by the remitter in cash. This acknowledgment is an 
official intimation by the Post office that payment has been made. In 
cases where an acknowledgment by telegraph is not paid for by the 
remitter, he will receive hy post the ordinary money order acknowledg¬ 
ment signed by the Postmaster of the office of payment. 

Telegraphic Money Orders how ortained. —The remitter of a 
telegraphic money order must fill in the necessary entries in one of the 
printed inland money order forms, supplied gratis hy the : Post Office, 
and write the words “By Telegraph ’ across the form. He must pre¬ 
sent the form at the Post'Ofliee window, together with the amount of 
the order, the commission, and the telegraph charges payable under 
the preceding Clauses. 

Receipt given to Remitter.— A receipt will he given by the Post 
Office to the remitter, showing the total amount paid by him, the 
payee’s name, and the hour at which the money order was presented 
for despatch. 

Disposal of Money Order Coupon by Post Office of Issue.— The 
coupon of a telegraphic money order, oontammar the private message 
written by the remitter, or instructions as to prepayment of a reply or 
an acknowledgment, will he filed in the Head Office of issue, under 
s imil ar precautions as to secrecy as are observed in the ease of ordi¬ 
nary telegrams. 

Date and hour of payment not Guaranteed.— Telegrams advis¬ 
ing remittances are sent “urgent,” but Postmasters are prohibited 
from giving any assurance to the remitter as to the time within which . 
the remittance will reach its destination or be paid to the payee. If 
the order is issued at a station where there is a Government Telegraph 
Office, and the Telegraph Office is dosed at the time the order is pre¬ 
sented at the Post Office for despatch, and there is any likelihood of 
the message being delayed in transmission, the remitter will be inform¬ 
ed accordingly. 

Payment of Telegraphic Money Orders.— Payment of a tele¬ 
graphic money order will be made at the residence of the pijyee hy the 
postman immediately on receipt of the telegraphic advice % the office 
of payment. With the amount of the money order a copy of the tele¬ 
gram will be delivered!® the payee, and should he retained by him. The 
payee must sign a receipt for the telegraphic money order, and return 
it to the postman. 

Redirection of a Telegraphic Money Order. —If the payee of 
a telegraphic money order has removed from the place where the order 
was originally payable, and has left instructions with the Post Office 
for the redirection of articles to his address, the telegraphic money 



order will be redirected by telegraph (if available) otherwise by post, 
and the order will be payable at the revised address without any extra 
charge. 

Procedure if Payee cannot be found.— If the payee of a tele¬ 
graphic money order cannot be found, or if he refuses the order, the 
Post Office of issue will be advised accordingly by telegraph. The re¬ 
mitter will be communicated with and his instructions obtained (if 
possible) as to the disposal of the order; the instructions will be tele¬ 
graphed (if he pays the cost of the telegram) or sent by post to the 
office of payment, and the telegraphic money order will be disposed 
of under the ordinary inland money order rules. 

Alteration of Payee’s name or office of Payment, and Stoppage 
of Payment. —The rules governing the alteration of names or ad¬ 
dresses of payees or of the office of payment, and stoppage of payment, 
of ordinary inland money orders apply also to telegraphic money 

FOREIGH ORDERS TELEGRAPHED TO OFFICES OF EXCHARGE 
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I Telegram advising remittance —A uniforrn charge of Bs. 2 is made 

I for the telegram advising the remittance, irrespective of the amount of the 
remittance, provided the amount does not exceed Es. 600 in the case of 
orders expressed in Indian currency, or £60 in the case of sterling orders, 
payable to the same person. If the remittance exceeds the limit of value 
fixed for a single foreign order, the remitter must prepare as many orders 
(not exceeding four in number and each not exceeding in value the pre¬ 
scribed limit) as may be necessary. If the remittance exceeds £50 (in cases 
where the limit of a single order is £20) the cost of the telegraphic advice 
will he Es 4. 

Private message, prepaid reply or telegraphic acknowledgment 
not allowed. —No private message may be sent as a portion of the telegram 
advising the remittance, nor can a reply be prepaid or a telegraphic ac¬ 
knowledgment be obtained in the ease of foreign money orders communicat¬ 
ed by telegraph ti> offices of exchange. 

Orders not telegraphed on Bomay mail day. —On the day of de¬ 
departure of the mail steamer from Bombay (ra., Friday during the fair 
season and Tuesday during the monsoon) applications cannot be received 
by any Post Office from remitters desiring to telegraph particulars of 
foreign sterling money orders (except orders drawn on the Australasian 
colonies) under these rules. 

POST OFFICE SAVINGS BANKS. 

Where and when Deposits may be made. —Post office Savings 
Banks are established at almost all Post Offices that are Money Order 
Offices (except those, in the. Bombay Presidency) and are open to receive 
deposits daily, with the exception of Sundays and Post Office holidays, 
from noon till 4 p. m. 

Who may Deposit.—What Government Promises to do with 
Regard to Deposits.— At these Banks any person (man, woman or 
child) may deposit money. No sum less than, four annas, and no sum 
that is not a multiple of four annas, can be received.: no one is allowed 
(except in the case of public Accounts) to deposit more than Bs. 500 
in all in the year. Government promises to repay the money, with in¬ 
terest, to the person depositing it in his or her own name, whether 
man, woman or child. Parents or other relatives can also, deposit 
money on behalf of minors that is of persons who have not-completed 
the age of 18 years, but Government will not pay this money during 
the minority of the minors to any one except their legal guardians. 

Interest on Deposits how Calculated and Paid. —Interest is al¬ 
lowed, until further orders, at the rate of one pice, or three pies, a 
month on every complete sum of five Rupees. It will be calculated on 
the lowest balance at the credit of an account between the close of the 
4th day and the end of a month. The amount of interest will he add-, 
ed to each acoount once a year after the 31st March. 

Declaration on making a must Deposit. —On making a first de¬ 
posit the intending depositor must state his name, occupation and re¬ 
sidence : if a native he must also give 1 his father’s name and caste. 

He must than, sign the following declaration, or, should he he unable 
to write, affix his mark or seal to it at the post office in the presence 
of a witness who will attest it with his signature:—

I hereby declare that Hie Post Office Savings Banks Rules have 
been read. and that I accept them, as .binding upon ma Ifiirther k 
declare that I have no account in my own name or on the name of any 
adult relative at any Post Office Savings Banks. --—i—- . 

Depositor. 
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Depositor's Pass Book—Its Use and Importance.—A pass book 
will be given to every depositor free of charge .when he makes his first 
deposit. This book will show, in the Vernacular of the district, or in 
English, as the depositor may wish, the number of his account, with 
the name of the office from which the book is issued, his own name, 
occupation and residence. Money cannot be paid in or taken out with¬ 
out the production of tills book, and the Post Master will enter in it 
every sum of money paid in or taken out, strike thefbalance on each 
occasion, and sign the entry and stamp it with the office stamp. The 
depositor must present the Pass-book after the 31st March of each 
year, in order that the interest due may be added to the principal in 
the book, and he must always carefully examine the entries mile in 
his hook before leaving the office. On no occasion should he allow the 
Pass-book to remain at the Post Office, unless his account is finally 
closed. The Pass-book is his private property and must be kept care¬ 
fully in his own hands. Should he lose the book or allow it to be spoilt, 
he will have to pay one rupee for a fresh book. 

How to Make Subsequent Deposits —Depositor at Sub-Post 
Opmce Entitled to Special Receipt. —When a depositor wishes to 
deposit money after the first time, all that he has to do is to send or 
present the money with his hook at the Post Office. If this money be 
paid in at a Sub-Post Office, the depositor will receive, in addition to 
the receipt in the hook, an acknowledgment by post from the Head 
Office. If this acknowledgment shdhld not reach him, or if it should 
have any corrections in it, or Bhould not tally with the entry in the 
book, he must write to the Post Master at the Head Post Office, the 
name of which is in his book, and should renew his application again 
and again until he receives a satisfactory reply. 

' How to withdraw Money.—A depositor may withdraw money 
once a week, the sum withdrawn must not be less than four annas ora 
sum. that is not a multiple of four annas. He must make an application 
on a printed form, which he can obtain at the Post Office. If he can 
write, he can sign the form.and send it to the Post Office with his 
Pass-book. If he cannot write, he must attend the Post Office and 
fljfiT his mark or seal to^he form, to be attested by the signature of a 
witness. .Payment will‘then be made to the depositor or to the person 
presenting the signed application and Pas3-book, and his receipt taken 
in all cases without'a receipt stamp , on the order for payment. At a 
Sub-Post Office payment cannot be made until an order of payment is 
received from the Head Post Office. The depositor will be told on 
what day to come for the money, and on that day payment will be 
made, as above, to the person presenting his Pass-book. If a deposi¬ 
tor Wishes to withdraw the whole of his money, he must follow the 
same. procedure. 

Howto Tbaushee. Deposits. —A depositor can transfer hisdeposit, 
without charge to any other Post Office that is a Savings Bank. If he 
: should Wish to transfer his acoount, he must present his Pass-Book at 
the Post Office, or he can send a written application asking for the 
teumfeit with has Pass-Book. The Pass-book will he retained by the 
Post Master; and a receipt given to him showing ., the amount at Ms 
weffifc 'On preaefiting this receipt at the Post Office to which his ac- 
■ count is transferred, he will receive a new .Passbook free of charge. 
A d®ositQr in a District .Savings Bank may, by application to the 
locaTTreasnry, have his account transferred frefi of charge to any Post 
Office Savings Bank.

How Depositor can Obtain Further Information.— If any fur¬ 
ther information be required on any point connected -with the Post 
Office Savings Banks, detailed rules will be found in the Postal Guide 
or can be seen at any Post Office. 

Post Office Offtoiais Bound to Secrecy.— The officers of the 
post office are not allowed to disclose the name of any depositor, or 
the amount deposited or withdrawn by him, to any one not belonging 
to the Postal Department. 


RULES 

Regarding the Unjel Department of tie Travcmcore Government 
gniblishecl for general information. 

The attention of the public is invited to the following Unjel 
rules.-— 

It will be seen that they afford greater facilities for communication 
by the Unjel than the public have hitherto enjoyed. 

The principal changes introduced by the rules are, 

(1) That the postage on letters is assimilated as far as possible to 
the rates in British India. 

(2) That the rates on hook packets have been reduced to one-half 
the former Unjel rates in conformity with the British rates. 

(3) That the system of transmitting pattern packets on payment at 
the British rates is newly introduced for the convenience of the public 
in general and of traders in particular. 

(4) That the registration fee on each letter has been reduced from 
6 to 3 Chackrams. 

(5) That hook or pattern packets may he registered on payment of 
the still smaller fee of 3 Chackrams which is somewhat less also than 
even the British rate of 2 annas. 

(6) That the Unjel department now undertakes to procure from 
the addressee an acknowledgment of receipt for registered articles, on 
payment of a fee of two Chackrams, the British rate being 1 anna. 

(7) That proof sheets and Press manuscripts may hereafter be sent 
by hook post which is a cheaper medium than letter post, and 

(8) That complaints against the Unjel office shall he carried free 
hereafter. 

It is to he hoped that with these increased facilities afforded by 
the new rules, the Unjel will he more largely and generally availed of 
than it is at present. „ 

Letters. 

1, Letters weighing up to 20 Tolahs whether paid or service shall 
be sent by letter mail, and those exceeding that weight by the slower 
Banghy mail, bnt letters of an emergent character ^though weighing 
above 20 Tolahs may nevertheless be sent by letter mail, provided the 
charges are paid at letter rates in the case of private covers and. pro¬ 
vided the words “ emergent ” and by “ letter mail ” are written oil the 
cover in the case of official letters.

TJnjel office on account of any irregularity or incompleteness of the 
address or signature. 

5. The postage thus charged by the TJnjel Department will be paid 
by the official to whom such cover is addressed ; the addressee will, in 
due course, apply to the official from whose office the cover was des¬ 
patched for the postage paid by him forwarding the cover as a voucher 
for the amount. The officer to whom such application has been made 
will use his discretion in recovering the postage from the person or 
persons in fault. 

,6. Letters sent by Government officers in their official capacity 
which relate nevertheless to the private interests and concerns of the 
individuals addressed, should he addressed according to the specimen 
form given in the margin under the full signature and official designa-

7- The fee for expresses sent through the Sircar TJnjel 'by the 
public is "one fanam per mile or a fraction of a mile. Letters sent by 
express must be registered, without which the Unjel authorities cannot 
claim a receipt from the addressee. 

8. - If the person to whom an express has been sent has left the 
station, for another, it will be forwarded to him to the new station by 
the ordinary mail. 

9, „ If the addressee be not found and if the TJnjel Master be un¬ 
able to find out his whereabouts, the letter shall be treated as unclaim¬ 
ed; It will be detained at the office of delivery for three weeks, and 
then returned to the sender. 
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Service Expresses. 

10. Service expresses can be ordered only by the officers named in 
Sarwadi Kariakin 1 in behalf of H. H. the margin. Such expresses shall 

the Maha Rajah. not.be accepted for despatch by 
Dewau. Ilnjel Masters unless accompanied 

Unjel Su perintendent. hy written orders duly signed by 
the officers named. 

11. As, the employment of expresses interferes greatly with the 
celerity and regularity of the ordinary mails and is attended with ex¬ 
pense, trouble and inconvenience, this mode of conveyance must be 
resorted to as sparingly as possible. 

12. The above rides regarding expresses do not in any way affect 
the existing arrangements for the transmission of articles, &c., by peri- , 
odical expresses for the use of the palace. 

Reoistratiok of Letters. 

18. The fee for registration shall be 3 Cbaekrams. Only one receipt 
shall accompany eveiy registered letter. The addressee’s signature 
will be obtained in the receipt and the receipt recorded in the office of 
delivery. If the sender is desirous of obtaining an acknowledgment 
from the addressee he must give his name and full address at the time 
of presenting the letter and pay 2 Chaekrams in addition to the usual 
registration fee and postage. 

14. Letters containing a currency note or any portion thereof, 
postage or other stamps, cheques, hunch, bank note, bill of exchange 
or the like must be sent registered. It is considered expedient for 
the safety of currency notes in transit, that they should be sent in 
halves. 

15. The sender of a registered letter is required to see that it is 
enclosed in a cover or envelope of a substantial kind fastened in a se¬ 
cure manner. Sealing-wax with a distinct impression (other than that 
of the current coin) is recommended for fastening the cover instead of 
or in addition to any other means of fastening. 

Newspapers. 

10. Packets of newspapers weighing under 20 Tol&bs-will travel by 
the letter mail and those exceeding that weight by banghy mail. 

Book and patters' packets. 

17. Book and pattern packets must be packed in open covers. 

18. Samples of seeds, drugs and such like articles which cannot be 
sent in open covers, may be packed inboxes or bags of linen or of other 
material, fastened in such a manner that they may be if necessary 
easily opened to enable the Unjel officers readily to satisfy themselves 
of the nature of the contents. 

. 19. A hook packet, may contain newspapers, paper, any binding, 
coveting, mounting or other appurtenances of books or maps. 

20. ’ Proof sheets, marked as such on the outside under the signa¬ 
ture of the sender, may he transmitted hy book post. 

21. Press manuscripts intended for publication may also be trans- • 
mitted by, book post provided that the packet bears on the Cn&nde 
above the address the superscription ‘ Press manuscript ’ and is ad¬ 
dressed to the office of a newspaper. 
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22. Pattern packets maycontain. only bona fide trade patterns or 
samples of merchandise. 

23. No packet may exceed 2-1 feet in length or 1& in width or depth. 
Packets exceeding the prescribed dimensions shall he treated as par¬ 
cels and charged accordingly. 

24. Packets may be registered and acknowledgments obtained for 
them on prepayment of 3 Chackrams for the former and 2 Chackrams 
for the latter. 

Parceis. 

25. The sender of a parcel is required to see to its secure packing 
and sealing. Cloth, wax-cloth or tin is recommended for a corering 
and if cloth or wax-cloth is used for this purpose the sender is required 
to seal it at intervals not exceeding 3 inches along the line of sewing. 

26. The sender can claim a receipt from the Unjel office for a par¬ 
cel only if it is packed according to the instructions given above and 
no separate fee will be charged for the receipt. 

27. If the sender desires to obtain an acknowledgment from the 
addressee, he must prepay the acknowledgment postage 2 Chackrams 
independently of the parcel postage. 

MISCELLANEOUS. ■ 

28. Letters &c., must be posted at least half an hour before the 
time fixed for the closing of the mail. Letters &c., posted after that 
time, will be stamped ‘ Too late ’ and detained for the following day’s 
mail. The time of the closing of the mail will be notified by the Unjel 
master at every station. Letters &c.,that are to be despatched by 
mails during night must he posted before 6 p. m. except under special 
orders to the contrary from the TJnjel Superintendent. 

29. The hours of registration of letters and parcels at every TJnjel 
office shall be from 7 to 10 a. m. and from 12 noon to 5 p. m. Letters 
and parcels intended for any mail will not he despatched by that mail 
unless presented half an hour before it is closed. In no case will they 
he received during the hours of despatch or receipt of mails. 

30. Registered letters and parcels (whether paid or.service) will he 
delivered only to the addressees in the absence of written instructions 
from them to the local Unjel masters. Heads of offices and depart¬ 
ments are therefore desired.to make the necessary arrangements either 
to receive service registered letters and parcels themselves, or authorize 
the local Unjel Master to deliver them to any one whom they may 
authorize for that purpose. 

31. Unjel peons are forbidden to deliver any letter or other article 
without requiring immediate payment of the amount due or to deliver 
any registered letter or . parcel without requiring the immediate signa¬ 
ture of the receipt and acknowledgment. 

32. Unjel poonB are hot hound to give change. If the amount 
charges!, is not at once tendered! or if the receipts or acknowledgments 
are not at onoe signed and the Unjel peons are subjected to detention, 
the letters &e., shall be taken back to the Unjel office for the next 

'delivery.

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33. "Whatever postage is marked on a letter or other articles must 
he paid at once on delivery, after which, any complaint of overcharge 
may be made and will be duly attended to, 

34. In ail complaints of overcharge or unnecessary delay in deli¬ 
vering letters &c., the covers or envelopes hearing the Unjel Stamps 
must be presented for inspection. 

35. Complaints against the Unjel office, certified as such under the 
full signature of the sender and addressed to the Unjel Superinten¬ 
dent, are not chargeable with postage. 

36. Since Unjel peons cannot deviate on any account from their 
regular course of delivery in their respective heats, persons residing 
far away from the Unjel offices if desirous of obtaining their letters &c. 
immediately on arrival of the mail, must send their own authorized 
messengers to the Unjel office to whom all covers, except those for 
which receipts are required will be delivered. 

37. Unclaimed letters &c. will be detained at the office of destina¬ 
tion for 3 weeks, of which, fact due notice will be given by the Unjel 
Master at every station, and after* that period, they will be returned 
to the office of despatch for delivery to the sender. 

38. Refused letters &e. will he immediately returned to the office 
of despatch for delivery to the senders, who will be required to pay 
any postage which may he due thereon. 

39. It.is forbidden to send by Unjel explosive, dangerous, or offen¬ 
sive substances or material such as gun-powder, matches, percussion 
caps, saltpetre, indigo, glass, liquids, &c. or any article W'hich either 
in itself (however packed) or by reason of insecure packing may be 
liable to injure the contents of the mail hags or the person of the 
Unjel officers. 

40. No address is complete which does not contain the Unjel sta¬ 
tion from which delivery is intended and care should always be taken 
to write the name of the Unjel station as clearly as possible. 

41. Persons changing their place of residence are particularly re¬ 
quired to leave written instructions to the Unjel office of their pre¬ 
vious residence and to send written instructions to the Unjel office of 
the place to which they may be going. 

42. The Unjel Master at any station or the person in charge of the 
Unjel office has power to refuse letters or other articles bearing the 
appearance of having been opened and reclosed or otherwise impro¬ 
perly dealt with unless the writer or sender thereof shall attest with 
his full signature that they were sent in that state. The refusal will 
he absolute in the case of registered letters and parcels. 

43. Persons not belonging to the department shall not be admitted 
into the interior, nor permitted to examine the records, of any Unjel 
office without the special permission of the Dewan, to whom or to the 
Unjel Superintendent application for information or redress must be 
made either in person or in writing by the party requiring the same.

TRANSIT AGENCIES. 

L The Sirkar Transit is a temporary establishment, and is laid 
between Trevandrum and Shoranoor, a distance of 395 miles. 

II. It thus connects the Capital with the Madras Railway. 

III. It is mainly intended for the convenience of the public. 

IV. The distance of 41 miles from Shoranoor to Kaxuvapadantha 
is done by bullock carts with posted bullocks. The rest of the journey 
is all by canoes. 

V. The Comptrolling Officer is the Superintendent of the Native 
Post (XJnjel). 

VI. Rules concerning the public are as follow :— 

Passengers. 

3. No passenger is allowed to take his seat in any boat or carriage 

* Table I. used for the Transit, without having paid his fare.* 

2. On payment of the fare, Tickets are i 8 sued to passengera, who 
are required to show them to the Transit servants when demanded, 
and to deliver up to them before leaving the Transit. 

3. Passengers not producing or delivering tip their Tickets will he 
chaiged the fare from the place whence the Transit originally started 

4. Tickets are available only on the day of issue, except on special 
occasions. 

5. The Tickets cannot be transferred. 

6. Tickets having been issued the fare will not be refunded on any 
account. 

7. Every person attempting to defraud the Government by endea¬ 
vouring to evade the payment of his fare will he committed 1 -to the 
Magistracy. 

8. No smoking is allowed in the boat, carriage or station. 

9. Any passenger found intoxicated, committing a nuisance, or wil¬ 
fully interfering with the comfort of other passengers will be liable to 
removal from the premises and to forfeiture of his fare, 

10. Passengers should not carry dangerous goods in the Transit. 

13. Any person found with dangerous goods in his possession will 

be removed from the premises and will forfeit his fare, in addition to 
his being responsible for any loss or damage caused by such goods. 

lS. More than 10 passengers are not booked in a single boat or 
more than eight in a carriage. 



13. Any person can carry a child under 8 years of age without pay¬ 
ing a separate fare ; for every additional child, he shall pay J of the fare 
and get a separate ticket. 

14. Children above 3 and not exceeding 10 years of age are con¬ 
veyed at half fares. 

15. No pass will be given to lunatics, or person suffering.from 
contagious or loathsome diseases, or persons in a dying condition. If 
it is found that Tickets have been obtained for such persons by 
misrepresentation, such Tickets will be forfeited and the holders not 
allowed to enter the Transit. 

16. On payment of the fare charged for 10 persons,* a single pas¬ 

senger or group of passengers, not consisting 
* 8 fares for a carriage. 0 f ra0 re than 10 individuals, can engage the 

Transit for the whole or any portion of the 
line. Seats for the guard and the pay-distrihuting officer will, how¬ 
ever, be reserved. 

17. In such cases, previous notice should be given to the respective 
Transit-Masters as under, 

At Trevandrum, before 9 a. h. 

* Table III At Shoranoor, do. do. 

At intermediate stations, 4 hours previous to 
the arrival of the Transit. + 

18. ' Any passenger can carry his baggage, not weighing more than 
300 tolas, “free”; all baggage weighing more than 3()0 tolas will he 
charged for the excess at the rate mentioned in Table II. 

19. Passengers may carry with them a pet cat or a pet dog, free 
of charge. But no monkeys or troublesome eats or dogs, or snakes will 
be allowed to be carried in the Transit on any account. 

20. Passengers shall not carry dutiable goods in the Transit, and 
shall declare to the respective Transit-Masters that they carry no duti¬ 
able goods. 

21. Any passenger, found with dutiable goods in his possession, 
will he committed to the Magistracy. The goods will be sold by pub¬ 
lic auction, and the proceeds appropriated to the (government. 

22. To insure being booked, passengers should be at the respective 

station 30 minutes before the departure of 
I Table ill. the Transit. % 

Pauciis. 

23. Big and heavy parcels as well as small ones will be received 
and delivered at all stations, from 7 to 10 a. m. and from noon to 
5 F. at. provided the space required for them in the boat is available. 
A whole boat, however, cannot be loaded with parcels. It is compul¬ 
sory, that the place of destination of parcels should be one where there 
is a Transit station. 

24. Charges for parcels,t can he paid, 
t Table I. either at the booking station or the "station 

where they are to be delivered. 

25. Receipts will be given for all parcels, which the consignors are 
required to forward with advice to consignees. 

These receipts should be given up duly signed by the consignees or 
other agents, at the delivery station before the parcels are delivered to 
them. , » 

26. Parcels, charges of which are due, will be delivered over to the 
owners, only on pajment of all dues. 
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27. The Government undertake to deliver 
t Table ill. the only a t the stations.} 

28. On payment of charges for carrying, parcels will be eaused to 
be delivered at the place, where the owners desire, when practicable. 

29. Parcels containing perishable articles, will only be carried at 
“owner’s risk” and must be prepaid. 

30. The Government will not be answerable for any loss, damage 
or delay of parcels, caused by accidents. 

31. Losses, damages or delays of parcels, found to be occasioned 
by negligence or want of due attention on the part of any Transit ser¬ 
vants, will be duly enquired into and compensated, as far as may be 
practicable, at the cost of such servants and not otherwise. 

32. Address of parcels should invariably be in the Vernacular of 
this country, and should be written in distinct characters. 

33. The address should also contain a statement, showing the gene¬ 
ral character of the contents. 

34. To ensure safe delivery, parcels should be carefully made up 
in wax-cloth, leather, or such other water-proof materials and should 
be sealed. 

35. Dutiable parcels will not be accepted for transmission ; and it 
must be distinctly stated in the address, that the parcels contain no 
dutiable goods. 

36. Transit-Masters are empowered to examine, in the presence 
of the owner or his agent, any paokage which they reasonably suspect 
to contain, goods in contravention of the rules. 

37. Contraband goods, found in any package will be confiscated by 
the Sircar, and the party concerned will be sent to the Magistracy. 

38. Dangerous parcels will not be received for booking. 

39. Jewellery, precious stones, silver and gold coins, &c. cannot 
be conveyed by the Transit. 

40. Consignees are required to take charge of their parcels within 

5 days after their arrival at the station ; if they are not so taken charge 
of, the respective Transit-Masters will issue a notice to the.ovmers, in 
which will be mentioned among other particulars, the date within which 
the owners are required to take charge of them and the procedure that 
will be adopted for disposing of the parcels, on the owners failing to 
accept them within the notified date. 

VTI. Bates of charge and the time for despatching the Transit 
from.different stations are liable to be modified or altered at any time. 

VIII. AH instances of incivility, want of due attention, or any 
other irregularity on the part of the Transit servants, may be reported 
to the Head Office in the first instance.

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DIRECTIONS FOE "VESSELS ARRIVING AT ALLEPPEY. 

1. The Commanders of ships are requested, on the arrival of their 
vessels to deliver into the Master Attendant's office a true and com¬ 
plete manifest of all the goods and merchandise laden on board of 
their vessels. A form of the manifest required will be furnished for 
their guidance on application. Previous to any ship or vessel having 
any transaction with the shore, the Pass, Register and every other 
credential concerning their ship or vessel, must be delivered into the 
Master Attendant’s office. If the ship or vessel he in ballast, it is to 
be reported accordingly. 

2. Goods landed, or attempted to be landed before the ship is re¬ 
gularly entered, or winch have not been entered in the manifest shall 
he charged double duty. The same is applicable to goods exported 
under similar circumstances. 

3. Applications for Port Clearances should he made between 10 
o’clock a. m. and 1 p. w. the day previous to sailing, to enable them 
to be granted by 4 o’clock, after which honr a fee of 5 Rs. will have to 
he paid to the writer of such port clearances on every occasion in ac¬ 
cordance with para 35 of the Customs Rules. Applicants for Port 
Clearances should furnish the Custom House with an expert manifest 
of all cargo shipped on board their vessels from this port, specifying 
the names of the vessels and Commanders, sorts of goods, marks and 
numbers, quantity or weight, shipper’s and consignee’s names and the 
names of the port or ports bound to. 

4. Port clearances will not be granted to vessels until all demands 
on account of boat hire, &'c. have been adjusted. 

5. No shore boats are permitted to put off to the shipping after 
sun-set except by permission of the Master Attendant. 

C. Commanders of ships are strictly prohibited from throwing any 
ballast overboard in the roads. Boats for the purpose of landing the 
same will he supplied on application.

EXTRACT FROM THE WEST COAST OF HINDOSTAN 
1 PILOT WITH CORRECTIONS TO DATE. 

V esbbls bound to any port on the west coast of Hindostam, and 
to the Persian gulf during the north-east monsoon, from China, 
Australia, the bay of Bengal, or Europe, should sight Ceylon, and 
make the coast of India somewhere near Cape Comorin, [and thence 
hug the coast to profit by the land and sha breezes; therefore the na¬ 
vigation of this seaboard (which has been generally, though erroneous¬ 
ly, called the Malabar coast) is here described from south to north. 

The coast from Cape Comorin takes a general north westerly 
direction for nearly 300 miles to mount Dilly. From the ^village of 
Cumari to 30 miles north of Alipee belongs to the Maha Rajah of 
Travanoore; thence to Paliport (with the exception of the port of 
Cochin, under the British Government) is the territorjr 'of the Rajah 
of Cochin ; above Paliport to- mount Dilly is the British province of . 
Malabar. 

The Tkavakcoee Coast from Comorin to Alipee is generally low 
and sandy, and fringed with eocoanut-trees, but patches of red cMb of 
slight elevation here and there break the ptherwise continuous line of 
sand. The Travanoore mountains, though generally spoken of by 
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navigators as a part of the western gliants, are indeed separated from 
the latter by a low saddle of land, the Palglmt valley, which lias prov¬ 
ed a most useful feature in the railway communication between the 
east and west coasts. The length of this southern mountain chain, 
extending from a few miles north of Cape Comorin to the valley of 
Palghat, is nearly 200 miles. The west brow, overlooking the coast of 
Travancore, is, with little exception, abrupt; on the eastern side of the 
culminating range the declivity is in general gradual, the surface in many 
places being extensive table-laud, sloping gently and nearly imperceptibly 
eastward. Such a conformation would seem to indicate a volcanic dis¬ 
turbance of the surface, the disruption having taken place along the 
western precipitous face. In the last half of the year many a cascade 
of great height is visible from seaward pouring down the steep decli¬ 
vity of these ghauts, which present so vast and lofty a front to the 
violence of the southwest monsoon. 

The principal peaks of the Travancore ghauts are as follows : — 
Miandraghiri (54H) feet) about 20 miles northward of Comorin, and 
Cueliy Mulla (6125 feet), the same distance north-east of Trevandrum. 
Between these peaks the culminating range has a north-west direction, 
but afterwards bends a little eastward of north, more away from the 
coast; and its highest mountains, though loftier, are not so often 
visible at sea; they form the boundary of the independent State of 
Travancore on the west, and the British province of Tinnevelly on the 
east. To the east of Quilon there are broad, high peaks, estimated at 
upwards of 5000 feet above, and more than 30 miles from, the sea. 

The southern portion of the Western ghauts, .from Comorin to 
Palghat (which run like a spine from south to north, thus forming the 
water-parting between the east and west coast rivers), being exposed 
to all winds from east, round by the. south, to west, -there is scarcely 
a day when rain-clouds may not be seen hiding for a time the summits 
of the high land; towards the vernal equinox (after which the air 
becomes saturated with moisture and hazy) the ghauts north of Quilon 
up to Calicut can seldom be seen. 

Midway between the above lofty summits of the ghauts and the 
low sea-coast, the country has several hills of moderate elevation useful 
as land marks. Beginning from the South, mention may he made of 
the isolated conical mount, in Lat. 8' N., and Long. 77° 30' B., 
near Cape Comorin, and taken as the cape by seamen when approach¬ 
ing the Coast from the West. The next conspicuous peak is Marii- 
vatdr, about midway between Miandraghiri and Crocodile rook, and 
10 miles North-west of the conical mount. 

On the South-east of Trevandrum, and again to the North of that 
Capital, lulls averaging from 400 to 600 feet, lie parallel to the shore, 
some 4 pr 5 miles off. Near Anjengo there are a few low hills, but 
above that place extensive backwaters, overspreading great portions of 
the low tract of country, become the peculiar feature. 

• CArB.OoMoniN, the southern extremity of Hindostan, is a low- 
sandy Cape, but, as the land behind rises in a gradual slope, it has, 
when seen from southward, the appearance of a high sandy promontory ; 
at itB extreme point is a small Pagoda, and 300 yards to the North- 
: west of this is the British Resident’s Bungalow with a Blagstaff. To 
• the westward of the Residency the shore of the Cape is sandy and bar¬ 
ren, but to the North-eastward it abounds with trees, amongst which, < 
and fffearly 3 miles to the North of the Pagoda, is WatakotaBort. The 
Pagoda is a low white square building near the water’s edge, half a 
mile to the North of which stands the village of Comorin, called by 
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the natives Cania Cumari, amongst cocoanut trees, with high reddish 
ground at the back, and half a mile further North-east is another little 
sandy Cape with rocks off it. 

Off the South-east tip of Cape Comorin are two large rocks, with 
a smaller one outside on which the sea breaks at all times with much 
violence, these rocks extend upwards of one-quarter mile from the 
shore ; they are steep-to, and inay, with a fair wind, be approached 
within 2 or 3 cables, where is a depth of 8 or fathoms water ; but, 
with a scant wind, caution is necessary, as the current sets rapidly 
round the Cape, and may drift a vessel too near and into danger. 

Tides.—T he flood sets eastward, and the ebb -westward, off Cape 
Comorin, but the direction and strength of the streams are much af¬ 
fected by the Ocean currents. The rise and fall, also, is very little 
and irregular, hut the average may be stated as 2 feet. High water 
full and change, at 0. H. 30 M. 

From Cape Comorin the land rises with a gentle acclivity to the 
base of the nearest mount, which is of a sharp conical form 1403 feet 
above the Sea, at 4 miles to the North-west of the Pagoda. It is se¬ 
parated from the range of the Ghauts, which rise behind it in majestic 
sharp peaks, forming a ridge which is in one with the cape bearing 
about North. 

Approaching the coast from westward, it must be remembered that 
the above mentioned isolated conical mount can never be seen, even 
in the clearest weather, at a greater distance than 35 miles. Some 
prominent peaks to the north of it may be seen at 50 <fc GO miles, and the 
most Southern visible one may be mistaken for tlie conical mount by 
ships passing at a great distance. The most likely one to be mistaken 
for it is a mountain 10 miles to the North-west of it, and called Ma- 
riivatilr ; this is more than 2,000 feet high, and bears from Cadiapatam 
point, N. N. E, J E. distant 9 miles. Another peak, called Miandra- 
ghiri, 5,419 feet above the Sea level, bears N. E, by N., distant about 
10 miles from Mardvatdr. 

Soundings.-— -The bank of soundings extends 55 miles off'shore to 
the South-west of Cape Comorin. At the distance of 8 miles from the 
shore south of the Cape there is 20 fathoms ; but north-west to as far 
as Quilon, that depth is between 4 and 5 miles off shore, excepit in the 
vicinity of Ruttera, where 20 fathoms will be obtained only 2 miles off 

Near Comorin, and by Crocodile rock, casts of 10 fathoms are 
found nearly 3 miles from the main land ; bnt generally between the 
Cape and Enciam there is that depth at one and 2 miles distance. 
Between Enciam and Anjengo 10 fathoms is about one mile from land. 
Tire bottom is sand and shells, with exceptional rooky easts. 

Eastward of Cape Comorin the hank of slioal soundings extends 
farther off shore, and has more overfalls. 

Wadge Bank, (where a Captain of that name reports having once 
found 7 fathoms, least water) is a shoal of small extent on the bank of 
soundings, 36 miles S. W. from Cape Comorin. It was examined in 
1861, but not less depth than 14 fathoms was found. This is probably 
Brat bank described by Horsburgh. as “a great way out from Cape 
“ Comorin, and abounding with cod, where some ships have oaught 
“ considerable numbers of those fish, but it appears to be of small 
! { extent, and little kpown.” 

Cadiapatam (Mutxjm) Point, bearing W. f N., 14 miles from-Oape 
Comorin, is rather high, and of a very red appearance, with steep grey 
cliffs, and a few trees near its extremity. A heavy surf prevails all 
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along the coast between Comorin and Cadiapatam, and only Catama¬ 
rans arc used by the natives ; no ships’ boats should attempt landing, 

Light. —A fixed white light is exhibited at an elevation of 105 feet, 
from a square white tower, 23 feet in height, on Cadiapatam point, it 
should be seen in clear weather at the distance of 12 miles. 

Crocodile Rook. —Bearing S. IV. from Cadiapatam light at the 
distance of 3| miles, lies this dangerous Sunken rock, close to which 
are depths of 14 and 16 fathoms, and 20 fathoms at half a mile outside. 
A small part of the rock appears sometimes above water, but it does 
not break at all times, nor is there any break at high water when the sea 
is smooth. At night, do not approach it under 25 fathoms water. 

Between Crocodile rook and Cadiapatam point lies the rocky islet 
Adumdah, and If miles W. by N. f N. from this islet is another called 
Kotah. Both are surrounded, by Sunken rocks and foul ground but 
there is a channel between the islets, and between them and Crocodile 
rock. Kotah bears from, the Crocodile N. J W. nearly 2$ miles. 

CoLAOHUii or Colaohel. —This place is on the shore just half-way 
between Cadiapatam and Enciam islet, off it there are several rocks 
above and below water. A red buoy lies a short distance to south¬ 
ward of the south-easternmost rocks. At the village of Colachul, 
troops sometimes embark in the fine season, the outlying rocks forming 
a partial breakwater, within which landing is comparatively easy. 

There is a remarkable tree on the undulating ground of Aunipauri 
hills, elevated more than 250 feet above the sea, and bearing from En- 
i ciam islet N. E. by E. | E. 4| miles, and about 4 miles northward of 
Colachel village. 

Anchorage.— Anchor with the tree bearing N.. by E., and the 
Light House on Cadiapatam red point, E. S. E., in 11 or 12 fathoms 
water, which position will be 3J miles to the North-west of Kotah 
rocky islet. 

Enocam Islet bears from Cadiapatam point N. W. by W. 10 miles; 
this islet is rocky, has a church on it, and lies about half a mile off 
the sandy shore ; rocks, above and below water, project from it to the 
distance of half a mile north-west and south-west. A little to the east 
of the islet the steep land near the sea has a red appearance; indeed 
there are numerous patches of red land between Comorin and Qoilon, 
bilt eocoant-trees fringe the most part of the coast. 

A depth of 13 fathoms will be found close to the outer rocks off 
Enciam ; at night, a vessel should not shoal under 20 fathoms, which 
depth is only 2 miles from the rocks. 

Cotoum ob Rutteba. Roint, bears from Enciam islet about N, W. ^ 
W. 16 miles. The coast between them, except near Cavilum, is sandy, 
nearly straight, fronted with cocoanut trees, and safe to approach. ■ 
Covilum is a piece of low level land terminating in a bluff cape higher 
than the contiguous coast, but it projects very little, and lias a build¬ 
ing upon it; there are three other points close to the south-east of it 
and at the distance of 8 miles another point, one mile to the east of 
which is the village and backwater of Karuchel. 

’Hor&burgh describes a point called Vemam as 7 J miles to the 
south-east of Ruttera point, and “formed of steep bold land, or red¬ 
dish cliffs, considerably elevated, having on the north, side a small river 
and a village at the northern extremity of the high land that forms 
the point.” This is evidently a description of Coliturhiff and the vil¬ 
lage of Bowaur as seen from southward, from which point of view the 
hill,jvould look like a point projecting northward if the vessel was far 
enough off to dip the trees. The coast line is, however, hereabouts, 
all sandy, and fronted with cocoanut trees. Colatur hill bears from 
Enciam islet N. W. J- N. distant 8 miles. 
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Trivandrum, the capital of the independent State of Travancore, 
and the seat of the British Residency, is 5J miles N. N. W. from Oo- 
vilum. The town is of considerable size, having its greatest length 
north and south; on the latter extremity stands the fort, about half a 
mile square, on ground elevated 100 feet above the sea. The Maha 
Rajah’s palace within its precincts, is a large handsome edifice in the 
European style ; it is a short distance inland, more than 2 miles from 
the sandy beach of Pondera, or Poontoray. Trevandrum Observatory 
is on a hill more than 2 miles north of the capital, and 196 feet above 
the sea. Its two white domes are not so conspicuous as was formerly 
the case, trees having grown up around them. 

Pondera, off which vessels communicating with Trivandrum 
should anchor, has a flagstaff on the sandy beach, which hears N. "W. 
by hi. distant 5 miles from Covilum, -and is 1-| miles to the south-west 
of Trivandrum fort. No ship’s boats should ""attempt communication 
with the shore, for there is generally a heavy surf in the north-east 
monsoon. The coast is sandy, with cocoanuts and other palms. 

Anchorage.— As the shore is deep-to, a vessel should anchor in 
12 fathoms, and, half a mile from Pondera, the flagstaff bearing north¬ 
east and in line with the Observatory. 

Mountains.— Inland of Trivandrum the ghauts are of great eleva- 
tion; Cflchy Mulla, the highest peak, (called sometimes by early na¬ 
vigators, Anjengo peak,) is 6125 feet high, and hears N. E. by E £ E., 
distant 21 miles from the beach by Pondera Flagstaff. Between this 
high range and the coast some small hills appear, the most remarkable 
of which is Naimum hill, or Makunamulla, a regular sloping round 
mount about 600 feet above the sea, called by former navigators Brin- 
jall hill This hill hears east from, the anchorage off Trivandrum, and 
being only 5 miles from the sea, is visible at a considerable distance 
from southward, and from Anjengo roadstead. There are small white 
churches in almost every village along tins coast. 

Between Covilum jooint and Anjengo, the land at the back of the 
cocoanut trees which fringe the coast is hilly and undulating, 
i Three and a half miles N. W. by W. from Covilum point and If 
miles from the shore abreast, is a patch of 8. fathoms with If and 18 
fathoms around it. 

Anjengo flagstaff bears from Covilum, N. W. $ N, 20 miles ; but, 
as the fort and few houses that are visible through the-trees are low, 
this place is not easily distinguished from even a short distance. A 
church with a white front will he seen on the beach 2 or 3 cables to 
the north-west of the fort, and a bungalow on the hills 2 miles north 
of it. 

The anchorage off Anjengo under 10 fathoms is foul rocky ground; 
but outside of that depth the bottom is sand and shells. A convenient 
berth is with the flagstaff'hearing about N. E. by E., and Naiimun 
hill about S. E. by E., in 11 or 12 fathoms, one mile off shore. 

There is some red table-land about 4 miles to the north cli Anjengo 
which may denote the approach to it in coming from the north ; this 
and other similar table-land along this coast, being much higher than 
the cocoanut trees, when seen from a ship’s deok at a greater distance . 
than 7 miles, give the mariner an idea that these red cliffs are at the 
water’s edge; whereas the shore is all sandy from Covilum to Qnilon. 

Quixon.— Or properly Koilon, (Coulam and Columbum «f the 
old writers,) is situated on the Travancore coast, about 40 miles to 
the north and west of Trivandrum. 



Quilon is a projecting part of the coast, the outer part of -which 
called Tangacheri, is a small rocky promontory slightly elevated above 
the adjoining land liaving on the highest part of it a flagstaff, the 
geographical position of which is in. Latitude 8° 53' 20’' N., Longitude 
76° 34' 30" E. 

Quilon is rendered remarkable from the circumstance that the 
Travancore or Malabar Era is reckoned from its re-foundation in 
825 a. ». In ancient times it was the port of greatest trading im¬ 
portance on the Travancore coast, and is mentioned in Arabic writings 
as having a trade with Ohina as early as 851 a. d. It appears to have 
maintained its mercantile prosperity down to the beginning of the 
I 16th century, most of its trade being carried on with China, and 
I Arabia, but Hamflton writing about 1700 mentions “its trade as in- 
1 considerable.” 

In 1503, the Portuguese under Albuquerque established a factory 
here, and built a fort which were captured by the Dutch 150 years 
later ; and in 1742, Quilon became subject to Travancore. From 1803 
to 1830 a strong British garrison was stationed here which is now re¬ 
duced to one Native regiment. 

Coast.—T he beach near Quilon is steep and sandy as far north 
as Tangacheri cove, where rocky coast begins and continues to the 
northward for from 2 to 3 miles, coeoanut groves grow down close to 
the high water line. A heavy surf breaks on the shore, making land¬ 
ing at all times dangerous, except in native boats. 

Dangerous. —Tangacheri Beef. The whole of the ground south 
of Tangacheri point to a distance of 8 cables is rocky and uneven, and 
at 6J cables S. E. by F. J E. from Tangacheri point is a rock that 
shows at low water springs, with from 4 to 9 feet around it, while at 
If cables N. E. by F. of this rock is another rocky patch with only 
11 feet water over it, and three fathoms around it. At a distance of 
one milB W. S. W. from Tangacheri point, is a rocky patch, having 
only 14 feet over it at low water, with from 3 to 5 fathoms around it 
The bottom between this patch and the shoal is generally foul and 
uneven. 

* Buoy.— The south extreme of the reef south and east of Tanga¬ 
cheri point is marked by a red conical buoy in 27 feet water, and 23 
feet close to it. This buoy is placed 9f cables (nearly) S. E. .of Tan- 
gaeheii flagstaff, and 9 cables S. W. by W. J W. from the Scottish 
coffee company’s factory chimney. 

Some rocky patches extending parallel with the shore, and about 
one mile from it, are situated to the S. W. of the coffee Factory, the 
least water found on them was 22 feet. 

* Btjoy. —The north extreme of these patches is marked by a 
black conical buoy in 35 feet water, sand bottom. This buoy lies S.E. 
£E,, one mile cables distant from Tangacheri flagstaff) and one 
mile S. W. f S. from the coffee factory’s chimney. 

* Directions for Making Quilon. —When approaching Quilon 
from the northward, vessels should not shoal to Ibbs than 13 fathoms 
as off Tangacheri point the foul ground extends westward to within 
less than a mile of this depth. Thirovellarum church (white) mile 
north of Tangacheri point is a conspicuous object when bearing about 
east, but a little to the north or south of this bearing it is obscured by 
cocoamut trees. Tangacheri flagstaff is not distinguishable until close 
in, as its upper extremity only just shows above the surrounding eocoa- 


« The Buoys are removed during the S. W, Monsoon (15th May to 16th October.) 
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nut tress. The Scottish coftee company's factory, a large building 
with a red. chimney in the centre; and a large group of casuarina 
trees close to the south of it, are the most conspicuous objects when 
making Quilon. Immediately south of the casuarina trees, is a high 
cocoanut tree, elevated above the surrounding groves; when this tree 
bears E. by N. a vessel will be to the south of the dangers, and can 
steer in for the anchorage on that hearing, this will bring her between 
the buoys when she can anchor as requisite. 

Ajsbhobage. —The anchorage off Quilon is perfectly open to all 
winds from north-west through west and south to south east, so that 
it is little frequented by any vessels between May ancl October. The 
most convenient anchorage (October to May) and where a vessel will 
be close to the Port office is with the chimney of the Coffee Company’s 
factory bearing about 'N. E. and extreme of Tangacheri point W. H. 
W. in from 4-J to a fathoms sandy bottom. During the S. W. Mon¬ 
soon vessels calling here should not bring Tangacheri flagstaff to the 
westward of north, nor anchor in less than 8 fathoms. There is little 
advantage in vessels calling here during this season, as communication 
■with the shore, except by signal, is impracticable. If intending to 
anchor close in shore the best passage in is between tlie buoys. Small 
native brigs and pattamars usually anchor between the Port office and 
Factory, 3 to 4 cables oft' shore. 

Flagstaff.— A small flagstaff 5’5 feet high belonging to the Port 
department has been erected in front of tlie factory, for the purpose of 
communicating with the ships at anchor. 

Tangacheri Reef.— Quilon, besides being a very projecting point 
of the Travaiieore coast, is rendered still more unsafe to approach by 
the bank of hard ground, called Tangacheri Reef, extending 1| miles 
to the south-west, and 2 miles to the west of the point, and 6' miles 
along the coast to the northward. The bank should not be approach¬ 
ed under 13 fathoms water by day, or 17 fathoms by night, as it is 
deep-to. At night, in standing northward along'the eoast with a fresh 
land wind, be careful to increase the distance from the shore as the 
vessel approaches Quilon. 

Tangacheri Settlement. —To the west of Quilon, is small and 
formerly belonged to the Dutch hut now to the British. The head 
land was at one time fortified, ruins of the fortification being still vi¬ 
sible, while one of the bastions is now occupied as a Protestant burial 
ground. Tangacheri Flagstaff is on an artificial mound 27 feet above 
high water; this mound formed the N. W. angle of the old fort. 
The inhabitants are principally Roman Catholics under the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Bishop of Cochin, while in judicial matters they are sub¬ 
ject to the auxiliary Court at Cochin. The custom dues are collected 
by the Travancore Government, who pay a money equivalent to the 
British Government for the same. 

Tides. —It is high water, full and change, in Tangacheri cove at 
0 hours 23 minutes, springs rise 3 feet 4 inches to 2 feet 4 ihches, 
neaps rise 2 feet 7 inches to 2 feet 3| inches. 

Aibiem, or Iviker river mouth, is about 4 miles north-west from. 
Quilon; the entrance is very shallow, with rocks off it, and patches of 
foul ground out to V fathoms, which depth is found nearly 3 miles 
from the shore. A large ship, taking in cargo here, must anchor well . 
out in 6 or 7 fathoms. The bar of the river lias little more than one 
fathom at high tide; within the entrance, the area of shallow water is 
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.very great, and there is canal communication with Oocliin to the north, 
and Trivandrum to the south. 

The coast from Iviker river to Cochin is all sand, and fringed 
with cocoanut trees. 

Pobkaud. —The town of Porkaud or Porca, lying 9 miles south of 
Alipee, had a formerly considerable trade in coir, timber, pepper <£e. 

Aura®, or Aulapolay, Lat. 9. 29. 48-8 Long, 70. 23. 0. E, the 
principal seaport of the Maha Rajah of Travaneore, bears N. N. W. 
40 miles from Quilon point, the coast between, except near Tangacheri, 
is sandy and nearly straight; but 10 miles north of Quilon there is a 
slight indent, which does not, however, amount to one mile from a 
straight line drawn between the two places. The shore is safe to ap¬ 
proach into the depth of 5 fathoms, mud; but it must be remembered 
that towards Alipee that depth is found nearly 3 miles oft 

Alipee is a projecting part of the coast of Travaneore, where trade 
is carried on all the year round, owing to the peculiar softness of its 
mud bank, which breaks the activity of the waves, and causes a large 
extent of smooth water, on which vessels anchor, hence it was called 
mud bay by early navigators. 

The present bank is of recent formation; the former, mud bank 
having slowly travelled down the coast and is now located off Thorta- 
pillay.a small village 11 miles from Alipee Light. 

As these mud banks frequently shift southwards advice should be 
taken from the Master Attendant as to the best anchorage. 

In the fair season, vessels may anchor off Alipee in 3 or 4 fathoms 
with light house bearing E. by N. 

In the S. tV. Monsoon the best anchorage is in 4 fathoms with 
light house bearing E. by S. 

Light. —Alipee has a flagstaff which shows above the trees, and 
near it a white light house 115 feet high. The light is a revolving 
white light of the second order, attaining its greatest brilliancy every 
minute ; it is elevated 113 feet above high water, and should be seen 
in clear weather at the distance of 20 miles. An iron screw pile pier 
500 feet in length was erected in 1881, a little to the south of the 
Light house. 

Severe gales of wind are liable to happen on the coast in April, 
May and June, also in October and November ; a careful attention to 
the Barometer, particularly if the maximum and minimum pressure 
be daily registered, will always give sufficient warning of the approach 
of these storms, to enable ships on the coast or in Cochin roads to 
seek shelter at Narakal or oh the mud bank off Alipee. The .8. \V. 
monsoon sets in at Alipee generally in the beginning of June from 
N. W. and blows with great violence attended with thunder and light¬ 
ning and*rain. Eor some years back the monsoons have not been so 
regular. 

The maximum height of the Barometer at Alipee occurs at 9-40 
A. M. and r. M. and the minimum at 4 A. M. and 4-40 p. M, 

General direction of the wind'during S.W. Monson at Alipee is 

from W. N. W. to N. W.

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RULES 


For the heif er regulation ofhoat service at the ports of Colachel and 
Quilon sanctioned hj Sis Siglmess the MahaSajah wider date 
4 i „ 7th Kartigay 1054. 

2lst November 1878. 


1. An officer to be styled “ Boat Master ” shall have control over 
all boats and crews plying in the port. 


2. For the purposes of carrying out these mles and for those pur¬ 
poses only, the Boat Master shall exercise the powers of a Sub-Ma- 


3. Where breaches of these rules require a higher punishment 
than is awardable by a Sub-Magistrate, such cases shall be referred 
to the Magistrate for disposal. 


4. From and after the _20th Kartigay_1054._ no boat shall be 
4th December 1878. 

permitted to carry goods for passengers from or to any ship or vessel 
at the port, unless such boat has been registered and numbered, and 
the owner has taken out a license in the manner hereinafter 
mentioned. 


5. If any person who has not registered and numbered his boat, or 
taken out a license shall use a boat for the aforesaid purpose, such 
person shall on conviction, be liable to a fine not exceeding 50 Rs. or 
in default of payment to imprisonment not exceeding 90 days. 

6. 'Whenever the owner of any boat wishes to take out a license he 
shail present in person to. the Boat Master an application in writing 
specifying the dimensions of his boat, the number of the crew and the 
quantity of cargo or number of passengers it is to be permitted to carry. 

7. The Boat Master shall on receipt of such application, inspect 
the boat and on being satisfied that it is seaworthy, he shall call upon 
the owner to sign a declaration that he comprehends and consents to 
conform to these rules. He shall then register the boat according to. 
form (A) annexed. 

8. A fee of 2 Rs. shall be paid for registering every boat. 

9. The owner of every registered boat shall have granted to him 
a license according to form fB) annexed. 

10. Every registered boat shall bear on a conspicuous part of it, the 
number mentioned in the register. _ The number shall ibe cut on a 
white ground not less than 6 inches in length and shall be painted 
black in English and Malayalum. And if any owner should refuse to 
keep cut and painted such number or should bide or obliterate it, such 
owner shall on conviction, be liable to a fine not exceeding 25 Rs. or 
in default of payment to imprisonment not exceeding 15 days. 

11. If any person who is not the boat owner shall be guilty of or 
assist in, altering or erasing the number, he shall, On conviction, be 
liable to a fine not exceeding 25 Rs. or in default of payment, im¬ 
prisonment not exceeding 45 days. If any person fraudulently paint 
or cause to be painted or counterfeited upon any boat, not haying 
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been dulygregistered, any number, every such person shall on convic¬ 
tion be liable to a fine not exceeding 50 Rs., or in default of payment 
to imprisonment for a term not exceeding 90 days and every such 
boat shall be confiscated, 

12. The boats required for landing or shipping cargo or passengers 
shall on application be supplied by the Boat Master. 

13. All boat hire for landing or shipping cargo or passengers, shall 
be paid in advance according to'the rates given in the annexed 
schedule (C) which may be revised from time to time under sanction 
of the Dewan. 

14. The ordinary hours for boats to ply will be between 5 a. m 
and 6 p. M. 

15. No boat will be permitted to take off or land goods or passen¬ 
gers except within the prescribed limits of the Port. And any boat¬ 
man or owner taking off or landing goods or passengers beyond such 
limits shall, on conviction, be liable to a fine not exceeding 25 Rs., or 
in default of payment to imprisonment not exceeding 45 days. 

16. Two-thirds of the measurement tonnage of each boat shall be 
the maximum quantity of cargo it shall carry. And the number of 
passengers it shall take in shall be according to the following scale. 
Boats carrying one to two tons, 6 Europeans or 8 Natives. Boats 
carrying over two tons, for every ton in excess, 4 Europeans or 5 
Natives. And if any boat be loaded with passengers or cargo beyond 
what is specified above, the Tindal of such boat shall be liable to a 
fine not exceeding 5 Rs. or in default of payment to imprisonment not 
exceeding 8 days; and every other person who shall be guilty either 
as principal or accessory of the like offence after having been duly 
warned by the Tindal shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine of 10 Rs. 
or in default of payment, to 1G days’imprisonment for every surplus 
passenger or candy of goods, 

17. Each boat shall have the full complement of rowers entered in 
the Boat Master’s Office. Boats loaded with two tons and under shall 
have one steersman and 4 rowers. Boats carrying over two tons for 
every ton in excess one additional rower, and any owner allowing his 
boat to, ply without the regulated complement of men will be liable to 
a fine not exceeding 25 rupees, or in default of payment'to imprison¬ 
ment not exceeding 45 days. 

38. There shall be a general descriptive register (form D) kept of 
all competent Tindals and able-bodied rowers who are registered as 
crews of. boats, and each Tindal or rower shall be furnished by the 
Boat Master with a metal plate hearing his No. in the general register 
which metjul plate shall be produced whenever demanded. 

Iff. And if any boatman serving in any such licensed boat shall by 
wilful neglect, refusal, or desertion of duty, cause impediment to the 
service of such boat, he shall be liable on contiction, to a fine not 
exceeding 10 rupees or, in default of payment, to imprisonment not 
exceeding 16 days or in aggravated cases to corporal punishment not 
exceeding 12 lashes, and for a repetition of the offence, or if in any 
cas'e life may have been endangered he shall be liable to receive such 
increased punishment as the nature of the offence may warrant. 
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20. All "boats shall carry such number of passengers or such quan¬ 
tity of cargo as has been specified in rule 1G.

BOAT RULES 

For the Port of Alleppey sanctioned ly Phis Highness the Maha Ptajah. 

1. An officer to be styled “Boat Master” shall have immediate 

control over all boats and crews plying in the Porta. I 

2. He shall be subject however to the control of the Master At¬ 
tendant. I 

3. For the purposes of carrying out these rules and for those pur¬ 
poses only, the Boat Master shall exercise the powers of a Sub- 
Magi stTate. 

4. Similarly the Master Attendant shall have the powers of a 
Magistrate. 

5. ’Where breaches of these rules require a higher punishment 
than is awardable by a Sub-Magistrate, such cases should be referred | 
to the Magistrate for disposal., 

6. From and after the 20th Instant, no boat shall be permitted to 
carry goods or passengers from or to any ship or vessel at the port, 
unless such boat has been registered and numbered, and the owner 
has taken out a license, in the manner hereinafter mentioned. 

7. If any person who has not registered and numbered his boat or, 
taken out a license, shall use a boat for the aforesaid purpose, such 
person shall on conviction be liable to a fine not exceeding 50 rupees, 
or in default of payment to imprisonment not exceeding 90 days. 

8. Whenever the owner of any boat wishes to take out a license, 
he shall present in person to the Master Attendant an application in 
writing specifying the dimensions of bis boat, the number of the crew 
and the 'quantity of cargo or number of passengers it is to be per¬ 
mitted to carry. 

9. The Master Attendant shall on receipt of such application in¬ 
spect the boat, and on being satisfied that it is seaworthy, he shall 
call upon the owner to sign a declaration that he comprehends and 
consents to conform to these rules.

13. If any person who is not a boat owner shall be guilty of or 
assist in. altering or erasing the number, he shall, ou conviction be 
liable to a fine not exceeding 25 Es. or in default of payment to im¬ 
prisonment not exceeding 45 days. If any person fraudulently paint 
or cause to be painted or counterfeited upon any boat, not having 
been duly registered, any number, every such person, shall, on con¬ 
viction, be liable to a fine not exceeding 50 rupees, or'in default of 
payment to imprisonment of either description for a term not exceed¬ 
ing 90 days and every such boat shall be confiscated. 

14. The boats required for landing or shipping cargo or passengers 
shall, on application, be supplied by the Boat Master. 

15. Ali boat hire for landing or shipping cargo shall be paid in ad¬ 
vance according to the rates given in the annexed Schedule (O) which 
shall be revised from time to time under the sanction of the Dewan. 

16. The ordinary hours for boats to ply will be between 5 a.m. 

17. No boat will be permitted to take off or land goods or passen¬ 
gers except within the prescribed limits of the Port.

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NOTIFICATION 

Prohibiting the Shooting of Elephants. 

Under sanction of His Highness the Maha Rajah it is hereby noti¬ 
fied to all concerned, that the Travaneore Sircar strictly prohibits the 
shooting, or otherwise killing, of wild elephants, in the territories of 
the State, except as hereinafter provided. 

2. Persons convicted of transgressing the provisions of this notifi¬ 
cation will be summarily punished by the Magistracy with fine not 
exceeding BO rupees or with imprisonment which may extend to three 
months or with both. 

3. In special cases, the Dewan will, on application, grant a written 
permit for shooting elephants; and those who obtain such permits 
and act only in conformity with their provisions, will be exempted 
from the penalties soecified in the preceding para. 

4. General permits will be granted on application to such subjects 
of this State as possess properties in or near jungles infested hy wild 
elephants ; and such subjects will be authorized by the permits to kill 
elephants, but in defence of their persons and properties only. 

5. Persons killing wild elephants in self-defence will he exempted 
from the penalties specified in para 2 of this notification; hut such 
persons shall immediately report the circumstance to the nearest Police 
officer. 

6. In any case, the tusks, teeth, &c. of wild elephants, however 
death may have occurred, will, as hitherto, be the property of the 
Sircar, and are deliverable to the nearest Police officer. . 

7. The Sircar will pay a reward to any person who will give infor" 
mation of the illicit killing of elephants, or of appropriation of their 
tusks, such as will lead to the conviction of the offender.

i PENSION" RULES 

Established tjndee Sign Manual by IIis Highness 
THE MAHA RAJAH 

TT 7 j , , 7 lafft August 1864. 

Under date the lo W : 

1. All public servants drawing monthly salaries of 30 rupees 
and upwards and named in the annexed List marked A, shall he 
entitled to pension under these rules. 

2. The applicant for pension must hare served tho Sircar for 
a period not less than 15 years, on a monthly salary of 10 rupees 
and upwards. 

3. If the applicant’s service fall short of 30 years, he cannot 
have a pension, unless incapacitated for further employment by 
old age, protracted ill-health, loss of sight, or other bodily or 
mental infirmity. Competent medical testimony to such in¬ 
capacity shall always accompany an application for pension in 
such circumstances. But when service is more than 30 years, 
such testimony shall not be required. 

4. Public servants of standing between 15 and 20 j^ears who 
are entitled to pension under these rules, shall be granted 
pensions equal to one-fourtli of tlieir monthly salaries calculated 
on an average of five years previously to the date of the applic - 
tion for pension. If the service has been for more than £0 but 
less than 30 years, and the public servant is entitled to pension 
under these rules, the amount shall be one-third of the monthly 
salary calculated in the manner above stated. Similarly, if the 
public servant has served 30 years or upwards, and his case 
satisfies the rules, the amount of his pension shall be one-half of 
his monthly salary calculated as above. 

5. In no case, however, is the amount of pension to exceed 
500 rupees a month. 

6. Pensions granted under these rules are not liable to at¬ 
tachment or sequestration in satisfaction of any decree or order 
of Court. 

7. Pension certificates cannot be mortgaged or otherwise 
transferred. The pensions are payable only to the individuals 
in whose names they have been granted or to their authorized 
Yakeels. 

8. Dismissal for misconduct eutails forfeiture of the benefit 
of past service. 

9. Service as substitute does not eonnt towards pension when 
the substitute holds no substantive appointment. 

10. The whole of the service in virtue of which pension is 
claimed, must have been passed in one of the grades specified in ' 
the annexed List marked B. 

11. Periods of service before the age of 18 shall not count 

towards pension. r

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SECTION IV. 

Rules and rates for Inland Telegrams sanctioned by 
the Governor General in Council with effect from 
the 1st July 1886. 

GENERAL. 

Rule 1.—The accuiacy of telegrams is not guaranteed, and the 
sender and receiver must accept all risks arising frym non-delivery, 
errors or delays. 

Rote 2 .—Telegraph offices in India are distinguished as fol¬ 
ia) Govebnmemi Telegiiaph Offices. 

These include the Telegraph Departmental Offices and Postal 
combined offices. 

(5) Railway Telegeaph Offices. 

These include State Railway Offices and Railway Offices not the 
property of the State which are licensed for working under Section 4, 
Act XIII of 1885. Under this head are also included Telegraph Offices 
on Canals. 

I. —Telegrams are accepted at all Government Telegraph Offices 

during the hours they are open for business according to 
their classification notified in the list of offices published 
in the Telegraph Guide. 

II. --Telegraph Offices of the 1st class are open day and night. 

III. —Telegraph Offices of the 2nd class are open 14 hours daily, 

or from 7 A. M. to 9 P. M. (local time), except on Sundays, 
Christmas-day, New Year’s day. Good Friday, and the 
Queen’s Birthday, when they are open only from 7 to 9 
a. m. and 4 to 9 p. m. These hours are subject to modi¬ 
fication to suit local requirements. 

TV.—Telegraph Offices of the 3rd class are open about seven 
hours daily, and usually from 10 a. m. to 5 p, m. (local 
time) except on Sundays, Christmas-day, New Year’s day, 
Good Friday, and the Queen’s Birthday, when they are 
open only from 7 to 9 a. m. and 4 to 6 p. M. These 
hours are subject to modification to suit local require- 

V. —In caseS of life and death, or of extraordinary emergency, 

an ‘urgent’ telegram can be sent from any office at any 

VI. —Railway Telegraph Offices accept telegrams at such hours 

as they may be open for business, but always subject to 
the necessities of Railway traffic, *■ 

Rote 3.—Telegrams are accepted at all Post Offices. 

L—Post Offices [in. Telegraph connection with other Telegraph 
Offices are called “ Postal combined Offices.” 

IL—Post Offices not in Telegraph connection with Telegraph 
Offices receive telegrams and despatch them by post to a 
Telegraph Office and are called “Postal Receiving 
Offices.” Such telegrams are sent “registered” and 
“ postage free ” by first post. 
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Bum 4.— Telegrams may also be posted to the nearest Telegraph 
Office, together with telegraph or postage stamps sufficient for their 
payment, and in this case a receipt for the amount will be returned 
post free to the sender. 

1—In the case of a telegram sent by post to a Telegraph Office 
with an insufficient number of stamps, the excess charge 
will be recovered from the addressee. 

Bum 5.—A telegram can be sent from any Government Telegraph 
Office to any Bailway Telegraph Office, or vice versa, without addition¬ 
al charge. 

Bum 6. —Telegrams can be addressed to places where there arc 
no Telegraph Offices. 

I.—In such cases the sender must state from what Telegraph 
Office delivery is to be effected. 

jfeosmpZe.—Sherghotty, Post Burhee.” 

The extra words “ Post Burhee'’ form part of the address and 
are therefore sent free of charge. 

II.—No charge will be made for ordinary Inland, postage or re¬ 
gistration on a telegram addressed to a place in India 
where there is no Telegraph Office, but in the case of 
telegrams which have to he posted in India tp places 
beyond Indian limits, eight annas additional is charged 
to cover the postage and registration fees. 

Bum 7-—All telegrams must be legibly written in the Boman 
character or in Arabic numerals : subject to the above limitation, tele¬ 
grams may be sent in the Vernacular, or any foreign language, or in 
cipher if written in Arabic numerals. 

I. —Telegram forms are to be supplied free at all Telegraph and 
Post Offices. 

H.—At Telegraph and Post. Offices in places other than the 
Presidency towns, every assistance possible is to be 
afforded to natives in the translation of their telegrams 
. into English, and of telegrams in English addressed to 
them into the Vernacular. 

HI.—The body of the telegram must be preceded by the ad¬ 
dress (as defined in Buie 10 (vi) J. 

IV. —The true signature and address of the sender must always 

be written at the foot of the telegram. 

V. —The sender of a private telegram can always be called upon 

to prove that the signature attached to it is genuine. 

VI. —Every interlineation, reference, erasure, or iteration of 

words must be authenticated by the sender of the tele¬ 
gram or by his representative. 

Bum 8 .—No telegram or telegrams of more than five hundred 
words can he sent at any one time by any private individual or firm, 
and no second telegram by the same individual or firm till after the 
lapse of three hours, unless the telegraph lines be free of all other 
traffic. 

Bum 9 .—Telegraph Offices are required to. refuse to transmit a 
telegram which may be of a decidedly objectionable or alarming 
character. Should the character of a telegram be open to doubt, the 
matter shall be referred to a Secretary to Government if the telegram 
be tendered at a seat of Government or to the chief civil or military 
officer if tendered at another place, 
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CHARGES. 

Rule 30.— There are three classes of telegrams—urgent, ordinary 
deferred, and the following are the rates of charge for State and Pri¬ 
vate telegrams between any two offices in India : —

T.—‘Urgent’ telegrams receive instant transmission and have 
the right of precedence over ordinary messages and of 
special delivery at destination. 

II. —‘ Ordinary ’ telegrams are transmitted in their turn after 

urgent telegrams, and are delivered by messengers be¬ 
tween day-brealc and 9 p.m., local time. 

III. —‘Deferred’ telegrams are transmitted when the lines are 

clear of urgent and ordinary telegrams, and are usually 
delivered by post. 

IV. —No charge is made for the transmission of the address. 

Y.—The ‘ address ’ includes names of office from and to which 
the telegram is to be despatched, the actual names or 
designations of the sender and addressee, and the latter’s 
address. No other words can be transmitted unless paid 
for as part of the body of the message, and Telegraph 
officials are authorized to omit from the address any words 
which are not essential to the correct delivery of the 
telegram. 

VI. —If the sender of a telegram desire his own address to be 

telegraphed, it must be paid for. 

VII. —The address must contain all the information necessary 

to ensure the delivery of the telegram at its destination, 
and the sender in all cases supports the consequences of 
insufficiency of address. After the telegram is once des¬ 
patched, it can neither be cancelled, completed, nor rec¬ 
tified, except by the despatch of a fresh paid telegram. 

VIII. —With the exception specified in clause XIV of this rule, 

all charges on telegrams must be prepaid in the following 
manner. 

(a) At Government Telegraph Departmental Offices in telegraph 
stamps only. 

(&) At Postal Combined Offices in telegraph stamps or postage 
stamps at the option of the sender. 
in) At Postal Receiving Offices in telegraph stamps or postage 
stamps or in cash at the option of the sender. 

(d) At Railway Telegraph Offices in cash or telegraph stamps at 

the option of the sender. 

(e) Telegrams sent by post to any Telegraph Office froin a place 

where there is no Telegraph Office may be paid for in 
telegraph stamps or postage stamps. , 

IX. —Telegraph stamps are double-headed, the object being 

that the upper half shall be returned on the receipt 
(whereby the sender receives a guarantee that his tele¬ 
gram has not been suppressed for the sake of the stamps) 
and the lower half shall be affixed to the telegram as 
voucher to Government that it has been prepaid. 
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X—The senders of telegrams must affix their telegraph stamps 
on the spaces left blank for the purpose on the telegram 
forms—the upper half on the receipt, the lower half on 
the telegram,—and they should see that the stamps are 
defaced with the office stamp which hears the name of 
the office and the date. 

XT.—Telegraph stamps which have been cut ill two, [before be¬ 
ing sent into a Telegraph Office, or are in any way defac¬ 
ed, discolored, or damaged, are not accepted. 

XII. —The value of damaged telegraph stamps will ordinarily 

he refunded on application to the Government Telegraph 
Clerk Office, Calcutta, if such application be accompanied 
by a statement of the cause of damage, and if no doubt 
exists that the damaged stamp3 are genuine and that the 
damage was not intentional. 

XIII. —Stamped receipts for telegram charges are not given at 

‘Postal Combined’ or ‘Railway’ Telegraph Offices. 

XI'V.—Telegrams are sent ‘bearing’ from sea-ports when, re¬ 
ceived for despatch by mail steamers or other vessels; 
but no such telegram, whether ‘prepaid’ or ‘bearing’, 
will he, transmitted until the name of the vessel from 
which it is received is known at the Telegraph Office. 
Bearing telegrams will not be delivered to the addressees 
until after payment has been obtained. 

APPLICATION OF CHARGES. 

Rum 11.—The maximum length of a word is fixed at six syllables. 
The excess is counted as a word. 

Rule 12 .—Telegrams must not contain any unusual combinations, 
abbreviations, or constructions. 

I,—Any word in common use, which, although requiring two 
words to express it, is generally recognized as one word, 
is charged as one word when so written; provided that 
the two parts are not joined by a hyphen or apostrophe, 
and that the whole is of six or less than six syllables. 
“Half-penny," “twopence," “threepence,” &c., up to 
“ elevenpence,” when written as a single word, count as 
one word only. “F. 0. B.,” “0. F. I.,” “A.M.,” 
and “P. M.,” when written as separate letters, are each 
counted as three and two words respectively; but these 
specified abbreviations (and no others) when written 
“fob,” “cfi,” “am,” “pm” are accepted each as one 
word. 

II—Words joined by a hyphen are counted as so many separate 
words. 

III. —Words separated by an apostrophe are counted as so many , 

separate words, except in the case of nouns in the poa- 
" sessive oase, as “General’s,” “Charles’,” “brother’s.” 

IV. _Proper names of towns and persons, names of places, 

streets, ships, titles, Christian names, prefixes, and qua¬ 
lifications are counted for the number of words employed 
by the sender to express them. 

V. —Every isolated character, whether letter or figure, is count- 

* ed as a word. The same applies to an under line. 

VT,—Signs of punctuation, hyphens, apostrophes, inverted 
commas, parenthesis, fresh paragraphs are not counted

or signalled j but decimal points, commas, bars of divi¬ 
sion, &c., used with figures, are each counted as a figure 
and signalled. 

■Rule 13. — When numbers are expressed in figures, all the charac¬ 
ters, figures, letters, or signs in each group are added together ; the 
total divided by three, and the quotient, plus one for the remainder, 
if there be any, gives the number of words the group represents. 

I.—Signs used to separate groups and letters, added to figures 
to form ordinal numbers are counted each as a‘figure or 
letter. Groups of letters not forming words (letter cipher) 
cannot be transmitted. 

Ruie 14.—All that the sender writes in his telegram to he trans¬ 
mitted is to be included in the cost, with the exception of the address 
as defined in Rule 10 (Til. 

1—The day, hour, and minute, (Madras time) at which a tele¬ 
gram is booked when tendered for despatch are added by 
the Telegraph Office and telegraphed free. Senders may 
date or time their telegrams if they desire, but in such 
case their dates or times will he charged for. 

Rote 15.—State telegrams from all Government officials must be 
classed either ‘urgent’ or ‘ deferred,’ and as a rule, paid for in cash or 
in stamps prior to despatch. The charges are the same for State as for 
private telegrams. 

I.—The rule regarding prepayment will he relaxed in case of 
greatjemergency. Whenever an ‘urgent,’ State telegram 
is tendered for despatch under this permission, the 
Bender must take the necessary steps to ascertain the 
charges on it, and pay them into the Telegraph Office 
within 24 hours. The rule cannot he relaxed in case of 
‘ Deferred ’ State telegrams. 

XI—State messages not marked ‘urgent’ will he treated as 
‘Deferred.’ 

III.—State telegrams take their turn for despatch with ‘ urgent ’ 
and ‘deferred’ private telegrams according to the order 
in which they are tendered. 

Ruie 16.— All telegrams, State and Private must he paid for ex¬ 
cept the following ms.— 

(a) Those on the service of the Government Telegraph and 
Postal Departments which are sent free to and from any 
Telegraph Office. 

(5) Those on the service of certain Foreign Governments re¬ 
garding which the Government of India defines special 
rules in each case. 

REPLY PAID. 

Ruie lL—A reply can he prepaid by the sender of a private tele¬ 
gram or of a State telegmm addressed to a person other than a Gov¬ 
ernment official, depositing a sum of not less than eight annas and 
not more than two rupees. The sender of a reply paid telegram.is to 
add. after the text of his telegram (hut separated from it) the words 
“reply paid” and the amount he deposits, thus “Reply paid ten 
annas ” and such words will not be charged for. 
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I, —The terminaljoffice delivers to the addressee a ‘pass’ or 

order for the amount prepaid, leaving it to him to send 
his answer how, and when within the limit of 30 days 
prescribed in the pass and to what address he pleases, or 
not.to send one at all. The reply, if sent must be ac¬ 
companied by the ‘ pass.’ 

II. —"When a telegram to which a reply is prepaid is addressed 

to a place where there is no Telegraph Office, the tele¬ 
gram and ‘ pass ’ are forwarded to destination from the 
nearest'Telegraph Office by ordinary post free of charge. 
HI.—Shonld it be impossible to effect delivery of a “reply 
paid” telegram, the terminal office send a telegram to 
that effect to the sender and the amount deposited will 
be refunded on application being made to the Telegraph 
Check Office, Calcutta. 

IY.—It is not compulsory on the addressee to send a reply. 
The duty of the terminal office consists simply in the de¬ 
livery of the pass for the amount prepaid, leaving him at 
liberty to do what he pleases with it. 

Y.—The sender of a State telegram addressed to a Government 
official may not prepay a reply. And in the ease of a 
State telegram addressed to other than a Government 
official, any sum deposited by the sender under this rule 
must be intended for no other purpose than to cover the 
cost of a return telegram. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENT OF DELIVERY. 

Ruin 18.—Any sender can by writing after the text of his tele¬ 
gram (but separated from it) the words “ Acknowledgment prepaid,” 
require that a notice of the time at which his telegram is delivered be 
transmitted to him by telegraph and the charge for such notice or ac¬ 
knowledgment is one rupee. 

I. —This advice of delivery may be addressed to him at any 

place he may name. 

II. —If the telegram cannot he delivered, the return telegram 

indicates the circumstances which prevented delivery, 
and, if possible, gives the information necessary to enable 
the sender to cause his telegram to reach its destination. 
The return telegram has priority in transmission over 
ordinary telegrams. 

MULTIPLE TELEGRAMS. 

Rule 19.—A telegram addressed to several persons in one loca¬ 
lity, or to the same person at several places of residence in one loca¬ 
lity, with or without transmission by post, is charged for as a single 
telegram,; but a Copying fee of four annas per 100 words, plus four an¬ 
nas for the excess independently of postage, if any, is charged for each 
destination after the first. 

I.—A telegram addressed to several persons, or to the same 
person in localities where delivery is to he effected-by 
different offices, is charged for as so paany separate tele- 
grams. 

H.—If the sender wishes each copy of the telegram to bear 
only the address of the person to whom it is to he deli¬ 
vered, he should add after the text of his telegram, but 
separated from it, the words “—addresses.” If on the 
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other hand, he desires that each addressee 'shall be made 
aware to what other persons the telegram has been ad¬ 
dressed, he should add the words “—addresses on each 
copy,” In the absence of special instructions, it will be 
assumed that he wishes only one address to appear on 
each copy. In either case these instructions are not 
charged for. 

REPETITION. 

Rum 20.—The sender of any telegram can, by writing the word 
“Repetition” after the text of his telegram (but separated from it), 
require that it be repeated; the charge for repeating is equal to one- 
fourth the charge of the message. 

L—In this case the different offices employed in its transmis¬ 
sion repeat it bach to each other. 

II.—A repeated telegram is indicated by the word “repeated,” 
which, to insure the greatest accuracy, iB telegraphed 
(free) both in the official instructions and as the first 
word of the text of the telegram. 

OPEN DELIVERY. 

Rule 21.—If the sender desires his telegram to be delivered open, 
he is to write the words “ Deliver open ” after the text of his telegram 
(but separated from it). 

CANCELLATION. 

Rude 22. If the sender of an inland telegram wishes to cancel it 
before transmission has commenced, he can do so; but the charges 
upon it will not be returned when once the stamps are obliterated. ■ 

I.—If the telegram is in course of transmission, or has already 
been despatched, it can only be cancelled by a paid tele¬ 
gram from the sender to the terminal office. 

IL —If, in addition, the sender wishes to be informed by tele¬ 
graph in what manner his request has been acted 
upon, he must deposit the cost of the return telegram. 

CERTIFIED COPIES. 

Rude 23.—The sender and receiver have a right to be furnished 
with certified copies of any telegrams sent or received by them. A 
fee of four annas per hundred words or fraction of one hundred words 
is payable for eveTy copy f amished. 

I. —'Within 3 days of despatch or receipt, copies can he given 

by the Telegraph Office concerned, but after that period 
applications for copies must be made to the Telegraph 
Check Office, Calcutta. 

II. —Applications for copies must be made within four months 

of the date of the telegram. At the expiration of that 
period originals and copies of all telegrams are destroyed. 
PRESERVATION. ■ . 

Rude 24.--Application may be made by an interested party to 
the Government Telegraph Check Office for the preservation of speci¬ 
fied telegrams exchanged between other persons on the ground of 
pending or contemplated judicial proceedings. Such application must 
be made within four months of the dates of the telegrams, and such 
telegrams will then be preserved for a further period of four months, 
at the expiration of which time they will, in default of a renewed ap¬ 
plication, be destroyed. 
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I—It must be understood that the duty of the Telegraph 
Department in the matter is confined to making the 
search and preserving the telegrams, if found. No in¬ 
formation as to the result of the search will be furnished, 
and any telegrams ansvv ering the description given, which 
may he found, will only be produced on the order of a 
competent court of law or other competent authority. 

FEES FOR SEARCHING FOR TELEGRAMS. 

Rule 25.—Should the particulars furnished be insufficient to en¬ 
able the Check Office to at once trace the telegrams applied for under 
either Rule 23 or Rule 24, the cost of searching for them must he de¬ 
posited by the applicant. A fee of one rupee is charged for searching 
through the telegrams of any Telegraph Office for one day : thus, if it 
be required to examine the telegrams of two Telegraph Offices over a 
period of five days, the searching fee will he ten rupees. 

DELIVERY. 

Rule 26.—Telegrams are delivered free of charge within five 
miles of a Telegraph Office. “Deferred” telegrams are usually de¬ 
livered through the Post Office of the place of destination. 

I. —Beyond the free delivery radius telegrams will be sent by 

post without charge, or by such othermeans as the sender 
may arrange and pay for. 

II. —Should the addressee of a telegram have left the place to 

which it is addressed, it will, if returned unopened with 
definite instructions as to the new address, be re-trans¬ 
mitted without extra charge. 

III. —The messenger who delivers a telegram may be entrusted 

with the reply, provided he be not detained for this 
purpose more than five minutes. The fact of the reply 
having been given to the messenger, and the amount paid 
to him, should be mentioned on the receipt given for the 
original telegram. 

REGISTERED ADDRESSES. 

Rule 27.—Any firm or individual expecting to receive inland or 
foreign telegrams can register an abbreviated address at the Govern¬ 
ment Telegraph Office from which such telegrams have to he delivered. 
The fee for registration of each abbreviated address is Rs. 10 per 
annum, payable in advance on the 1st January in each year, or Rs. 50 
for all time with a fine of Rs. 5 for every change of address. 

L—Abbreviated addresses are considered confidential 

II. —No abbreviated address can be accepted which has already 

been registered locally by another firm or individual. 

III. —The Government Telegraph Department accepts no res¬ 

ponsibility in respect of the delivery of any telegram 
having an abbreviated address if such address has not 
been registered. 

” REFUNDS. 

Rule 28.—If an ‘ordinary’ or ‘urgent’ private telegram be not 
delivered, or be subjected to serious delay through the fault of any 
Telegraph Administration in India, the whole charge made for it Will 
be returned to the sender. 

J3,ule 29.—If an ‘ordinary’ or ‘urgent’ private telegram be de¬ 
livered wholly or partially in an unintelligible state, a refund will he 
made only when the extra charge for ‘ repetition ’ has been paid by 
the sender. 
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Rote 30.—No refund will, under any circumstances, be made for 
a State telegram of any class or fora 1 deferred ’private telegram. 

I—Applications for refunds, as also all complaints respecting 
telegrams, should be addressed to the Telegraph Check 
Office, Calcutta. Such claims for refund must be made 
•within one month from the date of the telegram; but 
this period is extended to two months in the case of a 
‘repeated ’ telegram, orof a telegram for which a ‘Reply’ 
or an 1 Advice of Delivery ’ has been prepaid. 

H.—When no doubt exists as to an overcharge having been 
made on an inland telegram by the mistake of an official 
at any Telegraph Office, such overcharge is to be at once 
refunded by such Office. 

CLEAR LINE TELEGRAMS. 

Rule 31.—On emergent occasions of great importance, the public 
functionaries named below have the power to 1 clear the line,’ that is, 
to suspend the receipt and despatch of all messages until the one for 
which the line is ‘ cleared ’ is passed on :— 

(1) The Governor General of India. 

(2) The Governors of Madras and Bombay. 

(3) Oommanders-in-Ohief, India, Madras, and Bombay. 

(4) Lieutenant-Governors of Bengal and the Punjab, Lieu¬ 

tenant Governor of North-Western Provinces and Chief 
Commissioner of Oudli. 

(5) Secretaries to the Government of India. 

(6) Secretaries to the Governments of Madras, Bombay, 

Bengal, North-Western Provinces, and Punjab. 

(7) Chief' Commissioners of the Central Provinces, British 

Burma, and Assam. 

(8) Agents to the Governor-General, Rajputana, Central India, 

and Baluchistan. 

(9) Commissioners of Sind and Peshawar. 

(10) The Residents-at Hyderabad (Deccan) and Mysore. 

(11) The Maharaja of Patiala, from the Patiala Office only. 

(12) Director General of Telegraphs in India. 

The telegrams so sent are, however, to be paid for as 
other Sttte (urgent) telegrams.

Rtoe 33. —A press telegram to be accepted at press rates must 
fulfil the following conditions : — 

I—It must be addressed to a newspaper, the name of which is 
contained in the Telegraph Department list of registered 
newspapers (Application for the registration of news¬ 
papers should be made on forms to be obtained at Go¬ 
vernment Telegraph Department Offices.) 

H.—It must be addressed to the newspaper in accordance with 
its registered title and to the town at which the news¬ 
paper is registered as being printed and published. 

III. —It must, except as provided hereafter in condition (v), 

contain only intelligence which is clearly intended for 
publication in the strict sense of the term, and must not 
contain commercial news of any kind. 

IV. —It must be written in the English language. 

V. —It may also be a telegram sent from or to the newspaper 

by its registered title (but not in the name of the editor, 
publisher, manager, or any other person), to or from its 
correspondents or employes on the subject of a telegram 
published or to be published or to an official of the Go¬ 
vernment Telegraph Department on matters of press 
business. 

VI. —If a press telegram be addressed to the editor, publisher, 

manager, or any other person connected with the nsws- 

E aper by name or person, it is chargeable at the full in- 
md rates (see condition II.) 

VII.—Whenever demanded, a copy of every newspaper in which 
a press telegram is published must be furnished to the 
Telegraph Office from which that press telegram was de- 

VIII.—A single press telegram must not exceed 236 words (8 
units of charge). Long news messages must, be broken 
up into separate telegrams, aE_ of which must be number¬ 
ed and each of which except ’the last, must contain the 
words “ more to follow. 11 These words and the numbers 
are to be written by the sender in the space left in the 
telegram form for “official instructions ” and they will 
not be charged for. 

Emmple .—A long news message of 1,000 words would require at 
least 4 telegrams numbered, in the apace set apart for “ official instruc¬ 
tions,” 1, 2, 3, & 4, and numbers 1, 2, 3 would also bear the words 
“ more to follow ” in the official instructions. 

Runs 34.-—The Press Telegram rates apply only to telegrams 
which satisfy all the conditions of Rule 33, and any subsequent claim 
made by the Government Telegraph Department for. the difference 
between press and full inland rates must be satisfied immediately on 
demand. „ 

Rule 35.—Press Telegrams may be accepted, “bearing” from 
correspondents, provided that any newspaper, which may desire the 
facility, obtain previous special sanction from the Director General of 
Telegraphs. 

Rule 36. —The Press Telegram Rules do not apply to Railway 
Telegraph, systems.
